Learned Lord, 

But hy excufing myfelfin a particular cafe^ I would not- 
he thought to condemn others for a£ting a part which the mojt^ 
Polite Ages and Nations hofue approvid^or at leaft indulged.^ 
For altho Familiar Letters of Private Friends may he com-, 
monly of too tender a Comfofition^ to thrive out of the Bo- 
fbm in which they were fir fi Planted ; yet thofe which are* 
written hy Men of Eminent Viit^ Learning, or Place have^ 
heen^amfmay he^underfome Circumfiances ^communicated to^ 
the reft of Mankind. 

the Epiflies of the Antients, with fomesf the Moderns^ 
are read with great delight and profit^ and will prohahly: 
lafi as long as Books themfelves j whilfl many Volumes of 
Familiar and Feiyid Letters {the encrcjafe whereof waSt 
fi jujily cenfurdly Bocaline) have heen compelldto liva^ 
and die in Ohfcurity.

In my References to the Cabala, / mAke ufe of the. Editi- 
on of I t^i^andiothe Refufcitatio of that of 1 66 1 ; v>hich. 
laft Book was corre£Hy, (ublifhed by Dr. Rawley, "whereunto 
is prefixed my Lord bzcon's Life^ and from which together, 
with the Preliminary Difcourfe to his RcmsinSyPrinted in, 
1679, and the Charailers given of him before the 
Englifh Tranjlation of his Advancement ^LearWing, the 
Reader may take a view 4>f fome Particulars of hit Life and 
Works, which I had no occafion given me to Treat of 
. For what refpe^s myfelf I have onely this to allege ; 
that altho nojujt excufe can be made for <f Man that volun- 
tarily expofes himfelf as I have done^ ^et perhaps fomc^ 
thing maybeallowdbywayofMitigation^ the Times of 
Leijure which [devoted to this Service were more interrup- 
ted than Ihadreafon to expeil ; fo that J wos engaged in, 
, the PreJS before the Copy was prepared^ till like an unwary 
iioldier advanced too far ^ I knew not well how to Retreat^ 
or how to make my way through. For this Reafon upon re^ 
viewing the Whole of what wasfent by Parts, I find fome 
things I might have left out^ others addedy many Expreffi^ 
onsfit to he alter d^ and Dejeifs in the Style reformed. All, 

which 
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which might have appeared in a letter manner j had I taken 
anj advice ofmyYncnds in the Defign, or mhat I, think is . 
much more wantedytheir Judgement and Cenjure in the Exe- 
cution : But this being a trouble I had neither the oppor^ 
tunity nor confidence to defire offome ofthem^ whofe Opinio- 
ons I very much value^ it encourages me to ask, ana hope 
to obtain^ a greater (bare of the Reader- s Favours 

To conclude^ fnce pofftbly there may be feme other Ge^ 
nuine Papers of this Author ^ andthefe Times ^ which have 
efcapedthe Diligence of Dr. Rawley, and which are yet 
prejervd in Private Hands^ or PublicL Repofitories, // 
thofe which are Mafiers of the one^ or can direH me to the 
other J fhaO think fo weU of what is now done^ as to wijb 
thefeMtmoitts were more entire j ^ IJbaB be read)f to putr 
lifb the fame by way of Supplement, or in fuch other maiu 
ner asfhaU be thought the mofi proper. 

NorfbaU I be lefs willing toreSifie any mflaie^ than I 
am to confefs that which I have committed in the XLVII. 
Page of the IntroduQion. H^hert^^'&irtdw^CDkeaiffrming^ 
that the King having fufferd by means^ofthe LordTre^ 
furtr and his Lady ^oooo I. cet^fur d them in a Pine of 
looooo /. althd he f aid he might very well have made it 
Quadruple: The word Quadruple ought to have rrfer/dto 
thefirpfum ^ and may be corre&td by putting that of 
Double in its plaoe.

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Introdudiion. 

UPON the Deceafe of Queen EUx^hetb , James 
the Vlth. King of Scotland i, became the firft Mo- 
narch of Great Britain. Which remarkable Succei^ 
fion^ being the Subjed of fome of the following 
Letters^ I cannot proceed fb contrary to my own 
Inclinations^ and the manner of other Writers upon this 
Occafion, as to negled offering fome Tributes of Honour , 
to the memory of a Princeis y under whofe Aufpicious Go- 
ycmmcntyEnglanJ feem'd to confummate all its former Glo- 
ries. A Princefc, Celebrated by Hiftorians^ of very diiFerent 
Opinions, and even by one of the Topes^ her declared Ene- 
my, as one of the greateft and worthieft that ever wore a 
Crown. In the Entrance of her Reign, (he eftabliflied the 
Religion with a gentle Hand , her Sifter had endeavour'd 
to extirpate with Fire and Flames •• Repair'd the Treafure 
exhaufted j Recoin'd the Money debafed ; Secur d the Na- 
tion from Powerful Enemies abroad , made yet more Pow- 
erful by deceitful Subjedis at Home : So that fbe fpred the 
Bleffings of Peace over all the Land , for almoft Twenty 
Years. Till3eing provoked to the laft Degree by the Popes, 
ihe uied fome neceflary Remedies to reftrain their Party : 
Revenged the Injuries received , and prevented thofe d!e- 
fign'd from the Kong of Spain ; by fbpporting the United 
Trovincesy making the utmoft efforts for their Liberties ,• by 
affifting King Henry the IVth. of France^ ready to fink un- 
der the mighty and fucce&ful Power of the League. Upon 

( ^ ) the 
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the Ocean fhe repulfd his Fleets with fhame , whilft with 
her own, (he infultcd him both in the Old and New World, 
and carried the Fame of her felf, and Nation throughout 
the Univerfe. 

Her great Council, the Parliaments were fo fatisfied with 
her CondoA, that they fometimes gave her more than (he 
expe<fted , and once more than (he would receive* Her 
Jprivate Counfels were Wife , and direded by few ,• yet 
thofe fo well chofen, as refleded no lefs Honour upon her 
own Judgement , than Security on her People, The Lord 
Burleigh. Sir UicMas Bacm^ and Sir Fronds Wd ^bu^amy were 
fome of her moft fsdthful and able Servants. The firft of 
them feems to have been her chiefeft Minifter for Forty 
Years ,• atid they all of them ferved her with fuch Angular 
Ability and Fidelity , that they have appeared as Exam- 
ples, rather admired than imitated: Efpecially Sir Francn 
Waljlngbam i who, tho* he was one of the Wifefl and moft 
Sagacious Men of the Age , who had long undergon the 
the Office of principal Secretary of State ^ and often of -^n»- 
hajfador , and had furely the opportunity of enriching liim- 
felf at the Publick Expencej yet he wafted both his own 
Health and Fortunes , for the Health and Profperity of the 
Nation. Contenting himfelf with a true and lafting Glory ^ 
of having maintained the Caufe and Intereft of his Religion, 
his Prince, and Country j and with the fatisfadion ot fee- 
ing his onely Child, by Urfula^ the Daughter of Henry St. 
Barhe, Efq,* Married to Sir Tbilh Sidney , and after his un- 
timely and much lamented Deatn, to Robert D'Evereux Earl 
ol^lfex, two of the fineft Gentlemen of their Times. 

In the choice of her Martial Men 3 the Queen had the 
fame, and perhaps a more peculiar Felicity ; as it is obferv- 
ed by one, that knew as well as any the Renowned Sir TValter 
Kaleigb , in his Hifiory of the World, in thefe Words. ' That 
' her Majefty had many Advifed, Valiant and Faithful Men, 
the Profperity of her own Affairs did well witnefs j who, 
in all her days , never received Dilhonour by the Cowar- 
dize, or Infidelity of any Commander by her felf chofen 
or emploied. 

But 
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Bm thU Wife and Provident Lady^ who badadmimi our 
AiuboM Ingenuous Parts ^ when a Boy^ and employed 
them when a Man^ had cberiihed him rather with the jBoun- 
ty of her Voice^ than of her Hand : For tho' fiie made u(e of 
his Couiofel in Matters of Law y and his Pen and Advice in 
fome Matters of State , (as being every way qualified to 
ferve her in both ; ) yet according to the Reports of thofe 
Times, his Merits were fuppreflcd by the Jealoufics ofone , 
who was near to the ^^eny in Place and Power, tho' near 
to Mr. BacM in Confanguinity, So little is the Relation 
of Nature confidered, where private Inter^ comes in Gom« 
petition. 

Upon which account , it cannot be thought ftrange 2 
That tho' he honoured the Memory of his Deceafed Miu 
treis, he fhould pay fome Adoration to the RifiwStm: 
Which, whilft many others, the moft Zealous and A<^ve 
did in Perfon , he performed by his Pen : as will appear at 
the beginning of the following Letters y u>me of which, he 
Addretted to thofe about his Majefty , and one to the King 
liimfelf 

For the Declaration of a Siucejfor , which the Queen 
could not be induced to make in her Healthy being obtain-- 
ed from her, in that Sicknefs , which put a Period to her 
Life, upon the 24th. of March i6q\; had drawn the Eyes 
of all thofe, who expeded Place and Preferment towards 
the North. And the receiving the King into the peaceaUe 
Pofleflion of the Throne , had diflipated thofe fears , into 
which many wife Men were fallen , through the Pretences 
and Titles co the Crown , about this time , ^ induftrioufly 
fpread abroad. Yet notwithftanding, the Subjedion of the 
whole Ifland to one King, the ReduAion of Ireland^ which 
had long given the Queen , much trouble, eifeded ; there 
IhcceedM in the Opinion of many , but a Feeble and In- 
glorious Reign. 

The King was hardly Seated in his new Throne , when 
he gave one Inftance of Deviating from the ways of his Pre- 
deceffor , who had been fo wary in Conferring Tttks of 
Honour^ that its true and ancient Path , though the TetnfU 
ofFertuey became almoft vifible again. His Majefty, as if . 

he could not beftow enough of Graces and Favours ; for ' 

( i 2 ) this ^ 
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ttus n^ and ealie Acquifition . created feveral Hundred 
KuigbtSy within a few Months aher he came into Eftgland : 
Tho' I think it may be affirmed , That this Dignity fell 
much upon Perfons of Eftates^ Families^ and Merit^of which 
^ Number was Mr. Bacm Knighted at JVbite-Hall y upon the 
2;d. of July 1603. For what Reafons^ the King , fome 
Years atter^ ereded an Order ^ which engaged many of the 
prime Gentry of the Nation^ as being fometbing Superior 
in Honour^ and much in Duration^ and how far it has iince 
varied from^ and exceeded the Limits and Rules of its firft 
Inftitution^ would be neeedlefs for me to obferve. 

The two Crowns , being thus united in the Terfon of one 
KmZy there was nothing that he more earneftly defired and 
endeavoured ; according to the Text of Scripture y he In- 
fcribed upon fome of his Coin y Faciam eos in Gcntem 
unam y than a real Union of the Nations : And that^ as 
far as it might be effeAed both in point of Natu« 
ralization with fome Reftridions^as to enjoying Offices, &c. 
And by an Union of the greateft part of the Laws. Where- 
in the King declares y his Intention was to conform the 
Laws of Scotlandy to the Laws of England. For which pur- 
pofe, upon recommending this Affair to the firft Seffion of 
Parliawent , an Ad was paifed , Authorizing certain Com- 
miffioners to treat with others of Scotlandy for the Weal of 
both Kingdoms. In which Number, Sir Fra. Bacon ^writes 
in one ofthefe Letter, that he had the firft Vote in the Houfe 
of Commons : As in another he faith, That in the Bufinefs of 
the Uniony the Labour for Men of his Profcffion , lay moft 
upon his Hands. The Commiffioners , after feveral Con- 
ferences, refolved upon fome Preliminaries , but differ'd in 
the manner y and extent of the Naturalization : Infomuch, 
that the Novelty of the Argument , and the Weight and 
Confequence thereof, which exercifed the Tongues , and 
Pens of the Politicians' of thofe Times , both within and 
without the Houfes of Parliament * rendred all the King's 
Applications and Speeches , to thofe Affemblies, in a great 
meafure ineiFedual. But y what he could not obtain of 
them, he did in fome part, of his Judges ^ who in the Excbe- 
(juer-Chamber in the great Cafe of Cahiny reported by my 

Lord 
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Lord Cokiy did almoft unanimoufly refolve y that the Scots 
which were born after the Accemon of the King , to the 
Crown o^ En^land^vftVQ Subjeds thereof and not Aliens. Yet 
this ill Succcls in K. James^sxh not difcourpged his Succef- 
fors to attempt the like , and particularly his prefent Maje- 
fiy ; upon which the Lords recommended a Bill to the Houfe 
of Commons in a peculiar manner. And) if ever this Matter 
comes to have the Confideration it feems to defci ve ^ the 
Pains^ and Care^ and Caution^ Sir Francis Bacon employed 
in promoting and advifing the Union^ which appear in Two 
Speeches in Parliament , and Two little TraAs , Addrefs*d 
to the King, extant in the Refufcitatio , will very much Fa- 
cilitate all others Labours y and may poffibly meet with a 
better Event. 

But if his Services therein were acceptable to the King, 
the Book, which he about the fame time publirtied , of the 
Progrefs and Advancement of Learning , was no lefs grateful 
to the moft Ingenious Schollars oFthe Nation. He had , 
whilft he was very young, and in the Univerfity made fome 
Refle<9ions upon the Unprofperous State of the Common^ 
wealth of Learnings That the Thilofofby^ as ufualy taught, was 
more Accommodate to the Difputation of the Schools^ than 
to the Improvment of Reafon, or Producftive of any real Ufe 
to Mankind. So that tho' the ftraitnefs of his Fortunes made 
him apply himfelf to a Profeffion , and to the Laborious 
Study of the Municipal Laws ,• yet the Greatnefs of his Wit, 
and earneft Defire of being Matter of all the ufeful Know- 
ledge, devoted his leafure hours , unto a ferious peruial of 
the beft Ancient Authors, and a deep Contemplation of the 
Works of Nature. In thefe Intervals of time,he compofed the 
Work I am no w fpeaking of,Printed,tho fomewhat incorred- 
ly in two Books ^arto, in the Year i6of, which he Dedi- 
cated to his Majefty , as the moft Learned of Kings which 
Time had known, and with the 12th, and fome follow- 
ing Letters, he prefents it to feveral of the Nobility. But, 
becaufe it was Written in the £»gfi/i Tongue,to the end that 
it might be Communicated to Foreign Nations j he does by 
a Subfequent Letter , defire Dr. Plajfer^ the Divinity Bro- 
feflbr in Cambridge , and one Celebrated for his Purity in 
the Latine Stile, to render it into that Univerfal Language. 

The 
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The Dodor endeavouring to outdo himfelf > fell fliort of 
himfelf^ and fern fuch a Specimen of a Nice and Super- 
fine Verfion ; that the Author who always efteemcd Mat« 
ter above Words 3 never incouraged him to proceed there^ 

in. 

Nor afcer the Dodor's Death 3 which happen'd. in a few 
years^do I find that any other hand did undertake^ or at leaft 
^ accompliih the rame3till tny Lord Bactm revifed and inlarged j 
the whole^ and by the affiftance of Mr. Gecrge Herbert^ and / 
ibme other Learned Men^ put it forth in Latiny his Lord- ' 
ihip vtry much correlating and altering thofe Expreflions 
which did not attain to his own Conceptions. The Volume 
was Printed at LanJon in the year 1623 in a very &ir Editi- 
on in Folio 3 and foon after in France^ Holland^ &c. contain-' 
ing in the whole Nine Books. Tho firfi of which is in a great 
meafure a Tranflation of the fjrfl: Book of the former £di- 
tion3 wherein he refutes the Obje&ions that are made againft 
Learmng3 confiders the ill Eflate and Difadvantages it lies 
under3 and lafily the Dignity and Honour that belongs to 
the fame. In the other Eight Books, wherein fome things 
are omitted3 many things added and amplified3 the Author 
enters into a Summary Partition of the Sciencesy and with a 
diligent eye furveys the uncultivated Parts of the Intellcdu- 
al Globe ; obferves fometime what is erronious3 but chiefly 
what is deficitnt in Learning and Knowledge ; what is to be 
received, and what Materials are to be added^ towards the 
erecting that new Patrick of the Sciences which he had long 
had in Defign ,• the Foundation whereof he begun to lay 
in his Novum Organum 3 the fecond Part of his hftaurati^ 
mapta Scientiarufn. 

Sut if the Subjed matter of that Work be often fo ab- 
flrufe, as to fly over many Peoples Heads ,• yet in his AJ^ 
'vancttnent of LeamingyhisThon^Ms are generally {q eafie and 
clearj and produc'd in fo exaA a Method and Qrdery that 
as few Perfons can read it without irAtixSAoiiy fo I think 
no Perfon can perufe it without pleafure. From this Tra<9: 
it was that Monfiemr de Cofl-ar feleifted feveral Paflages, and 
fends them among others of his Literary Commerce to that 
Fine Wit of Franct^ Monfieur de Foiture, who makes this 
Judgement of them, J efieem aU that you fent me ^Bacon'j 

to 
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tp he aimirdik ; But TinmU not Horace^ who calls the Biicauis 
Fierce and hboffitaile, be amasud to bear ene of that Cmntry d^ 
comfi atjitcb a rate ? Picy it is tlut a WorK of fo beautiful a 
Compofition^ written by aPerfon of (o inimitable an Engli^ 
Style, fiiould inftead of being illuftrated, be obfcur'd by the 
Hand of Dr. Mattes, who tho' he had a great Veneration 
for my Lord Bacmy yet I think he fometimes falls /kort of 
his fenie , and oftner of his Spirit and Life y in the 
Expreffions which tie ufes in the Tranfiatkn he Publifhed in 

Before I proceed any farther in this Introdu&ion^ to the 
end that no Reader may be altogether ignorant of the Cha- 
rader of two Great Men^ whofe Names and Anions he 
will often meet with in the followii^ Papers ; I fhall give 
ibme account of the Lord Chancellor EBeJmere, and Sir 
Edward Coke Lord Chief Juftice of the Common-Pleofy and 
after of the Kings^Bencb, both remarkable Men in their re* 
fpt6dYQ Courts of Law and Equity : And howfbever they 
diiagreed towards the latter part of their Lives, I hope it 
will not be improper for me to place them fo near together 
in this. 

Sir Tbomaif Egerton defcended, tho' in an eblique Line^ 
from an Ancient Family in Cbefiire, and from Brazen-Nofe 
CoBege in Oxford rtmoy'd to Lmcolns^hme ; where he fo well 
improv'd his Time, that Queen Elizabeth made him her 
Solicitor zn^ Attorney General, and at length iR[r^^ of the 
Great Seal of England, in die year i $'96. Which tie carried 
(with the additional Honour of Lord Chancellor and Baron 
of EBefinere, given by King James at his Acceffion to the 
Crown) until the beginning of the year 1617, when fink-^ 
ing under the weight of Seventy feven years, tho' in full 
poiTeffion of the King's Favours, notwithftanding what 
lome Pamphleteers have reported ; he intreated his Majefty 
by two Letters extant in the Cabala, to be difcharg'd from 
an Office, which even in thofe days was fufficient to employ 
die Powers of any Man, in the fbength and perf^ion both 
of Body and Mind. Thofe Letters as well as fome others 
in this Colle<^on^ take notice of his Intentions to have be- 
fore refign'd his Place, and which he did foon after the King

had Created him Viicount Brackley, and at a time^ 1 think, 
when further Honours were defign'd for him. His Majcfty 
parted with an old and faithful Servant^ with all imaginable 
Tender nefs, and upon the Seventh of March 1616 commit- 
ted the Seal to the Cuftody of Sir Francis Bacon, who was 
the very Perfon his Lordfhip defired might fuccecd him. But 
of this, as well as of fome other things reladng to this Lord, 
I Ihall have farther occafion to fpeak ; fo that I fhall onely 
add, that he died at Tork-Honk in the Strand, upon the 
Fifteenth of the fame Month, and was Buried at Didkfiim 
in Chejhire, without any other Pompe or Glory, than what 
refulted from the Fame of his Virtuous AAions : Being a 
Perfon of a ready Apprehenfion, clear and folid Judgement, ' 
and confummate Wildom. Sometime before he divefted 
himfelf of the Chancellorfliip of England, he parted with 
that of the Univeriity of Oxford, where in the Gallery over 
the Schools is yet to be feen the Pidure of his Perfon, 
which was fo Venerable, that his Prefence and Carriage 
gave a Grace and Ornament to the Court in which he pre- 
fided , as his Ability and Integrity did a Sandion to his De- 

crees. 

But if his Obfequioufnefs to the King, with which Mr. 
Osbom and fome others may charge him, does feem to de- 
trad from the CharaAer I have given, admitting what they 
lay to be true, f which is not always to be done in Perfons 
that appear more like Satyrifts than Hiftorians,) yet in that 
he may be confider d as leaning to the Difeafe of the Timesj 
but that he was ever touched with corruption, I do not re- 
member it's any where fuggefted but by the aforefaid Gen* 
tleman. 

Sir Edward Coke was born in Norfolk, bred at Trinity College 
-in Cambridge, and in the Inner Temple • where by his great 
PradicC'Ot the Common Law, his Profitable Places therein, 
his Rich Wives, and long Life, he rais'd that vaft Eflate 
tranfmitted to his Pofterrty* And as he was efteem'd the 
Oracle of the Laws in rfie Times he lived, fo by the many 
Laborious Works he left,- he continues ftill to be the Guide 
and DireAor of all the Profeffors^ in the Condud of their 
Studies and Pradice. After he had been once Speaker 
of the Houfe of Commons^ Solicitor and Attorney General 

for 
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for many years j he was made CbUf Jufiki of the 
Court oi Connmn - TUm in 1606 , and of the Kmgs^ 
BefBcb in 1613. The chief Reafons for which he was 
remov'd from the laft , will be difcover'd in thefe DiA ' 
courfes on the year 161 6; and ibme others are glan- 
ced at in the Speech the Lord CbanctUar made to Sir 
I^knry Mantapu his Sacceffor^ Printed in Sir Francm Mms 
Reports^ fag. 826. The Reader will aljR) underftand in its 
proper place^ how he again recover d and kept in the Kit^s 
and Earl of Buekingbam*$ Favours until the year 1621: when 
(hewing himfelf an active and zealous Patriot in the Parlia- 
ment^ he was upon the DiiTolution thereof ImprUbn'd in 
the Tower, &c. And continuing of the fame mind in thoi 
other, which was aiTembled in the latter end of K. Jameses 
Time, King Charles in the firft year of his Reign, did in 
order to prevent his (erving again, appoint him to be Htgln 
Sheriff ot Buckingham- (hire ^ tho' he had been lately a Privj^ 
CoimfeUoty and not long before Lord Chief Jufiicty and was 
then, as his Grandfon Mr. Roger Coke obferves^ Seventy feven' 
years of Age. It may be prelumed that the ferving of this 
Office contributed to animate the zeal and aAivity he ex^ 
prefs'd in a fubfequent Parliament j from the which,may be 
conjedur'd, that he retained his Vigor and Parts till near 
the end of his Life : Which he concluded in Seftemh. i6;4, 
at his Houfe at Stoke in Bnckingbam-fiare. Having this Cha«> 
rz&Qt given him b}' Judge Croke^ That he was a Prudent, 
Grave and Learned Man in the Common Laws of this 
Realm, and of a Pious and Virtuous Life. But tho' 
he commits a miftake in faying that he died in the 
Eighty fecondy which ought to be the Eiibty Jixth year of 
his Age t yet no doubt but his Commendation of Sir EiU 
livaTi is far from exceeding the Truth. As he was a Man, 
he was fubjeift to Failings and Padions, but never more dii^ 
covered than in his earneft, and if I may fay, ungentle man 
like carriage in the profecution of Sir Walter Raleigh : Nor 
does he then feem fo great an Enemy to the Prerogative^ 
whilft he was rifmg in the King's Favour, as when he was 
fallen from it ; which takes off from the uniformity of his 
Charader. The differences between him and Sir Francif Bacon 
were,as I conceive, Perfonal; my Lord Coke who had the

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ikltbe of the 0(tat4# tawyw^ eflylcd the other the Rcputa- 
riof* of being the grtateft Scholar of the Trrfeffim ; and while 
he doefrfomtime endeavours Utile unhappily to ad that Part* 
SitFroffcis by his^Argintientf tiien,and by vt^hat he has left re- 
lating to the Law, mews th^t he was not Onely an able Pro- 
ficient therein, but that if others had read or writ more in 
^^Scieffce, than himfelf j yet few had read to better pur- 
fofe, or better confidef 'd the natu^ of Lav^s, than he had 
done j as I may have ooeafion to obfenre hereafter, and as 
the Reader may fomethihg of the Difegrcemcnts between 
thefe two Gentlemen from the loth Letter. 

Bat Sir Bands Bacon ^ Merits procnr'd him a better efteem 
and iifage,from Pcrfons in greater Place and Power than the 
Cbiefjufiicc, and among others from the Lord Chancellor ; 
tti whom he addreffes the i8th Letter with Propofi- 
don* at large, to have the Hlfitny of Great Britabt now uni- 
ted ander one King, reprefented by fome able Hand in a 
manner becoming the Dignity of die Sttbjeft. Thefuc- 
cecdiftg Letter was prelented to hi* Majefty together with 
ft Specimen of the Beginning of a Htfiory of his ReiM • 
whieh no Perfoii was Itfcehr to perform better than himtelf ^• 
fince Sir Walter Raleigh obierves in his Preface to the Hifto^ 
It of the Worid, " Thit the Laws and Kmds of Hiftory 
'^ had been taught by many,but by no Man better and with 
"greater brevity than by that Excellent Learned Gentleman 
" Sir Raneis Bacon, viz. ih his Advancemnt rf Learning : And X 
in refpeft alfo that he hirtfelf faith, he fhould write of 
Tithes, not onely fince he could remember, but fince he 
eofald obfervcFromU^hat he has left, we have reirfon to wifh 
that Leifure or Inclination had permitted him to have con- 
rinued the fame, efpecially fince no Hand hath effeaed it 
to any fatisfaftion. But how well he fticCeeded in relating 
the Hiftory of the Reign of one of rile mfefi of oUr Kinjn 
is fufficiemly acknowledged by oriicr Nations as ^ell as his 
own. ^ 

Yet the Books he was known to read, befrdes thofe of his 
ProFeffion, and the Leai'ning he was endued withal which 
made him lo great a Benefador to the World, had been 
turned to his own difadvantage, and made ufe of a Reafon 
why the Place of SoHcitor^General ftould not be confer'd up- 
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on himThis was a Preferment he had had ia l^sEye and fus 
Hopes in the year i ^95', through the Mediation of no lefi » 
Favourite than the Earloi Effex j But miffing it then as well 
as a&er the Kind's Succeffion to the Crown^ he was re- 
ferv'd for better Fortunes upon the application he made by 
feveral Letters m this Colledion^ aboiit the beginnkig cH 
the year 1607. And was iWorn into the Place 08«he 
Twenty iifth of Jtme^ upon the removal of Sir J^ DoJJe^ 
tlJge to be dae King's Strjemt at Law. 

The next year gave the Stme ibme trouble^ occafion'd hg 
the Rebellion in the ProviQce of Vlfier^ ki the North pare 
of IreUmd; through the great Lenity of the KJUag. Which 
being happily composed in the year 1609 : His Majefty, to 
the end that it might be put into a probable way of con^^ 
tinuing qi^et to Pofieri^, caufed the forfeited Eftates^ 
r which amounted to a great Quaatity of Acres to be fol4^ 
) and a new Plsntstian to be made j whidi was earned on widi 
) the greateft vigor by the City of LonJam, at or near the 
\ City of Deny^ thenceforth called iumJm-Deny. Our Au« 
chor writing in one of the firft of tbefe Letters^ that he aU 
ways wi(hed well to this unpoli/hed Part of the Crown, 
doth with the 29th Letter prefem to his Majefty 
a little Trad containing hb Opinion, in what manner thele 
new Eftabliihments ought to he made. And 'tis probable 
thefe TUmtations in Irelamd^ and thoie in the We^-hdiu carried 
on in the beginning of this Reign, induced him to enter 
into further Confiderations of this Subjed, which are Pub« 
lifhed in his Ejjajs under that Title- 
About the fame time I conceive Sir Fruncit fent the 
28th Letter to Sir Oeorge Care^ the Leiger Amhaf^Jar at 
Fsrif together with a Treatife he had written in Latin in Fa- 
. li^em Mcfmriam Elizabetba^ containing a fhort account of the 
Felicities of Queen ElizAeth's Life sixid Reign. This he did 
in oppofition to a Book, Intituled, Mifera Fmrnna^ under 
which notion the Pope had confider d her in a Bull publi(h'd 
towards the end of her Life, while other Princes admired 
her Happineis ; and this Piece he defires the AmbalTador to 
Communicate to ThMnm^ who was then compiling fome 
Parts of his Celebrated H//(»7 ; Who in his 129th Book, 
which comprehends the year 1603, and wherein he gives fo 
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jttft and great an Encommium of the Queen^ he takes no- 
tice of his compofing the Relation thereof among others 
from this Manufcript of Frmcu Bacm, yet the Author did 
not think he had done fuffident Juftice to her Memory, un^ 
le(s it were made publick at large : nd therefore we are told 
chat by one of his Wills he defir'd it might be done. Tho' 
it was not performed till the year 16^83 when Dr. RawUj 
Printed it amons the Ofufcula. But the Dodor to make fome 
Compenlation for this long Delay^ rendred it alfo into £»• 
plijh, and in imitation of tlie Author's Style^ as may be feen 
in the Refufcitatioy fag. i8i. and which has fince been added 
to a late Edition oi his Ejf$ys. 

After thefe two TraAs^ the one Political^ the other Hi* 
ftoricalj comes to be confider'd a third Fruit of the fame 
Brain^ which I conceive ripen'd towards the latter end of 
this year^ and was of a nature Philoibphical. It bears the 
Title ofCcgitata & Vtfay and was fent in Manufcript with 
the )oth and following Letters to the Learned Dr. An- 
dnv/s BiAiop of Efy^ Sir Tbo. BidUy y and Mr. Mathews, 
whofe Judgements the Author much refpeded. In this In- 
genious Difcourfe^ which Sir Frundt defign'd to have iiip- 
prefled from the Publick^ it being his Intentions to write a 
juft and perfed Volume of Tbilofaphy ; He conliders the ill 
Hate and Errors of X>earning, (sls he had in his Book oiAi-^ 
'uancement, the Defeds and Negleded Parts) together with 
the means and endeavours that were to be applied for its 
Reformation. A great part whereof was I think afterward 
difpers'd in the Novum Organtm } and the whole was Print«^ 
ed by Ifaae Gnotr among the Authors odier Philofophical 
Works : Who alfb Tranflated into JUtiny a large Letter con-, 
tain'd in the Cabala, wherein Sir Thomas BoJJej made fome 
Reflexions upon the iame ; But whereas it is there dated^ 
the 19th of Febr. 1607. I conceive it is a miftake^ and mif« 
primed for 1609. 

In the year 1610^ he publilhed his^Book 4e Safient/d Vete^ 
rum, of the Wifiom of the Ancients, which he Dedicated to 
the Earl of Salubwrj, and the Unlverfity of Cambridge, and' 
with a Letfer of the 27th of February, communicates the 
fame to Mr. Matbew, whom no diftance of Place, or Diifer'^ 
ence in Religion could divide from, his Friendfhip. The Au- 
thor 
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thor writ this Originally in Lathiy and therein he does IHti* 
ftrate the meaning contained under ibme of the moft noted 
FaMes and Parables of Antiquity. In which Allegorical way^ 
It was not onely familiar to the firft Ages of the World to 
wrap up fome of the Myfteries of their Religion^ but to 
infKU and inculcate Wifdom. The Interpretation thereof 
having been attempted^ as the Author obierves^ in a vulgar 
manner^ and by Men onely Learned in Cmmm-Tlaces : He 
does therefore in the laft Chapter of the Second Book of 
the Aivancement of Learning y reckon the want of a nobler 
and better Conftrudion aqiong the Defiderata and Deficienn 
in Learning ; and therein feleds three Examples out of this 
Book, in which may be feen how much NatHratyPcHtical^said 
Mn-al WifHom is contained under the Fables of Pan^ Perfi^ 
and Dlinyfm. Sir Artbmr Gorges rendred the whole into £»- 
glifiiy which is ufually added to the Author's Fffayes ; and it 
IS to this Book the Great Poet as well as Travetttr Mr. Geor^ 
Sandjs doth in his Learned Notes on his Veriion of Ovid's 
Metamorfbofisy acknowledge himfelf to be much indebted; 
ftyling my Lord St. Albans, The Crown of ^1 Modern 
Authors. 

Sir Franeu Bacon having (erv'd the King as his Solkitor-Ge-^ 
neraly from the year ifto'jy not without expedation from^ 
and applicarion to his Majefty to be made his Attorney (as- 
appears by fome of the fucceeding Letters) did upon the 27 
of 09ob. 161 ^y obtain that Place. His Predeceflbr Sir 
Hemj Hobart was conftituted Chief Ju/Uce of the Court of 
Comrnm-PUasy where he continued with much Reputation 
till the year 162^ , in which he died upon the 28th of De^ 
cembery at his Houfe at Blicklinz in Norfolk: and had given 
him by Sir George Croke one of (he Judges ot the fame Court; 
and at the lame time, the Charafter of being a moft Lear^ 
ned. Prudent^ Grave and Religious Judge. But there 
needs no other Teftimony of the ftrength and cleamefs of 
his Reafen^ as well as knowledge in the Law, than the Mo- 
nument he has ereded to his own Fame in his Argttmtnts and^ 
Reports of Cafes adjudged in the Court wherein he pre* 
Tided. 

Upon thefe Preferments there fucceeded into the Place 
of Sbkcitor-Generaly Mr. H. Tehertmy as he had a little, before 

untoi

ttiito the Eftate of his Father. There were inanj C^fiilidates 
for this Office^ but whether he obuiu'd it by the ra^^s 
of the Vicount ^ JRocbefier^ the King s then Farouiite ; 
and that afterwards ia Gratitade to him he rather ventured 
to incur the Royal Diipleafure^ dian to appear againft hinij 
upon his Trial tor the Death of Sir Thomas Ovcrhurj^ is more 
than I can affirm* Onely thus much I have oblenr'd^ that 
in the manageoient thereof^ and of the Trials of the other 
Criminals concern^ in that afiai^the Attorney and other 
Councel of the King's had their Parts^ whereas the Sdiatmt 
is never named. But however that be^ it may be very well 
^flarted^ that few ever deferv'd the Place better than him* 
felG havjbo^ been for about ten years in full Bufinefs and £e* 
putation at the ^mgt-Bench Bar^ proceeding from ius great 
: Abilities^ which his Rtf^rti gf the Cafes adjudged in thofe 
Times^ and digefted with fo great Perfpicuity and Brevity 
doth very much declare. 

J^ th^ great Opinion the King ibipetime had of hint, 
his filing aft^wards lyidpr his Majefiy's Frowns^ and the 
Cedfure of the Parliatnent. having fubjeded his Stm to 
the Notice of many Pens, oy fome imperfedly, and by 
cNphers as untruly related j I mall &om fucb Informations as 
I have ^o^ and may be oiore depended upon, place it in 
a better I4ght. And defire pardon if I am longer in my 
Dif^jirfes of this Gestleman, than of others whoie Names 
and A^ons are alfo treated in the following X^etten. Since 
thereby J d^fign to dp butluftice to the Memory of a very 
worthy Peribn^ wlx>re A^^^9tions and Friendlhip to fome 
of jny Anceftors require no lefs a performance. 

He defcended both by Father and Mother (ron) two an* 
cient and gentile Families. That of bis own Name had long 
flonriilxed in the County of Nmfolk^ and particularly as Sir 
Hiwy Sfelman obferves at Rougbam, from the time of King 
Richard the Second. His Father Sir ChrifiofbGr being a 
younger Brother, applied himfelf to the Study of the Caw- 
men LsWy and thereof was made a Serjtant^ Speaker of the 
Hotffe of Comment^ and one of the Judges ot the Kings^Bench 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth. Marrying Margaret the 
Paughter oi Thomas Catesby ofFMen and U^bifton in Nwthamp- 
tanflnre, he had by her his Eldeft Son, Mr. Henry Tehertony 

borij* 
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borftrtie 29th of jfMw, io die year 15*6^. Whoa&er fimie 
Acadennical £4ncatk>» ac Osf^rJy was removed unto Grejfip- 
im^ CO be under tbe snore immediate care and example d£ 
hfsFatber. 

Sooa after tfaat be was made cbe Kine's ScUdtar, bis M^ 
jcSty confei^d upon him the Honour orKnigfachood j and 
takmg notice or his Abtlscies^ cook him into a more than 
ordinary degree of his Fatour^ fo tliat he often requir'd hb 
Prefence and Afliftance at the CoumiLTahk. Upon the calL* 
inga Parliament in the year 1614, it was relolv'd by tbe 
King and Council^ to have him recommended to be Sfiohr 
of the fbufe of Cpmm0fs. But upon farther Confideratioii^ 
that his Services might be of more ufe out of the Cluur^ he 
was fent to Mr. Serjeant Crewey afterwards Chief Joftice 
of the Kings^Bmeby with an account of die Kii^s Purpofe^ 
to hare him placed therein j w4io was accordingly chofen 
by tbe Cmmans. And fome ObjUtson being made in that 
Aflembly againft the receiving of Sir Framu Bacm^ as one 
that by his Place of AtUfnty was to attend the Hmft ^Tttrs^ 
upon a Speech made by tbe SoUctwy the Himft was ktisiied^ 
and the Ammey admitted. But this Tarlismmt being diflbl- 
red in a Heat^ there wa& little done that Si£umsy but a great 
deal after it^ tending to a breadi of Prmtedge of the Cmis* 
mmi ty Imprifoning fcfmt of the moft adive Members. 

UpOft the xath of M^nb i6ijy Sir Henry Tehertm was 
made Mtarn^f-Gimrdy fo that if his Majefty was di^leas'd 
for his refbfing to appear againft the Earl of Somerfet at his 
Ttiai^ which was but tn the Msy before^ his anger was not 
of a long continuance, nor had it any ill eifeA. But that 
the King afterwards relented fome carriage of tbe Attcrmyy 
(bat chiefly, as I conceive, through mifmformation) I hare 
feaibn to believe from a Letter of nis, I remember to have 
feen, dated the. ibeginning oi OBober iSiy^ and written 
to his Majefty then lately returned from ScotUmiy and whom 
he had waited upon at Coventry^ the Second of September be* 
fore/ He therein complains ot his unhappinefs to fall under 
' his Majefty 's Dl0>leafure ^who had made him almoft the won- 
^ der of his Fa^uoar^ that he conceived it to arife from ibme 
^ accident befell in the late bufmefs of the Marriage of Sir 
^ Join VtUiers ; as alfo from a Report^ as if he had utter'd 
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^ fome Speeches to the cltihonour of the £arl of Buckingham. 
In both which Cafes he fo far Vindicates lus Innocence , 
tfaat he foon recovered the Kings good Graces^ tho' he was 
for fome Years looked upon with an evil £ye^ by that pow- 
erful Lord^ for oppofmg according to the Duty of his Place 
£>me Oppreffive , if not Illegal Tatmts , the Projedors of 
(hofe Times were bufie in preparing : and nothing being 
Uk unattempted to remove him (tho' he had been long 
fupported by the King) it is no wonder that fo great a Fa- 
vourite at laft efieded his de(ire& 

JFor in the Year i6zo, Mr. Attomtj being queftioned 
forpafling certain Claufes in ^ Charter y lately* granted to ^ 
the City of Londmy not agreeable to his Majefiy s Warrimt^ ^ 
and derogatory to his Honour and Profit : It was refer'd 
to my Lord CbanceUcr and fome others ^ to confider of the 
offence^ &c. Whereupon his Lordfhip^ and Secretary CaU / 
^trt deliverd him a Mefla^e from the King . whereby he 
was offer d to fubmit himtelf in private , or aefend himfelf 
oqpenly : Being ic feems y adviiect to comply with the firft 
Propofition y he anfwer'd . the Offer was gracious , the 
Choice eafie. and Mercy free ; But this SubmifCon Signed 
by his Hand « not being thou^t by the Committee of 
Council Satisfadory enough y but that the fame ought to 
be upon Recordy as well as the Surrender of the Cicy-Char- 
ter, as appears by their Letter in this ColUSum , dated the 
z6 of Jtme i6xo. An Information was preferVi againft the 
Attam^ ytht Mayor y^LO. of the City in theS/<»r-CA^»y^er j who 
caking this Profecution for a Trials whether he would rely 
on the King^ altho' he (aith^ there was offer'd unto him and. 
his Councel, fuch a way of Defence^ by which he might 
have cfcaped ; yet he rather chofe to conte^ the Points of 
the Charge, and fubmit himfelf in his Anfwer to the King's 
Mercy. Aiter which he iNeceived a Commandment not to 
fpeak^ or write to His Majefty : So far^ a Gentleman of 

his own retinue Writes^ his Potent Enemies liad prevailed 
againft him. 

Upon the 27th. of OSohtr following , this Caufe was 

brought to a Hearing , before a very great Pretence and 
Audience. And the Information being opened by Serjeant 

Crcwey and the Attorneys Avfwcr by Mr. John Finch ; he \/ 
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himfelf defired ^ and obtained liberty to fpeak. Wherein 
he (aid he came to fecond his Submidion drawn by the 
Pen of others : andalledged, that the Errors he was guilty 
of, proceeded from Ignorance, Mifprifon, and chiefly 
Credulity , and not from any Corruption : Which tho' at 
firft might be fufpefted , was not now the leaft laid to his 
Charge , and concluded his Speech , which is Printed in 
the Cabala^ Pag. jyy. with a Requeft to their Lord/hips; 
that fince the Charter was now given up , His Majefty 
might be acquainted with his Submiffion, before they went 
on with the Caufe , himfelf remaining fiill a Prifoner to 
his Jufiice. Sir Edward Coke in the firft place oppofed the 
motion, as did the Chief Jufiice^ and fome others : But the 
Duke of Lenox ^ who had been always favourable to the 
Attorney, and the Earl oiTembroke^ who openly promifed 
to move the Kin^ on his behalf, carried it againft them , 
by the confent of the reft of the Court , to the great Satis- 
fa<9ion of the Affembly. 

Notwithftandingj the Caufe was remitted by his Majefty 
upon the 8th. of November. When the King's Solicitor and 
Council Learned , infifted upon the feveral Parts of the 
Information ; and that, tho' there was no Corruption of 
Reward laid to his Charge, yet that there was a Corrupti- 
on in AfFedion ^ not to be allowed in a Man of fo eminent 
a Place, and Knowledge as he was. But one of the De- 
fendants chief Council being taken fuddenly ill, the Cmrt 
was Adjorn'd till the Friday following , being the loth. of 
November ; at which time his Council anfwered fo efFe<9:u- 
ally to the Inconveniencies , urged to have arifen from fe- 
reral Claufes in the Charter , that the chief Reafon which 
induced the Court to cenfure him , proceeded from hi^ 
Digreffion from the King's Warrant , which they looked 
upon as a Breach of Truft in fo Principal a Minifterial 
Officer as he was, not to be excufed by Error, Ignorance, 
or Credulity. Sir Edward Coke, whofc place it was to be- 
gin, concluded his long and bitter Speech , with a Fine 
of 6000 /. and lofs of his Place, which the reft of the Court 
moderated to 4000 /. difcharging him of his Place by way 
of Opinion, but fubmitting the lame to the King, during 
whole plealure , they alfo fentenc'd him to Imprifonment

J^eeper pf tlie Qreat 5w/, in the (irft ypar pf King CAirfe/ , 
^d eiyoy'd the fame f^U Fifteen yoh^ with a general Sa^ 
ti^fiaion , being an Ipgcnious, Wife , and Learned M^ 
in his ProfeflGon. Purfuant to the ^fbreiaid S^tpwe , Sir 
tienrji wv committed lo the ToTi/ery and wj^le |i^ lay ther^^ 
be was hy fpme of the Zealous Townfmoi of Nwr/A^jwp/iw, 
chofen one of their Bttrffffisj^ tq r^pr^f^t th^m in thp epfu- 

ingTarliameftS. 

But inftead of appearing ;n the H^e of Gammons as * 
]^emBer, he was in the Afril, following , accufcd by th^oi 
to the JUrds as z Deliquent ; b^n^ fiippofed to be guilgt 
of iome unjuflifiiable A<^ionsj^ relating to the tafents (nims 
and O/erjSj and ofGoU and Siher Tfie^^d, as ajfo fpr Sig0- 
in^fome Dormant ^fSw^rvfj^withoutfuflici^nt Ajjthority. By 
yutue of thefe Patents, Sir Giles J^tfejin^ and Sir Fmof* 
Mfbel, the chief Projeiftors of thepd • at leaft of the firft ^ 
had elided feveral Sums of Money from the Subjed ^ or 
Inyjrifon d^ or Profecuted them for refufal : So tha? in the 
fucciqeding Parliament ^ they were coipplain'd of as. a very 
great Grievance, and the Patents called in , as in the pror 
c^ of thefe Letters may apppear. 

It is obferveid by Ruj^orth^ that this Accufation rendred 
Sir Jfc»7 the le£ OiFcnder^ and that thereby he hsi^ opr 
portunity of fpeaking , that at the Bar w)aach be durft not 
lay in the Tower : declaring that lie thought hiaafelf happy 
to be fent to that Honourable Houfe : yet that fince Wif- 
dom required time , tho' Innpcenqe lw;h her prefent an- 
fwer , he defired feme time for Confideradoij. But add^d 
withal, that the chief complaint against h}m^ was, concern- 
ing the Vatent of Gold ^ &c. apdthat of Innes an<! G^irp; 

of which laft, if he deferv'd well of his Majefty , it was in 
that Matter, and that the King aifd the Subjed were more 
abufed by that Patent, than by anv oth^i;^- for the opppfing 
of which, he concciv'd he fuffer^d at th^ day. The Kinz 
b«ing informed of this Paflage^ caipg to .the l^arlmnm^ and 



joftifidi his Jktmit^i moderate Behavidar^ dnd O^j^ofitiott 
to the Profectttionof the inne-keepers^ and chat he himfelf 
diffiked tb<4e Pr6ceediii9i agamft his SubjeAs : JBut Hnce 
TehMim hod taited NSs Majefty^ that be fuffer'd at chat day 
lot hi9 geod fe^vice cfaereiii , he raqctmA their Lordfttips 
to do lum Jttfti^> dfld punifii the Slander. 

Sir Hiftfy Tehiftm ooftiiiffg fliortly aft^ before the Lords^ 
gaf e in a parrictikr Atifwer to every Ariibte of the Charge^ 
which he concluded with a Speech , Printed in the firft 
\o]tii^t of Rtifim^fis BSAoT^ Pssg. iz. repre- 

fenting bis mi^fottoiie M lie under the difpleamre of fe , 
great a Favorite ai BuilUjm^am ; froflrr whbm Sir cnks Mom^ 
fejjhf brought hiih a Meilage y that he fiiould not hold lift 
^lace a Month, if be did not conform himfelf better to Ae 
Pflieeiit of ^^/ i for AiV Lotd had obtain'd it by bin Fo'oM^, 
and would maAnCain it by bis T^ef, And thenr Sums op all 
in thefe Words. 

^ S06A after y I found the Meffage in part made good z 
for all the Profits almoft of my Place were diverted fronk 
me^ and turned into an unufiial Channel ^ to one of my 
Lords Worthies^ that I retained little more than the name 
oiAttmity. It became fo fatal and fo j^nal ^ that it be- 
came almoft the lofs of a Suit to come to me. My Place 
was but the Seat ofWinis and Tempjts. 
^ Howbeit ^ I dare fay ^ If my Lord of Buckif^bam had 
but read the Articles exhibi^d in this place againft Htiib 
Spencer y and had known the danger oi placing^ and cfiif- 
placing Officers about a King ^ he would not have pur^ 
fued me with fuch bitterness. But by oppofing my Lof^ 
in this Fatent of Bmes , in the Patent oi Ale-h(mfes ^ &c. 
thefe have been my overthrow ^ and for thefe I fufier at 
this day in my Efiae and Fortune y (not meaning to fay , 
I take it^ but as I kilow^ and for my humble O^poftti- 
ons to his Lor<Uhip) above Tv^eniy Tbotifand Pounds. 
The Kkig hearing of this Speech y acquainted the Lards 
that he intended to do himfeU Jbftice y and repair the di^ 
iionour it refleiSted upon him y which they befought l& 
Majefty to leave to them : Who without taking any notice 
of the Charge y eidiibited by the Cmmms y did upon the 
i^th oi May 1621 ^ proceedf to Sentence , 4tnd deelaredy that 
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the (aid Sir Henry Tehertony for his Speeches utter d here icr: 
Court J which do touch the King s Majefties Honour , /halL 
. be Fined to the King in Ten tboufand Marks^ be Imprifon'd. 
during Pleafure ^ and make Submlffion to the King : And 
for thofe which touch'd the Marquis of Buckingham , he 
fliould be Fined yooo Marks^ &c. Upon which his Lord- 
Ihip ftood up^ and did freely remit him his^ and the Princey 
and the Houfe oiTeers ^ agreed to move his Majefty to mi- 
tigate the other. 

What part of thefe F/»« to the King were forgiven y I 
know not . but I conjecture he was foon after difcharg'd 
bis Imprifonment ^ and became again a Pradifer at the. 
Bar : Till upon the firfl o{ May i6z^ y a Gentleman fronv 
die Duke of Buckihgbamy who fometime before^ was pleas'd 
tb be reconciled to him^ did without his knowledge^ bring 
him a Warrant from the King y (ignifying his pleafure to 
make him a Judge of the Court of Common-Pleas. In Order 
wjiertunto he was made a Serjeant y on the loth of the fame 
Months Infcribing upon his Rings, this Motto, Stat Lege 
Corona. In this place he remained till his Death j. the' if 
the Reports taken notice of by fiilhop Racket y in the Life 
oiDt. Williams y Arch-Bifhop of 2irit, and ferae other Wri- 
ters be true y he had been made Lord Keener of the Great 
Sifily if the Duke oi Buckingham had not been cut off. The "^^ 
Writer of a -Pamphlet., called the Cwr/ and CbaraBer of / 
l^ing James y which delivers all things at random ; laysj ) 
this Favour of the Dukes was prevented by the Judges 
Death, altho' he furvived the Duke above a year and. half : 
But I fufped the truth, of the Relation in general , not re* 
membring to have ken any thing of it , in fome private 
Letters oFthofeTimes.. and Written by iiimfelf and Friends^ 
' Nor was it very probable , That a Perfon of his Moderati- 
on and Integrity , who lamented fome Irregularities of 
thofe Times , fliould be far advanced in them. 

Beginning to be fenfible of the Infirmities of Age, he 
concluded a Letter, Written on the 17th of January 16^^ 
.to a Perfon he much loved. And Ipray help me now 
with David's Prayer, that God will not forfake me in mine 
Old Age, but tha,t the weaker I grow, t^ie ftronger I may 
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he in him. And Sickehii^ thereupon y he died at his 
Houfe in Alderfgate-fircet ^ upon the 24th. of the fame 
Month ; and from thence his Bodv was carried into Nmb- 
amptonjhirey and Buried in his Pariin Church ofEafton Mau- 
duit i in the North Ifle whereof his Son Ereded a Monu* 
ment^ with two Effigies^ reprefenting him and his Lady at 
full Lengthy and with an Infcription declaring his Virtues. 
Bat I (hall onely take notice of two Charaders , which 
cannot be fufpeded of the leaft Partiality : The firft given 
by. one of his own Profeffion,. and of his own Times, and 
which I prefume did expreA the fenie of them , and is. 
found in two Books of the Law^ viz. in Hctlejs Reports , 
and the other which bears the Name of the Lord Keeper . 
Littletons Reports , tho* I conceive it was never Compofed 
by him. 

^ Memorandum , That upon Sunday Morning , being the- 

* 24th. of January 16^ , died Sir Henry Teherton Puifne* 
^ 7*%^ of the Common-Pleas , who before had been Attorney, 

* General to Yi^ng James, and afterwards incurring his dif- 
^ pleafure y Was difplaced and cenfured in the Star-Chamber^ 
^ He then became a Pradifer again at the Bar. from which 

* he was advanced by. King Charles to be a Judge. He was 
^ a Man of profound Knowledge in the Common Laws , 
^ and Ingenious and Eloquent in Expreffion j ^nd for his 

* Life of^great Integrity and Piety , and his Death univer-^ 

^ ially bewailed. 

The other is part of a fliort Preface to his Reports, Pub-^ 
lifhed by Serjeant IVildoy a little after the Reftauration o^ 
King Charles the IL

' Remains of Sir Henry Teherton ; a Perfon of fo compleat a

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I hope the tniftakes of fome Authors ^ relating to this 
Gentletnan y and the Falfidei contained in the Cwn and 
CharaSter of King JamtSy will, ftom what I hare laid , ap- 
pear fo rifible to any one [that ikall have the Inclination 
to perufe fo looie a Writer ^ that I need not trouUe the 
Jleader with a more pacdcular Confotation. 

By Margaret y the DauG^er of Rokrt Beaky Efq; Clerk 
of the Catmeil to Qoeen- Elkiahithy and Ediib Sr. Bar^iy S^« 
er to the Lady fp^al/ingham ; he had among other Children^ 
his Son and Heir Cbrifitffbiry Knighted in 1623 y and made 
a Baronet in 1641 : Who by A^ma the yoongeft Dkaghcer 
of Sir mHiam TwjfiUn of E^-Feckbam in Km y Knight and 
Ba^et, left Sir Hemj Tehertm} his onely Son : Who recei^ 
Ting his Academical Education^ under the care of Dn Ifi^ 
kinsy the eminent Warden of IVadbam Colledge in Oxford , 
didj towards the end of the late Times of Conhifion^ receive 
into the care of himfeif and Family^ Dr. Akr^tmy Biihop of 
Dfirbam ; feeing that his extreme Age y and great Labours 
ibr the Proteftant Religion y and the Church of England y 
could not proted him Trom the Troubles^ the reft of his 
Order underwent. Btst Sir Hemy having {hewn himfetf to 
be a Gentleman of great Worth y and as great Learning as 
moft of that rank in the Nation y wa9 taken off in OMtr 
1670, in the prime of his Years j yet continues ftill to live 
in the Perfon of his Son y who in the Right of his Mother^ 
the Daughter and Heir of Cbarles Lmne^UU y Lord Gtey 
of Rutlyn y became intituled to that H&iioor^ and by the 
Favour of his prefent Majefty, Vtfcemt de Lmfftevilk. 

Having now done with this large Digreffion y I fliall for 
^he future confine my felf clofer , to the* fbbjed matter of 
thefe Letters. Thofe which were written in Jamtary and 
February 161 f, relate much to the Treafofis , of which one 
Peacbam and Ov^n were accufed. Peaebami Crime was fbr 
inferring feveral Treafonable PalTages in a Sermon y never 
Preach'd, nor as Mr. Jujtice Creke faith , ever intended to 
be Preached , but oneTy fet down in Writings , and found 
in his Study. Hb Majefty defiring to know the Opinions 
of ibme of the: Judges , before he was judicially proceeded 
nJigainft y the chief Juftice €eie was not prevaled upon to

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gire his > without much difficult^^ (as will appi&af there* 
m) as a thing unufual ^ anil which he fear'dl imght be of 
ill confequence. But tho' Tesciam was Indided and found 
guilty , yet he was not Executed. Judge Croie obferving 
in his Report f of the Time pf King Charles ^ Pag. i2y. that 
many of the Judges were of Opinion^ that it Was not Higih- 
Treajon. How much harder Fate, a Gen^man of Quahty 
and Learning fufFer'd, not many years fince, in a cafe not 
unlike, I need not remember^ Che Legiflature of the Nation 
having done it by reverfing the Judgment. 

Tbi other Gate was that o[Owen , oiGodfivwe in Oxford^ 
Jhirey who retumii]^ out of S fain, did not onely affirm^ but 
inforce with Reafons^ a Dodrine^ which 'tis probable Sua^ 
rex, y and fbme other Jefuits had diiTeminated in that Coun- 
try^ Tiat if the King were excmmmmkated and deprived hy the 
Tof€ y it was lawful fur amj Verfm to kiU him. This behig a 
Pofition in direft Terms, contrary to the late Oath ofASe^ 
goMoe, and of dangerous coniequence ^ if believed and pro- 
pagated; {t^^^^j^^ ^n^t n^c cfl Tary ^^ ^^^ (kr ^ u\A U^ ai^^ 
an E^n^^T^'liSiSriccot^ngly in Eafier-Term i6if , he 
DRaTFroIecuted and Conviftea in the Kings-Bench : My 
Lord Coke and the other Judges of that Court declaring. 
That it was High Treafon , wid^in the Statute of the 2 f th» 
Year of Edward the IIL great part of the Charge Sir Fran^ 
ck Btocon delivered againft him^at his Trial, is extant in the; 
RefnfcitatiOy pag. 67. 

From the Court of Kings-Bench , the fame Letters lead, 
me to the Court of 5^K-CMm^fr. For a Parliament having 
been convened in the year 1614. am) the King's Expeda^ 
tion of Supplies defeated by the Hears of fome of the Lo\^ 
er-Houie^ which haftened a DiiToIution ;. Several of the 
NoUlity and Clergy about London, made at leaft^ a feeming, 
volunury Trefent to the King , which the Council taking 
notice of^ and being willing to encourage fuch an £xam« 
ple^ and make it more diffufive; they writ Letters to the 
Sheriffs , and J^kes. of Teace ot the Counties , and Ma- 

fiftrates of fever^ Corporations, informing them-what had. 
»een done above, and how acceptable and feafonable tha 
Bounty of his SuSjeds would be to the King and his Occa- 
fiops : But without any Clanfes of CompuUion, ot requir- 
ing,- 
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ing or returning of the Names of fuch as fliould refufe. 
Among others , one was direAed to the Major ofMarlbo- 
rough in TViltJhire, where Mr. Oliver St. John , a Gentleman 
of an ancient Family was then refiding : Who being con- 
fulted thereupon , he wrote a Letter to the Mayor , upon 
the nth. oiOSlober 1614. (which is Printed in the Cabala^. 
pag. 333.) reprefenting to him, that i\m Benevolence \w^s 
againft the Laws , Reafon , and Religion : Infinuating , 
That the King by promoting the fame had violated his 
Coronation Oath ; and that by fuch means as thefe King 
Richard the IL had given an opportunity to Henrj^ IV. to 
deprive him of his Crown ,• defiring, if he thought fit, to 
communicate his Sentiments to the Jufiices , who were to 
meet about the Benevolence. For this adion, Mr. St. John 
was Profecuted in the Star-Chamber , and upon the i yth of 
Afrili6i^ J the Caufe was brought to a Hearing, asap- 
I pears by Sir Francis Bacons Letter of that date. In this 
I Court, which was Compos'd of a great many Lords of the 
Council J the chief Jufiices and chi^ Baron ; lome of them 
thought, that this Offence was of a higher Nature than a 
Contempt : But they all agreed. That this Benevolence , as 
it was circumftanced, was not reftrain'd by any of the A<fts 
of Parliament, which Prohibits that fort of Taxation , and 
that the Defendant fliould be Fined yooo /. Imprifon'd du* 
ring the King's Pleafure, and make Submiffion in Writing, 
which he accordingly did. 

In the fucceeding Reign^ this Matter was carried on with 
a much higher Hand. For upon CommijJiSns which were 
given out , to raife Money by a Loane , according to the 
Valuations of Eftates : Several Gentlemen of Quality were 
Imprifon'd for refufing to Subfcribe thereunto , and among 
others Sir nomas TVentworth , afterwards the eminent Earl 
oi Strafford. And the whole Proceeding was fo ill refent- 
edby tho Commons, and as it were denounced againft by 
Sir Edward Coke , that it was condemned and declared ille- 
gal in the Petition of Right J prefented to King Charles , and 
Eftabliflicd by AA o£ Parliament , in the Third Year of his 
Reign. 

^Bat 
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' But the entrance of the year 161C3 was moft remarkable 
for the Decleniion of the Earl 01 Somerfet^sFzYOVixs and 
Fortunes^ and the appearance of a New^Star in Comrty that 
W4S foon after difplay'd with a much greater Luftre. I 
ihiU not pretend to determine whether it was defign or 
-chance ^ that firft placed Mr. George VtBers in the Eye and 
Obfervation of the King; but it's very evident that he (bon 
became^ and long continued an agreeable ObjeA. He was 
the fecond Son of Sir George Vittiers ofBroiesij^ in the Coun- 
ty of Leicefier^ by Mary his fecond Wife ^ Daughter of ^ii- 
/inm/ Beaumont of Cole Orfon^ Efq; both Names of Norman 
Extradion^ and of great Antiquity in the faid County ; fo 
that one would have thought , that his greateft Enemies 
would have allowed him a gentile Defcent from both his 
Parents. With what fwiftnefs he rofe in the King's Af^ 
.fedions^ it will be eafie difcover'd by obferving the 
Times^ in which Honours and Offices were confer d upon 
him : But I (hall onely touch upon the moft conftderaole^ 
Upon the z^th. of J fril this year ^ he was Knighted 3 and 
made one of the Gentlemen of the Bed-Chamber ^ and Maft^ 
er of the Horfe in Januofy following ; and again upon the 
fame day of ^fril, in the next year y Eleded into the So- 
ciety oi Knignts of the Garter ^ created Baron Blechefy, and 
Yifcount FiUiers ^ in the fucceeding jittgufi ; which Title 
was foon concealed by that of Earl, given in Jannaij i6if^ 
of Martpmy a year aiter y and laftly of Duke of Bnckingbam 
in 162; ; having fome years before been conlHcuted 
Lord Cbkfjnftke in Eyre of all the Forefts , and Lord High 
Admiral of England. 

It will not be eafie to give any juft Charader of this No- 
ble Perfon, to whom very many of the following Letters are 
addrei&d^ which Ihall not even at this Diftance of Time be 
lyable to. much Exception. For they, who fhall conHder 
him as a young Gentleman of the moft exquifite Compofici- 
oti of Body, of a Beautiful yet Manly Countenance, of a 
Nature Noble and Munificent, Faithful to his Friends, In- 
dulgent and Bountiful to his Servants and Followers ; who 
(hall confider him not onely in the Favour of two Succef- 
live KingSy but of the Farliament alfo after his Return from 
Sfain i w|ien he received the Thanks of the Houfe of Com- 
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xtkQXA^ka fareakfag off a Treaty of Marriage^ fo long earn- 
odl on in DeluTioti of clie King, and Difcootent to the Peo« 
plejwUl hare Idea's of him (ar differing from thofe who Am^ 
only behold iiim Painted out in the Colours of the lA ParUa- 
mentof K. Cbarks.By which he is reprefented asGuilcy ofac*- 
cumulating many Huuitrs and Pisces of Truft and Profit^feme 
of them impropef for a Poribn of fb young an Age ; otheis 
inconrenient in one Hand, if not incompatible j of divert* 
ing fo great a proportion both of Land» and Money of tht 
Crown, from the publick Serrice, to his^ or his Friend 
private advantage j and of many other ofifences particularly 
fet forth in their Impedckmetu. And laftty of mifcarrying 
alcerwards in the Relief of RocbeBty by iome attributed to 
his warn of Condud, or to worfe Principles j whereby fe 
;reat a Blow was given to the Intereft of the RefarmeJ X^. 
^im in Firmce. All which raifed fo Popular an Odium 
upoa him. that tho' he better c£c2ipti the Zeal of two Par- 
liaments by their fudden Diflblutions. than probably he 
would have done by his Trial and Aniwers, how effedual 
ibever they might be thought j yet he ieems to have ^len 
upon the z^d of Jitp^ itfiS ^ as a Yidim to the Rage of 
the People^ tho' a luigle and a difconteated Hand gave the 
ftroke that put a Period to his Life, when he had juft com^ 
pleated the 36th year of hk Age. 

Having thus briefly run over the Canfes of the Fall of tbi^ 
Greac Fawaripe, I am by the Courfe of many of the fbUfow* 
ing L4tt€9's written in thelati:er end of tlie Year 1615'^ an^ 
die beginmng of the next, obliged to look into the chiel^ 
if not onely caufe of the Fate and Ruine of l»s Predfe^jfm 
They relate very much the Cautions that were to be ob^ 
ferv'd, and the meafures that were to be taken before th« 
Earl of Semerfit^ and his Lsdfyy were to be bf ought v^ tMr 
Triate for the Impoyfoning of Sir 7%$maf Ovef^bmy. This il 
a Story well known in the general, ytt perhaps I may not 
difpleafe the Reader, to lay oefore hh view a particular ac* 
count of this Tragedy. 

For which purpofe it will be necefiary to look back a 
few years^ wherein we (hall find Sir R^lirf Cam a young 
Gentleman of Scotland ftafi<Kng m greMr Favour with the 
King, Cheated Vifcount Ro€b$ficry miA not long after Edrl 

of 
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of Stmerfit. But if the King dtfcharg'd his Sccrcti and CAres 
imo (be Bofom of this Lord^ hi$ jCordlhip repos'd himfelf 
to a great degree in the Advice and Friend/hip of Sir Thmaf 
Otmkary. He was Son to Sir Nkholgs Oyerhnj of Bittrttm 
upon the HUl in GlfafeJferjUre ; Educated at ^neats-CaBtge in 
Oxford^ and in the A^JMe-Tmpie in tmdm ; of which So- 
ciety his Father was one of the Governours. After feme 
time fpeiit beyond the Seas^ he was at his return look-d np^ 
on as endued with Eicellent Parts^ both natural and ac* 
quired^ and with Wifdom and Knowledge above his years. 
The Lord Rwiefter imhraced him with fo entire aFriendfhip^ 
that exercifing (by hifi Majefty's fpecial Favour j the O^cc 
of Secretary FVovifionallv^ he not onely communicated to 
Sir Tkomof the Secrets^ but many times committed to him 
the Packets and Letters unopened before they had been peru- 
&d by the K^ing or himfdf^ which as it prevail'd too much 
upon his early years^ fo as to make him in the opinion of 
£>me thought haughty and ambicious;yet lie was fo far from 
violating his Trufl and Confidence^ that he remains now an 
Example, among others, that have fuffer d in their Perfons^ 
or their Fortunes, for a Freedom of Advice, which none 
but fmcere Friends will give, and many are iuch ill Friends 
to themfelves, as not to receive. The occaHon whereof 
was this : 

My Lord of EJfix having been Married very young unto 
the Lady Frances Howard Daughter of the Earl of Suffhik^ 
was fent abroad for fome years ; and returning about the 
time he came of full Age, to enjoy his Plentiful Ellate, and 
beautiful Wife; he found notwithftanding all his fcind^ 
nefi to her , her AfFeiftions alienated from him, and placed 
in fo high a degree upon the Perfon of the Lord Rcchefitr. 
diat fhe ufbd all the arts her felf, or wicked affiftants could 
invent, to render Efftx as cool and impotent towards her, as 
&e was indifferent to him. It was no difficulty for her to 
obtain the love oi the other young Lord^ but how to re^ 
move a Husband ihe hated^ and obtain for a Husband the 
Man ^ loved^ required the skill and condnd of het Uncle 
the Old Earl of Nartbsmftan, sl Man of Great Learning, and 
fmce the King's Acceffion to the Crown in great Favour ; 
which was eK&ed in this manner. 

( e z ) Com* 
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Complaint being made on the behalf of the C^ountei^; 
that tho (he had been long married^ fhe had not enjoy 'd the 
Comforts of the Conjugal Bed. The Archbifliop of Canter^ 
bmy with fome otiier Bifhops and Civil Laipjtrsy were Dele- 
gated to examine into the validity of her Proofs and Alle- 
gation. The Earl whether or no wearied with his Wife, or 
really become by their Contrivances, ImbtciUus ^uoad Ham^ 
did not much conteft the Matter, fo that by the Majority 
of the Commiffioners the Marriage was declared NuU^ and 
the Parties at liberty to Marry again. But the ArcbHjl)cp 
and fome others diifenting^ this Affair did not pais over 
without the Cenfure of the Times. Herein Sir Thomas Over- 
bury, who is faid to have been averfe to the Houfe of the 
Howards , aded the Part of a true Friend with greater Free- 
dom than fecuricy to himfelf ; Dehorting the Lord Rccbejfer 
from Marrying this Lady, with many Realbns ; ibme of 
them refleding upon her, all of them tending to fruftrate 
her Deiigns : It turned her Rage and Anger into Fury, not 
to be fatiated but with his Death. Tho' the procuring there* 
of, coft her felf and Friends much trouble in the end^ and 
left an ill ftain upon the memory of the Earl of NortbaTtfp^ 
ton. 

Many ways were propofed for the removing of Overhurj^ 
which were not approved : That agreed to^ was the Kings 
naming him for Ambaifador into RnJJiay which whilft he 
was preparing to undertake, the Lord Rocbefier does difTwade* 
him from accepting^ and at the fame time reprelents to the 
King his Refufal as f& great a Contempt, that he was cont^ 
mitted to the Tower upon the 21. of April 161 3. The lAeu^ 
tenant being thereupon remov'd, and Sir Getvafe Elwayes nut 
into his Place^ who together with Wefton a new Under- 
Keeper were likely to be more fubfervient to their Ends. 
The Poor Gentleman who ought to have been fafe under 
the Cuftody of the Law, is kept, as Sir Francis Baam^oh^y^ 
ierves, in aPrifon, open to his Enemies^ and clofed to his 
Friends J being denied the Comfort of his Father^ and near 
Relations^ or the ufe of a Servant, who defired to perform 
his Duty at the lo(s of his own Liberty, He was not under 
this Conftraint above two Days,, when ff^fon, by diredion, 
gives him Poyibn in his Broth, whicb he repteats from time^ 

to 
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to time in his Tarts and other Meats ; to that his Tahk i 
mait afnare unto him. But he being young and of a healthy 
Conftitution by the frequent ufe of Poylon, began to refifl 
the force of Poyfon j fo that JRTf/flw^who had been an Apo« 
thecaries Man, Deing upbraided for riot doing his Work , 
laid, he had given him enough to have killed twenty Men. 
At length after he had been deluded with fome Hopes of 
Deliverance, but really purfiied and chaced near to Death, 
a Glifter compounded of rank Poyfons, adminiftred under 
pretence of eafe, put an end with much Torment to his 
miferable Life, upon the next day, being the 15 th of 5fp-^ 
ttmber 1613. 

In this manner fell Sir Thomas Overkitij, wortfiy of a lon- 
ger Life, and of a better Fate. And, if I may compare 
Private Men with Princes, like Germanic tfs^ Cafar; both by 
Poyfo)i procured by the malice of a Woman, and about the 
;;a years of their age« Both celebrated for their Skill and 
Judgment in Poetry, their Learning and Wifdom. But all 
appeared with a greater Luftre in Germankm yfrom the heighr 
of his Birth and Valour, and Felicity in War, and that An- 
gular fweetnefs of Difpofition, which drew upon him the 
Love of the Roman Empire, and even of their Enemies. 
The other a Gentleman of an Ancient Family, has had* 
fome' Blemifli charged upon his- Charader, through the too 
great ambition, if not infblence of his Temper. 

Among other of his Compofitions which are in Profe, he* 
writ a little Pi^ef»<X)ncerning the Choice of a ff^e^ which I 
ibppofe was chiefly defigned^for the fervice of his Lord. It- 
was Printed in his Life-time,, and feveral times after his^ 
Death, with many Commendatory Verfes, upon the Author 
and the Book, of^ which number was Ben. Johnfin ,• which^ 
with the manner of his Death, gave occaflon to one of his 
Friends, to write the following Lines, which I have feeir 
Bnder his Figure.

90W made Earl of Somfrfit^ was M^uried to the l4ufy j 
which Cerernqny wa$ qelebr^it^ at CQurt with all imagin- 
able Joy a^d Splendor^ upon the Sixth of December in the 
fafne year. 

The oceans qf thp Pi^very of this Murder being re- . 
ported various^ lihall mentioo bi^t one. $^ fuppofuig 
ic th? true Qne^ being infifted oa qy Sir Francu 
BMH^t ^^ ()^^ Tvii^ of the l^ady Somerfef, and related in the 
lliftory written by the £arU Country-man Archbifbop 
Sf0tfm^d. The Earl qf $km^skmy^ recommending Sir G^r- 
1/^ ElvMiys as a Qendeman of Q})idi^ and good fenfe to the ^ 
acquaintance of a certain Noblffn^^ was tqld by him that 
nqthing detrained fo nmch from his Reputation as the fufpi- 
don of his being coaqerp'd il} the Peath of his Prifoner^ 
apd wiihed he could cIm/ himfelf. Upon notice there* 
ofi Sir Qtrvafe to ge? the ftaft of any other laformati- ^ 
on^ acquainted them bofh^ th^X indeed he had cafually dii^ 
cover d fFefi<ms Intemioas to Pqyfon Sir 7hm4fy but t^r he 
had made him fo fenfible of his Crime^ as that falling upo& 
his Knee(j he ferioufly piofefli^d that he would never at- 
tempt it more. And that IVefi^n being fet on by Perfoo^ ia 
great Favour at Court, he could nqt^ without great dang^ 
to himfelf reveal thePeTign. This he alio urged at lus 
Trials as if he was onely Guilty of a Mifprifion. But all 
Circumftances being weighed^ which evinced he went far-- 
ther than a bare knowledge, and at laft a Paper produced, 
under his own HancL fo confounded him; that it quickly 
put an end to his Defence. So that at hift Death, which he 
refolutely and .pioufly iuifer'd^ he fvankly acknowledg'd his 
Crime. 

When 
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When this matter iegaa to takd aar ^ Che &u*l of Smmfk 
appUei hinadfelf to Sir Jti^lerr C^roi j a Gentleman^ whoft 
Name muft always be Sacred, for his Great Learning, afxi 
geater care and charge in colkifthig that ioooanjxarable 
Treafure concain'd in his LArasj ; as £as wortfay Crandfen 
Sir John receives the applanfe of the prefent age for his ib 
generoufly perpetuating the fame by a late k£t of Fariit^ 
mmt. Sir R^ken could ooc re&fe to gire a Frieiid his htfk 
adrice upon iiich an unhappy Oocanon, which wa$ to fe* 
core all by a large Pardon^ aocoidiog to fome Preiidcnts he 
. theD produced. For tfaefe confulcatioiiis, as we are iiifbriDh 
ed in hts L^ , prefixed the Catalogue of his Matinfcripf j 
and Sot fome other things appearing in thefe Ltntrs^ he was 
committed to the Coftody of an Alderman dtlmion^ and 
often Examin'd^ but difcluig'd wiihou the leaft Imputation 
sA being concern d in Sumerfet^s Gfnk. 

The JUv on the other ILmd^ with a ccal becoming him 
as the Head aod Fomitaiii of Ji^ice, oommanded the Chief 
Juftice Ceki to ftarch the Bulinefs to the bootom j which he 
performed ^ dedaring chat he had taken three hundred 
Examinatioos therein^ bur finding Great PeHbns coAcer n'^^. 
be procQxcd others ol Grem Qtulity to be joined in C^m* 
miffion with him. And upon the 19th of OHobtr^ fPefiofftht 
Princi^ was broti^ht to his Trial j b&t^ according to In- 
ftrodions^ as was mppos'd^ be refin d co plead to the LtJiS^ 
me$i^ The Judiges who threatned him with the fe^Ferky the 
Law inffiAs opon thofe who will not ibbmit co the Law^ yet 
thought it beft to defer any further Proceedings for a tew 
Day& In which time, bv the mea« of fome Eminent Di^ 
vines he was brought to a better Tenper^ and confeffing the 
FaA, was Executed fhortly after at Tyhtm. 

The Earl of Somirfn^ whom it concerned to have this 
Confeffion invalidated^ was not fallen fo low^ btit that he 
had fome Gentlemen of Quality, the one by a iook^ the 
others by ^ueftkms propofed to fTefion at his Death^ fought 
to make him recede from what he had declared. For which 
offence they were epon the Tenth of November Profecuted 
in th^ Star-Cbamtery and the Particulars thereof reprefented 
. by Sir Francis Bacon in his Speech Printed in the Refufcitathy 
fag. 72. Soon after Mrs. Tamer the Procurer, Franki^^n the 

Pre- 
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Preparer, and Sir Gervas Eh^ays the Aj^rover of this Im- * 
poyfonmenc, fuffer d the fame Fate with Wtfic/n, And a- 
bout the fame time this Lord was committed to the T^v/er, 
and his Lady, being Great with Child, to private Cuftody j 
for which reafon, and fome other intervening Occafions, 
they were not tried till May 1616. On the 24th of which 
Month the Lady SMwrfet was brought before the Lord Cha?^ 
ceUoTy being then Lord High Steward^ and feveral other Peers 
appointed to pais upon her ; and being Indided as AccefTa* 
ry oefore the Fad, me with many Tears confelTed her Guilt* 
And being further asked what me had to fay why Judge- 
ment of Death ihould not be pronounced? She replied. That 

Jhe bad nothing to fay for her ftJfy htt a great deal againfi berfelf: 
Onely that fhe implored the King's Mercy, and that their 
Lordlhips would be her Mediators. . 

Her Youth, her Beauty, her Sex, and Quality^ which 
moved Compaffion in the Spedators, who otherwife deteft- 
ed her Crime , could not be lefi prevalent with the Nobili- 
ty. The King inferring in the Preface to the Patent of her 
Pardon^ the Interceffion of the Lords, as a realbn of his 
Clemency, as well as the malice of ill Agents about her, 
and the (arisfadion that already had been made to Ju- 
fiice. 

The next day her Lord aded his difaftrous Part upon the 
fame ftage ; and as he had continued obftinate hitherto,per« 
fifting in his Innocency, fo he now pleaded not Guilty. 
But after a Trial of many Hours, he was Convided, and 
Sentence given againft him. The King pardon d him as to 
his Life alfo, and in the year 1621 releas'd . them both out 
of the Tower, till which time, and in which place they had 
fufFer'd Imprifonment, thereby verifying the Predidion of 
Oucrburjf fent to this Lord, That he Jhould repent that in the 
Tower, v/hicb he had committed againfi him being a Trifoner 
there. But how merciful fo ever the King appear'd in al>- 
folving of thefe Noble Perfons , it has given occafion to 
fome others , to refled upon the Impreearions he is re- 
ported to have laid upon himfelf and Pofterity, if hefpa*- 
red any -Perfon, how great foevcr concerned in ;this Mup- 
der. 
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There are many Books extant;^ from which I have extra- 
ded this Narration^ but no part pleased me better than the 
Eloquent Speeches made by Sir Francis Bacon then Attorney 
General at the Trials of the Earl and Countefs of Somerfet^ 
and no where corredly Printed that I know of, but in his 

X jRewwmxPubliflied 1679. Tho' they deferve a Place among 
his other Orations contained in the Refrfcitatio. 

It is reported that the Chief Juftice C$k€ let fall fome 
words at the Trial of Sir Thomas Momtfon^ (for being Accef- 
lary to Overhnys Death^jand committed fome things previ- 
ous to that of Somerfets, which gave great offence at Court ; 
fo that his difgrace being foon perceiv'd^ Sir Francis Bacon 
takes that opportunity to fend him a large and (eafonable 
Letter of Advice , Printed in this CoUedion, Numb. 70. 
with all the Corrednefs I was able to give it. Thefe things 
being aggravated with fome other Proceedings as diipleafmg, 
in the beginning of this year, deprived him of his Place 
before the expiration of the fame. 

The F$rA I fliall take nodce of^ was occafion'd through 
the great difference which arofe between the Lord Chancellory 
and the Lord CbUfJufiicCy concerning the JurifdUtkn of the 
Court of Chancery y and the Kings-Bencbj which was moved 

* upon this account. One Mr. Courteney fuing in the Chancery 
to be reliev'd againft a Judgement obtain'd at the Commoii 
Law i an Indidment for a, Tnemunire grounded upon the 
Statute 27 Ed, 3. caf. i. was prefer'd, againfl him and his 
Agents, in the Kings-Bench at the end of Hillary-Term ^ 161 J. 

Tho' the Jury refus d to find the Bill, yet thereupon fprung 
that contended Queflion, Whether by virtue of the jaid Statute y 
and that of the fourth year gTHen. 4. caf.\. ^Ae Chancery, after 
Judgement ^iv^ in the Courts of Law , was prohibited frone gi-. 
ving Relief upon matters arijing in Equity j which the judges at 
Law could not determine or relieve. The attempt made upon 
this Great Court was not more grievous to the Lord Cban^ 
ceUor^ than the manner of proceeding in it. being at a time 
when his Lordfliip was fo iU, as that his Lite was almoft dq- 
fpiaired of. But this Controverfie is fo fully reprefentcd in 
the y-th, f 8tli, and y9th Letters, and the firfl: part of the 
Memorial, Numb. 73. that I need not trouble the Reader, 
with any repetition of it in this Place. Oncly it may Ije 
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coMmmto'dttWc, th4C tht ititT^ 4s St preme Judge of 
the Jurifdiaidiis bf hii Cburts, ufed the nnndft care to ih- 
fbrm hlmfelf thei-tfti j iiid riter'd the ftfne to Sir «•. A^co*, 
and Sir Hf».

jz may be pceiumed that my Lord Cpke not onely iubmit- 
te4, but acquidced in t^e Juftice of tbe Jujdgement g^ven 
by the Ki»g. as b?fi>r? is related. pQcaute thf t being an 
adive Member in four T^riiamfnts after {this dme^ which re-^ 
drefs'd feveral Publick Grievances ; I do npt find that ever 
he refleded upon this. And the Court of Cbancerjf jprQcee-^ 
ded therein, in my Lor4 Aww s, the l^ihop otIJnc4n% aqd 
Liprd Coventfjs times^in the fame ipanner it had do^e before. 
'Till aft^r the Pxint^ig of Sir ^dvfjtrd Cake% third and fouith 
brutes many years after the Author's D^^ath, and upon 
tiiewing i9me Cafes he had inferted tlterein, or CoUe^ed 
i daring the Heac of th^fc Debates i the ^tfiim hf^&n to -re- 
4^ Vive, and particularly in the year j6j8, &c. in the Cafe of 
Hmis and Co^tm in the Excbe^er j toipe pf the Argumc?its 
made in that Cafe ?ro and C(m^ are nb)v in Pripc, and 6;ie 
wherdn this Power of the Courts oi Equity was at large af- 
ferted, I have feen. Put there is a LewPPd Gentleman now 
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living, who lately prefided in that Court, who did then in 
that Ca(e, and hath fince jnaintain'd the contrary in a Book 
which is Pfinted^but not rublifhed ^ fo that I never had the 
opportunity of feeing it but for a few minutes ,• for which 
feafon as well as many others it does not become me to deli^ 
ver any Opinion. But the Certificate in KingJames\TunCy 
ind the Refolutions thereupon, which were made publick 
many years fmce, and lately with fome additional Argu- 
ments at the end of the firft Volume of a Book in OBavoy - 
Intituled, Chancery ReportSy feem to give a clear and fatisfa- 
iftory account of this Matter. 

But this was a time , in which my Lord C0ke was not 
onely contending with the Lord Chancellor , but with the 
King himfelf : For His Majefty being informed , That in 
the Arguments concerning the great Cafe of Commendamsy 
ibme Pofitions were affirm d by one of the Counfel, which 
touched him nearly in his Prerogative , as to the granting 
oiCommendams : He did by Letter of his Attcmey general^' 
require the Jt^gcs^ for fome Reafo/is ^ to defer tneir ai^u- 
ihg the cafe for a little time , till His Majefty could have 
Conference with them. But the Judges difobey*d the Let«- 
ter , and proceeded in the Caufe : For whiph they were 
convened before the King and Comuil ; where at lengthy 
they all , except the chief Juftice Coke , fully fubmitted 
theihfelves. But I believe the Reader will be to well plea- 
fed to view the whole Proce& hereof contained in the jid. 
Letter ; the latter t)art of the Memorial Number 73, and 
in the Ml oi Council ^ of the 6th of ^tme 1616 , drawn up 
by Sir Francis Bacon ; that it would Be fuperflubus to make 
any relation of that here , which is fo fully reprefemed in 
its proper place. And if he (hall be as curious to know 
the Matters in Law arifing thereon , he may find them 
largely and elaborately reported by my Lord« chief Juftice 
Hearty in his Argument of the Cafe of the Bifliop of Lich- 
field and Coventry j and not, of Lincohte, as by miftake it is \^ 
Written in the aforefaid Memoriah 

It is not to be doubted. But that thefe Proceedings, made 
I my Lord Coke^ fit both uneafie ^ and infecure upon the 
Bench : But the chief caufe of his removal from it, accord- 
ing to Mr. Roger Coke bis Grapdfon , was his refutal to atK 
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nut of the cbi^ Clerk , far inroUing if That in the Court if 
Kings-Bench, at the Nomination^ and in Truft for Sir Getnge 
ViBiers, and upon the Surrender of Sir NichoUi T$fi&n, made 
Lord Tbanet , in conlideration thereof In the Pcrfon , 1 
am fure he is mifiaken^ tho' he may be right in the Caufe , 
which may in a great meafure, be CoUeded from fome of 
the enfuing Letters ; And in (hort appears to be ttiis. Sir 
Ji^bn ^opGT^^ who had manj' years enjoy'd this profitable 
Plac^ V eue^med to be worth then about 4000 /. fer Annum^ 
being grown very old, was prevail'd with, to furrender 
the fame upon being created Lord Teynham, with a Refer*- 
vation of the Profits thereof to himlelf daring his Life. 
Upon which Surrender , Sir Geerge ViBires was to have the 
Office granted to two of his Truflees , for their Li ves^ as' 
it feems the Earl of Simerfet was to have had before. But j 
my Lord Coke not being very forward to accept of the 
fame, or make a new Grant thereof upon thefe Terms : He 
was upon the ;d. of O^ober 1616 , commanded to difiit 
from the fervice of his Place,and finally removed from it,up- 
on the I f th day of November following. His Succeflor 
Sir Henr^ Mimtague , third Son of Sir Edward Montague of 
Bougbton in Nortbamptoufbire , Recorder of Londim , and the 
King's Serjeant , being more complaifant ; Sir yobu Roper 
reflgned tawarck the latter end of the i^e \Jonth , and 
Mn Sbute and Heathy who was afterwards the King's Solii^i^ 
tiir General , being the Deputies and Truftees of oir Gei^e 
FiBiersy were admitted. 

I think there was no Quefiion at that time , or long be- 
fore , or iince that time , but that the Difpofition of^this 
Office, refti&d intirely in the Chief Juftice of the Court r 
Till the Right of the prefent Ornament thereof, the Ho<- 
nourable and Learned Sir John Holty came to be contefled 
a few years paft, by Her Grace the Dutchefe ofGraftouy 
by Virtue of z Patent y granted from King Charies the U. , 
What Agitation it had in that, and alfo in a higher. Courts 
is fo frefh in Memory, that it need not to be related. 

I have formerly mentioned how abruptly, and in^what' 
ill humor, the King parted with his Parliament in the year^

fint the Loan of this Money , and fefveral Sums to^the. 
'^inlg And. Queen bf BahenMy atteiwied with the Decay of 
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their Trade^ had Co wounded this antienc Society of Mer^ 
chant Adventurers, (under whole Nurfing care ^ the WooU-r 
en ManufaAure had for fbme Ages been riiing to fuch de^ 
grees , as co become the Glory and Riches ofthe EnglifK 
Nation^ and the envy of its Neighbours ; ) that I fear they* 
are not yet in any prpbabiiity of recovering their former 
Strength and Beauty. This brought them into Debt ^ and 
Debts occafion'd them to lay (bme Impofitions upon Cloth^ 
which the Houle of Commons cenfur'd by their Votes , in 
jifril aiid A£f/ lad. Jacobi^ and thereby drawing down the 
anger ofthe Parliament a little upon that Body ^ which 
had fo frequently tafted their Favours : By whom many 
Laws had oeen pafled to their advantage ; none as I think 
to their prejudice j But in the 12th year of Henry the VIL j 
and in a cale which has fome affinity to this , as may be. \ 
feen in the Hifiary of that Reign^ Written by my Lord St. j 
Albany Pag. 16 r. 2. ;. 

How prejudicial this Propofal of Sir ffllliam Cockaine pro* 
ved in the end ^ may be colleded from the Anfwers this 
Company gave to the Interlopers Reafons ^ for a Free Trade 
oiferd to i grand Committe^^ of Trade, in the 14th year 
of King Charles the IL Wherein they declare. That there- 
upon the Dutch fet up the Manufadure of Cloth ; and al« ' 
tho' upon the repealing the New Charter , the Trade was 
fallen into its old Channel again , yet they would never 
revoke the Prohibition of all Englifh Cloth DreiTed and 
Dyed : After much Altercation between the Free Tra-^ 
ders and the Company, the King confirmed their Char- 
ter. 

In this conteft between thefe two Bodies Politick we have 
feen how &tal it proved to the one, and how mifchievous to 
the other. In the next place I (hall confider a greater incon- 
venience, which about the fame time affeded the Publick, 
through the frequent Revenge of Private Quarrels by Duels. 
By this means a Fountain of Blood had plentifully flow'd in 
France, notwithftanding the Severe EdiSls of their late, an4 
then prefent King ,• till it became fo powerful an Evil, that 
tho' the Great Cardinal de Richelieu gave fome check to it, by 
the Punifliment of MeJJienrs^ de ChappeBes and Bouteville^ two 

young Gentlemen of great Valour, wherein he refitted tl|e 
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Prayers of their Friends^ the Mediation of the greateft Per- 
ibfis of Quality^ and his own paf&onate Defires ; yet all his 
applications and thoughts upon this Subjed^ as he tells us in 
his Politick Tefiamenty could never bring that to effeft, which ' 
has fmce been accompliihed by the great conftancy and fe- 
verity of the prefent King. Which Monjietir k Vajfor an Hi- 
ftoriaii of his own Nation, takes the liberty to fay, is the * 
beft, and perhaps the onely good AAion he hath done in 
a Reign of Fifty fix years. 

From Franct , This noxious Weed feems to have been 
Tranfplanted into England ; and the endeavoua Sir Francis 
Bacon ufed to root it out , in the cafe of one Friefi ^ upon 
his being made the King's Attorney , was fo well appro- 
ved of by the Lords of the Council Afferabled in the Star-- 
Cbambiry that they order'd the Charge he then delivered a- 
gainfi Duels in general , to be Printed and Publiflied with 
the Decree of the Court it felf , which is fince remitted into 
the Second Part of the Refufcitatio. And the laft fervice I 
ftiall have occafion to mention before he left that Place, was 
what he performed in the fame Court , and upon the like 
occafion , in Profecuting one Mr. Markbam for difperfing 
Letters of Challenge to the Lord D'Arcy. The cafe being 
reported by my Lord Hobart , to be in December 1616 , di- 
redsme where to place the 91ft. Letter relating thereunto, - 
the date thereof being omitted in the Original. 

As a Reward for thcfe , and his other long Services of 
the Crown , the King upon the 7th. of March following 
committed to his Cuftody the great Seal of England , fome 
little time after the Lord Chancellors Voluntary Refignation, 
as is already declared. It was no new thing for Perfons 
from left Abilities, and lower Places to rife into this : there- 
fore the Author of the Court ^ &c. of King James ^ had as 
little reafon to refled upon that , as to infert fome other 
ialfe and foollifh Stories, relating to this Gentleman. In one 
thing'I (hall agree with him ^ namely , that my Lord of 
Buckingham Was very Inft rumen tal in his Preferment, which 
Sir Francis acknowledges by his Letter of the fame day, and 
the 92d. of this CoUe&im. A.nd furely, fewer Lines did ne- 
ver contain, a greater fenfe of Gratitude, or expreffed in 
a more becoming manner ; tho' by the Original, they feem 
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coixip^teot fof the. nipeft Jbdgqpi^nts.

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. Bot her Mother the Lady Hattm^ (btcwtfen whom ud 
her Husbftnd Sir Edward Ci>kiy there was Uctle agreement^ 
and no love) beifig diiher averfe to the Match altogether^ or 
becaufe it did not taote ffotn her^ from whom the young 
La^ Wa^ to exped a coiifideraMe addition to her PortomL 
em^y'd h6r utmoft endeayoturs to prerent it. As my Lord 
Ktifer by his Lttftrs to the King ztiA the Eati. dated in the 
Month of Juiyy ttfcd aH the Reafotft and Argnments his 
Wit could jtiggeftj why it Was not adrifabltf to proceed lA 
the Match, and wh;^ (which was the thing intended by it) 
Sir Edward Coke fliould not be readmitted into Farour. In 
the niean time her Mother re i nw ed her unto Sir Edtmmd 
tTtthifoUs Houie near OMkndiy wfthotrt the privity of Sir 
%dward : Who thereupoti applys to iucXangbam^ and by hii$ 
mtans befeeches his ^Majefty to direft a Warrant to fofne of 
his PrPoy Cemnjl to SuAimon before theita his Wife and her 
Confederates, in<K'der to recover his Daughter. But txti^ 
derftanding iii a few days where Ihe was convey'd, he doth 
with his Sons and Serrafits, Wkhout any Warrant or Con- 
ftable aflifttng, break opafi Sir Zdmtni% Houfe, and brings 
his Daughter with him. My Lady HaHm complaining « 
this violence to the Frfty Cttattil, Sir Kdjuard Cvke afBrtaed 
that he couldjuftffie his P/oeeedings by Law : But Sir Men. 
Tehmtm tlM King'i Aftarfrty ttiaintahung the contrary, he 
was of^r'd to profecnte the Father in the Stat'<:hamhery^La^ 
to take upon him the prefent care of the Child. By Whofe 
Charitable Endeavours, the Ad: of C(/i^r// dated the i8th 
x)f Julf i6i7,which recites all this Matter at large, dechu-es 
that Sir Edward and his Lady were fo &r reconciled, that 
their Daughter was delivered to them again , and the iffor^ 
msfhH iufpended till his Majeft/s Pleafure were known. 

But the I-ady Camftm and her Sm Sir Jdhn ViUiers preC- 
fing rhe Match, and the King and Eail of Buckingham appro- 
ving thereof ,• the oppofition the Lord Keeper y and as Icon^ 
'ceive alio, fomc others of the Trity dmncH had given to it, 
drew down no fmall difbleaflire upon thefti. For upon the 
King's return from Scmartdy B$(chngham writes to his Lord* 
fhip, that his Majeffy intended at his firft fitting in Council, 
to reprimande fo many of his CoimfeUcfs as were acftive in 
this Bti^fiy for thdr 31 B^aviour in h: j and that he Would 
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pameibmc of the particular Errors^ tho' without acculTng 
any particular Perlons, And then adds, that notwithftand- 
ing the reafon he himfelf had to be offended, yet feeing his 
Maiefty fo much difpleas'd, from being a Varty concerned, 
he oecame an Advocate, &c. The Sij/^f^/ alluded to, I pre- 
fume, was this of the Marriage^ and how fenfible my Lord 
Keeper was of his Lorddiip's kindnefs and reconciliation, and 
fervice therein, can never be fo lively reprefented by any 
other Hand as his own , in thofe few Lines his Lord/hip 
writ in anfwer thereunto upon the 17 oiSeft. 161 7. Numb.- 
104. 

Upon the 29th of the fame Month Sir Ralfb tVinwood^ the 
King's faithful and able Servant faw this Marriage brought 
to a conclufion, (the Treaty whereof had created fomc ani- 
mofities between the Keeper and himfelfj and foon after he 
concluded his own Life. Sir Edward Coke was thereupon 
admitted into the Trivj Council^ tho' that Favour, which did 
not laft long, was not purchafed at an eafie rate. For befide^ 
1 0000 paid in Money at two Payments, Sir Edward and 
his Son Sir Robert^ did upon the Second of November, pur- 
fuant to Articles and Diredions from the Lords of the Coun^ 
cil, afTure to Sir John ViUiers a Rent^charge of 2000 Marks- 
per Annum^ during Sir Edward's Life, and of 900 /. a year, 
during the Lady Hatt<m\ if flie furvived her Husband. And 
after both their Deaths, the Mannor of Stcke, &c. in Buc- • 
kinghawjhire of the value of 900 /. per A^nvm^ (being the: 
moity of the Lands intended to his two Daughters by the 
Lady Hat ton) to Sir John ViUiers and his Lady, and to the 
Heirs of her Body. And that the feme were fetled by good; 
Conveyances carefully drawn, as upon the 27 Jan. 1617,: 
was certified to bi^^ Majefty under the Hands of Sir Ratiulph, 
Crewe, Sir Rob. Hicham, and Sir Henry Telv^rton. the King s 
Serjeants and Attorney. What fhare or her Mother s Bounty, 
fell upon them, I cannot be fo particular, but I conjedure 
it was confiderable. But as the DiiFerences between her and^ 
Sir Edward Coke grew as high as ever in a little time, and her 
Complaints to the King and Council more frequent and ear- 
neft, fo a little more time difcover'd the like between Sir 
John ViUiers, Created Baron of Stoke and Vicount Vurhcck, 
and his new Lady j whofe familiar Converfation with Sir 
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IRthert Howard fubjecf^ed her to private RefIe(5lion^ and pub- 
lick cenfure. The Settlement made upon this Marriage, 
with fome fubfequent AAs of Sir Edward Coke^ occafion'd 
the Arguments and Refolutions of a remarkable Cafe be* 
twcen ff^gge and ViOiers adjudged by the Chief Juftice Rolle 
in 1651, and feven years after by his Succeffor Sir John 
Gfynney which is reported by the Former, in the Second 
Part of his Ahridgement of the Common Law in the T$tle of 
Ufes. 

This ftorm which was likely to have fallen {o heavy up- 
on my Lord Reefer^ being thus diverted, he applies himfelf 
as one of the Lords of the Council to fee the King s Ordtrsi 
tou«ching the Retrenchment of his Tables^ and other Charges 
of the Honfhold put in Execution, as appears in his Lettersi 
towards the latter end of the year 16 17. But the Difficulties 
the Council met therein, through the Intereft of the Officers^ 
confirm^' the Obfervations made by Cardinal Richelitu in his 
Politick Tefiament i where in the Seventh Chapter of the 
Firft Book, he Difcourfes at large concerning the Reformats-* 
on of the Houihold of Louis the Thirteenth, as a thing much 
more fit to be done, than eafie to be attempted with fuc-< 
cefs. 

I (hall pafe over the two fucceeding years, with little Re* 
fledion upon any thing that happened therein, befides tho 
two^memorable Gaufes that were heard in the Star-Chambtn 
in the year 1619. Tlie one being aProfecution againft feve-« 
ral Dutch Mercbant^^ for cxhaufting the Treafure of the 
Kingdom by Exportation j and the other againft the Lord 
Tr^^J^fr himfelf, for feveral Mifdemeanors in Relation to 
his Office. The Affair of the Merchants is in fome meafur& 
reprefented in the ii6th, 120th, and iijd Letters, but 
thofe being much divided in point of time, I ftiall by the* 
afliftanco of fome Authentick Papers of the like nature, &c.^ 
cotnpofe a (bort and as true a Relation thereof as -I am. 
able. 

Upon the 1 9th of OBober 1 6 1 8, the Attcrney'Gener.il ap- 
plied himfelf to the Lord Chancellor for Pfyits of Ne exeat 
Regnum^ sig^AnA the Dutch Merchant Sy and afterwards exhibi- 
ted an Information againft about One hundred and eighty oK 
ttjem, for Tranfporting beyond the. Seas vaft. Quantities ct 
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Gold and Silver in Money^ Plate and BtaUkMi^ Gncc the i>e^ 
ginning of the Present Rdgn. The Attorney at ftrft brought 
(he Caufe to a Hearing againft Twenty of them^ or there- 
abouts ; fuch as I fuppofe were the greateft Offenders, and 
of the greaceft ability to itiako Rcfiitution. Their Fmts a- 
mounting in the whole to i ^ oooo /. of which^Mr. Cmrpem, 
and two others were condesiii'd in 20000 /. a piece ; The 
advice which my Lord CbM$elht gave dbe King not to grant 
away the Fines of fuch ten of them as Sir Thmas Vavafir 
the Difcoverer ibould chufe, and which it ^ms he had in a 
ffiafmer procntfed^ was a piece of Service wonhy the Place 
he eii|oy- d^ and Truft iie had wkh the ¥kMg. Upon the 
latfaof O^0&. 1619^ Cwrtten was ceafured to pay 1000/. 
oiore^ and odms in finaller Sums, for endeavxwiing to cor* 
mpi; the King's Evidence. And the 19^ of NfVimter fol- 
lo«^g was appointed for the Trial of between Twenty and 
Thirty more ; but by reafon of ibme aeglcxft or miihKtfKago* 
ment in tke IH'ofeaitiotu which gave the Court a great deal 
of trouble, and the Deteodants foine advaut^e, the Cai^ 
vras not heard till ^dse Seventh of December, tho' 010ft of 
them were tbea fesftd Guiky. Of the large fmes which 
were imposti upon<the Delinquents, I conceive they p^ud 
but a fiftir// part : For during the Profecution^ thi! States did 
by Letter deitre the Maquis of Bmkwghsm to endeavour to 
moderate the Heat theraof^ 6^ as Sir Noel Carm their Am- ^ 
baflador did the next day ^ter Sentence^ to mitigate the So- 
veriry.

ibnment in die B$€$e. With this Sentence concur'd the. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer ,- and Mt*. Secretary I^mmgf^, 
who in a Letter to my Lord of Buckingham^ writes that he- 

declared^ 
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declared the Proceedings in this Caufe Seriatim ab Ovo^ from 
the granting the Commiflion of Enquiry y and the Reafons 
thereof, by which it appeared how Gracioufly his Majefty 
was ever inclined to Mercy, in remitting all Profecudon 
againft the Early if it might have conftfted with his Honour. 
But the Lord Chief Juftice Hobarty who agreed that this 
Lord and his Lady were in a great meafure guilty of the 
Charge, yet he diiFer'd much in the eftimation of the Da- 
mage I and then conforming his Opinion to the Law of 
England declared by Magna Cbartay That every Man ought to 
be Finedy Salvo Cantenemento ; which he interpreted to be the . 
leaving of him fufficient maintenance to live according to 
his Degree,otherwife it were a Ranfome rather than a Ftne. He 
concluded his Sentence that this Lord and his Lady fhould pay 
joooo /. to the King ,• and Single/ who had been the Bafe 
Broker between them and the Subida^ and guilty of mucb 
corruption, 2000 /. onely ; in refpeA that he was in Office 
under the Treafurer, and the Rewards he took as far as ap- 
peared in Proof, were flight and unworthy things. With my 
Lord Hobart the reft of the Court agreed ; fo that Secretary 
Naunton (who appears to have been a Perfon of Moderation 
and great Candor) writes that he and the other two were 
traduced as mercilefs Men, yet flnce he never faw the Lord 
Hobart s Rule take Place in lefs offenders, he knew no reafon 
why it (hould be extended to greater. 

Soon after this Sentence the Earl and Countefs of Suffolk 
were committed to the Tower, but as foon released by the 
Mediation of the Marquis ot Buckingham y and the Fine re- 
duced to 7000 /. By all that I have obferved, this Lord 
who was generally efteem'd a plain hearted and honeft Gen- 
tleman, teems to have been the leaft Guilty of the Three 
that were fb declared. While he « was Lord Chamberlain he 
begun to eredt that Magnificent Pile oi AudekyrEndy and be- 
fore he had quite finiftied it, I conceive his Troubles came 
upon him ^ which gave him occafion to refled upon the 
Truth of the Motto, he had caufed to be infcribed upon the 
Wings of that Fabrick in large Roman Capitals: Trudentst efi^ 
in Conjilio Fortunam femfer habere.

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At the (ame time that the Lord Trtrfunr was fiiHing itoai 
his Place and Fortunes^the Lord Kitfir was riling in Favour 
and Honours : For upon the 4ih ofjantuny x6l\ he wsi^ 
made Lord CbanaBar, and the nth ofyufy following Crea- 
ted Lord Vmdamy anciently the Seat ot a noted Raman Co^ 
Ipny^ and ftill Famous, tho' in its laft Ruins, for ibme Re« 
xmains of chat Nation.

Before I leare^Us&dbjeft, I Aall take 
aJLett«r the Marqabof &id^pl^aiv wdc to Sir UomiCnmfiM^ \ 
iboa after the Mcsaftig of idieC&mraElfer « Wheieiji he hop'd ' 
ibat Qo(iy «rho Jhad giffen that IjiWnaay other great Qmsy 
had ;dfo praferv'-d haa from being gaiky of £Kh Crimes : 
Yet he.aub faoped^ the HmfewfC^mmcns w^ntd wa^e. their v 
AppUcation to the L^nds^ axMi go tfadir dimA ^inay >to the 
Kjfig, who both QDuld and woald do them Joftice. And I j 
remember Dr. Hejfijfw, to his Life of AiGh-^Bi(h(^ Laskl, and . 
^ idr. £^f ^ in a Ma&ufcfipc Difoourib tDnching Purliaments, 
f\ look'd upon the giving stp cf this great Minlfter to the Par- 
liament^ as a wroing Step made hx the King, and a feadtng.-^^ 
C^ to others ibon after. Yet 'toe Commiwa ieem'd to be. 
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of another' OfMnion^ when they told the Peers ^at they 
followed ancient frefiientSy which (kew'd that great Perfons 
had been accufed for the like in Parliament. But from 
what has been iaid ^ it may be obferv'd how miftaken the 
Editor ofMweij^ Didionary is^when he affirms under the 
Title of King j^mny and the Lord Bacm^ that the Duke of 
Buckingbam was the caufe of the Lord Chancellors Downfall ; ^ 
nor do I know any Hiftorian that aiTerts the fame. 

When the Great Seal was taken from this Lord . it was 
put into CommijJiaHtrs Hands for fome time y till it tell very 
unexpededly to the Cuftody of Dr. WiUiams the Dean of 
Wefiminfier. Upon the i6th ofjufy 1 62 1^ the King declares 
to his frpuy-Ctmncil y the reafons of his Choice. Ftrfi^ B^ 
caufe of the Dems good Parts^ wherewith Nature and £du« 
cation had enabled him for publick Miniftry^ and the great 
Experience he had in Chanary Bufinefs under the Lord EU 
kfmere. Seamdfy^ That being refolved to reform that Camt, 
and not to have a Lawyer ; the DeSin being young and 
adive^ might take pains in the fame : And being intended . 
but for a Vrobatimer for a time , he might at the end be re- 
warded with a better Biihoprick y than what he foon de- 
figned him : For which purpofe ^ he reiolved the Dean 
iMuld hold the Place but a year and a half^ unlefs it (hould 
piove very inconvenient to Bufmels ; and then after^ fo 
much longer time^ pofitively to refign the fame. His Ma-- 
jeftie furdier declared ^ That he fhould be affifted in Mat- 
ters Legaly by the two Chief Jupcesy Judge Dodderidge and 
Huttm } aiid that the placing ot Juftices of Peace, he would 
referve to himfelf. Thefe Reafcns I have extraded from 
the AS of Council ; but whether they were fu^gefled by 
the Dean himfelf j or were the refult of His Majefties own 
or others thoughts.I fball leave to the Reader to judge from 
what Las been (aid ^ and from what Bilbop Uacket declares 
in the Hijfory of the Keeper's Life. That to break the force 
oLEnvjy likely to attend that Adion^he defired His Majefty 
to abridge the Grandeur of the Place^ by providing that ro 
Chancellor for the future y might continue above three 
years, and that he himfelf might be in the nature of a Pre- 
bationer tor one year and a half: That he might have a 
.Learned Maftcr of the Rclh to fit with him, andtheafSft- 
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ance of two Judges: But that all thefe Propolals were re- 
je^d and made ineffedual, and probably by foine curious 
Perfons y to fee how the Keefer could fuftain himfelK But 
I fhall not digrefs any further y the Lord Reefers Life and 
AAions having been «reprefented by his Friends and Ene- 
mies^ whereby he does appear to have been the Founder of 
fome Noble Benefe&imsy and Mafter of great Learning and 
Ahilitits J tho' like m^ other great Jewels y he was not 
without his Flaws. 

' After the Judgement given againft the Lord Chancellor^ 
and a ihoit Imprifonment in the ToTt/er, he retired from the 
JUgbt of an ASdvc Life^ which he had been called to much 
againft his Gen jwj ^ to the SA^i? of Contemplation > which 
he had always loved. And here I fhall confider him fpend* 
ing the r^nainder of his days in Privac3r^ which in the reA 
poft of the Works he Revifed or Competed^ may be efteent- 
ed Nolnle ^i^uaminm y procuring as much Honour to his 
Name^ and more benefit to the Worlds than the mofi Cele- 
ted Parts of his Life. 

The Firft , Or at leaft the greateft Ad of Kindnefs the 
King extended to him^ was the releafmg the Parliamentary 
Fmt y and granting it to fome Friends of his Lordfliips y 
which I conceive was done y in order to give him a little 
refpite from his Creditors : To whom I have fomewhere 
feen y that he paid 8000 /. after his Fall. And he re- 
lates in one of the following Letters y that he had fpi^ed 
all his Plate and Jewels upon poor Men. Upon the 30th 
oijdj i6i^y he implores of his Majefty a total Remiffion 
of his Sentence^ to the end that Blot of Ignominy might 
be removed from him , and from his Memory with Pofteri* 
ty. Which Requeft I luppofe was granted y becaufe I find 
he was Summon'd to Parliament y in the ift. year of King 
ChsrUs. 

It may be prefum'd that the preffing of his Creditors^ and 
the ill payment of his Penfions upon his Difgrace^ compel I'd 
him to write to the King the (i6th y and fome other com- 
plaining Letters : But that he dyed in fo low a Condition ^ 
as Hewel has reprefented in one of his Letters y and from 
him Monfieur BayU has inferred in his DiSumary y and o- 
ther Learned Peiions in their Works^ is by no means to be 
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granted. For cfao* his liberality and negled of treafuring op 
Mofiey^ and iiis great expence in making of ExperimeiitSj 
feem to have exbaufted the Gains of his Profeffion and Pre- 
ferments ; Yet Dr. Rcv^Uf^ hts Domeftick Cbaflum ^ and a 
Perfon aauch trcifted hy bis Lordfbip^ ai&res us 3 the King 
had given him out of the Broad Siol^ and out of the Alims- 
tim Office to the value of 1800 /. f$r Atmmm y whidh with 
his Manor of Gcrhamlntrf , and odier Lands adjoyning , a- 
mounting to a third part more, he retained to hb Dying- 
day : And fo I fuppofe he did the Profits of the Office of 
Regifier in the Star-Chamber, computed at 1600 i per jimt. 
which was granted to him in Revedion , by Qneen EH^om 
hitb , tho' it fell not unto h\m , till towards the latter end 
of Her SucceiTors Reign. In his laft Will , which bears 
date the 19th of Duemher 1625*. (befides what was ietled , 
and left to bis Lady , anfweiaole to Her Quality ;) He 
gives ieveral large Charities and Legtdes to his Friends and 
Servants , and makes an Eftimate of his Eftate , by which 
Debts and Legacies might be latisfied : Asid appoints that out 
of the remainder,a Ltf£Fiir^ ibould be founded in eachl7«iver- 
fiy for Natural Vbilofofby , and the ScienciSy which he hoped 
would at leaft amount to 200 /. a year a-piece : Wherein he 
direds his Truftees to have regard to the meafures Sir^Enw^ 
Sin>iU had lately taken in his . and intreats hts noble and 
conftant Friend the Duke of Bmciingbam y to be an Over* 
foer of his Will y and that his Executors would take fome 
pains in the performance ; that confidering what he had 
been^.his good MkU by their good Care y might effeft that 
Good Work Yet Monfieur S$rbkr takes uoon him to tell the 
Worlds as from Sir William Bcfwl y a Friend of my Lords^ 
that his Lordfhip made this Will by way of Gallantry y and 
that he therein left Four hundred thoniland Livru to an 
imaginary College j whereof he had defign'd the Flan m 
his new Jtlantk. But this was an Imagination more wild 
and groundless y than any that had grown up in Sorbiers 
Brain. It was well known y that my Lord Bacam y in the 
FabU of the New AtLmtis y exhibited a Model y rather 
poflible to be ejflfeded y than probable to be ever attempted 
iy the -greateft and moft opulent Prince. It is as true his 
Lordlhips Executors declined to ad ^ Ending t fuppofe th« 
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1[)ebt5 greater ^ and the Eftate lels than the TeAaUnr ooa* 
ceiv'd : So that Adminiftration was granted to Mr. Aie^u* 
ty\ and another of his Creditors. 

I fliaU conclude this Matter^ with this ihort Refledion ^ 

That if my Lord St. AWans occafions^ made him fometime 

write to the King in a preflins and lupplicating manner^yet 

the many Works he compoled ^ and derigned^ during his 

^ Retirement, ihew that his thoughts were ftill Free , Vigo- 

1 rous, and Noble. What thofe were in particular, and up- 

I on what account Written, the Reader will in (bme meafore 

/ colled from the 141ft. Letter, fent to the Bifhop oiWinebe* 

\ fitr. But confidering the Place in whidi I write, I cannot 

fo far forget the TrtftJJum he honoured , as to pafs over fo 

lightly the following Paper, containing an Offer to His Ma« 

jdly, of a D'^tfi to i>e made of the Laws oiEngUmd. This 

was what he had propoled before , in a Difcourfe touching 

the RecampiUmmt and AmemJmmt of the Laws , Printed ia 

the Refufiitatio , and at the time when he was Jttomej Ge» 

neral , and foon after the time that he was made a Prhy^ 

CamfeBer : To the end, that it might appear, that the more 

leafure he had from frivate Caufes , the more time he wais 

deiirous to Dedicate to TuUick Service. And now that he 

was come to enjoy a much greater leafure , he renew'd 




I Publifhed amongft fome MifaUanies in 1629, and fmce that 
time in feveral other Books. But this affair requiring great 
afliftance, which he perceived was not like to be afiorded , 
he laid it ailde 1 Leaving Pofteritjroccafion to lament, from 
thefe two excellent Trads, the want of fb great a Workman 
in fo great and ufeful a Work. Yet if the multiplying of 
concurring and difagreeing Statufe^Lawsj were thought fo 
great a Grievance by him then , What would he now fay, 
if he were to live in this Age ? In which we may well lay, 
Primi VitijSy modi Legitas Laboramus. Since the times of my 
Lord Bacon ^ ther6 luth appeared, to the Honour of his Na-*^ 
gtion, his Religion, and ProfefSon j a Gentleman, endued 
with a great Genins and Capacity, and adom'd with all the 
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Qualities^ that could render a Magtfiratty belov*d^ efteem'd^ 
and admired, the late Lord Chief Juftiu Hale ; who in his 
excellent Treface to RoUes Abridgement y hath left us his 
fcnfe of this Matter, in thefe Words, *^^ It were to be wifh- 
^^ ed y that fome compleat Corfm Juris Cmmunis , were ex- 
^^ traded out of the many Books of our Engli^ Laws y for 
^^ the publickufe, and for contrading the Laws into a 
narrow compafs and method , at leaft for Ordinary 
Study. But this is a Work of time, and requires many 
Inddlrious , and Judicious Hands, and Heads to affift in 
it. 

Of the three following Letters , which were Written in 
Latiney upon his Lordfhips prefenting to the Unrverfities the 
new Edition of his Advancement of Learning ; I need now 
iay nothing , having already (aid fo much of that Work. 
But of the onely Letter of this CoUedion in French y pechaps 
I may be thought to enlarge my felf. It was written to 
the Marquis D'Effiat , Ambaflador from the French King , 
and lent by the Cardinal de Richelieu , about the time he 
had entered upon his Publick Miniftry , to conclude the 
Treaty of Marriage between the Prince of Wales , and the 
Princefs Henrietta Maria oi France. The Ambaffador being 
introduced to the Lord St. Albans , at a time when weak-- 
nefs had confined him to his Bed , faluted him with this 
high ExprefSon. Tcur Lordjhif hath been to me like the An- 
gels, (fwhom I have read and heard muchy but never faiv them. 
To wnich he replied, ^the Charity of ethers camfareme to an 
Angel, mine own hfirmities teU me lam a Man. ^(ides, this 
Gentleman , Dr. Rowley declares , that fevcrtl Pcrfons of 
^ality croffed the Seas, on purpofe to fee , and converfe 
with him. And I remember Gajfendue informs us , That 
the Celebrated Monfieur de Pierefe , lamented his negled of 
enjoying fo great a Satisfadion. 

From the time of the meetmg of thefe two Noble Per- 
fons, they contracted an intimate Friendfhip , giving each 
other the Appellation of Father and Son ; as will appear by 
the aforefaid Letter, fent by the Lord St. Alban , together 
with his Book of Ejfays y Reprinted in the year 162 ; , and 
enlarged both in If umber and Weight. And furely ie is a' 
Work worthy the Additional Htk he had then given it , of 
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Counfcls Civil and Moral: Which altho* they were the 
Refult^ and effed of his more eafie Contemplations^ yet if 
nothing more had been left of this Attficr^ thofe had been 
fuflScient of themfelres^ to declare his great Depth and Ca- 
pacity y and infight into the Concerns of Humane Life : 
And which he obferves^ had been of all his lV(nrkj the moft 
Current , as coming home to Mens Bufintfs and Bofimes. 
The Marquis had before caufed the jidvancemtnt of Learning 
to be Tranflated into his own Language : whether he did 
the fame by thefe Effajs y I know not ^ but that they were 
rendered into Frtncb , IsalUm , and by his Lordlhip , with 
feme affiftance of Benj. Jotnfin y &c. into Latme ^ is fuf- 
ficiently evident. 

The Hrft Edition of thefe Effays , which was Publilhed in 
the year 1 5-97, I have never feen : In this lafk he Dedica- 
ted them to the Duke oiBuckmgbam ; by reafon whereof 
the EfifiU prefixed to the Edition in 161 1, and Written to 
his Brother in Law^ Sir John Comfiable. is in a manner lol^^ 
which I (hall endeavour to recover by giving it a place 
herein. 

"-My laft EJfaysy I dedicated to my dear Brothtry Mr. An^ 
" tbany Bacm y who is with God. Looking amongfl my 
" Papers tWs vacation , I found others of the fame nature : 
'' Which if I my felf, ihall not fuflfer to be loft, it feemethr 
" the World will not, by the often Printing of the former. 
" Miffing my Brother y I found you next j in refpeA of Bond 
" of near Misnui , and of ftraight FrienJfhiji and Society ,. 
" and particularly of Communication in Ststdies : Where^ 
" in I muft acknowledge my felf beholding to you. For 
" as my Bnfinefs found He/ in my tontem^atUms , fo my 
" Cantemplaticns ever found Reft in your loving Omfrrm^^ 
'^and Judgement. So wifhing you all good, I r^maia. 

^' ^* your , O'c. 

This being the laft Wofk of my Lord St. Mbam , which I 

fhall have occafion to confider in thefe Difcourfefii,! fbdl 

fum up all that I have to fay upon that Subjcft , with a 

wifh : Thar as Dr. Rtm^Uy PubHflied many of his Lordfhijj 

%\ Latine Compofitions in a large Folio^ in the year 16;^, and 

^ of his Englifh about twenty years alter, fo Pofterity mi^ht 

be gratified with feeing the reft that are much fcatter d , 
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united togedier ^ by reducing the whole into jiift and me- 
jtho^cal Volumes : That the Authors memory might be 
vindicated from a pretended Edition of all his Latime 
Works y at Franifart in 1665' ^ tho' a very faulty one and 
unworthy of his Charader. I am perfwaded ^ that who- 
ever (hall ferioufly refled upon his Lakttrs y will per* 
ceive y that tho' tmany of hk Profeffion , as well as o« 
thers/eemto place themlelves a little too near in the Centre 
of their thoughts : He will be found to have had the Bene* 
fit of the whole Nation, nay of all Mankind in his 'umv, and 
in his Difires : Infomuch . diat tho' he left no Children by 
his Lady^ it has been obferved^ that he left all Men^ efpe- 
cially Learned Men ^ his Heirs. " Defignins his Endea- 
^^ vours^ according to Dr. HcyUn , to the peireding of the 
'^ fForks of Nature , or rather improving Natttre to the beft 
advantages of Life ^ and the common Benefit of Mankind. 
Pity it was , faith be , that he had not been entertained 
with fome liberal Salary ^ abftra&ed from all affairs both 
^^ of Court and Judicature , and fumi(hed with fufficiency 
'^ both of means and helps^ for the going on in his Defign ; 
[[ which had it been done y he might have given us fuch a 
'^ Body of Natural Tbilofofby^ and made it fo fubfervient to 
the Publick Good^ that neither Jr^ctle y nor Tbe^afim 
anionglt the Ancients, nor Faraeelfufy or the reft of our 
latter Chymifts would have been confiderable. 
Having hitherto taken fome ProfpeA of this great Man 
in his Life and A^ons y his Studies and Contemplations ; 
I ihall^ from the laft Letter in this CoUe&im y and the laft he 
ever wrote y give ibme account of the manner . the place^ 
and the time of his Death. His Lordifaip had been long 
df an infirm Conftitution^ and was about that time thoHght 
to be recovering from a dangerous and tedious Sicknefi. 
But repairing cafually to the Earl of Arundels Houfe at 
Higb-gatey he fell ill of a gentle Fever y accidentally accom« 
panied with a great Cold, and after about a Weeks conti- 
nuance there y he died by a Defluxion of Rbeume y which 
l^n upon his Breaft y early in the Morning of Eafier-Dar , 
being the 9th. of April y in the year 1626^ hgtA Sixty five 
Years fai^^ Months^ and about /oi^rreeii Days. And was buried 
according to his defire^ expreifed in his laft WiUy in St. Afi- 
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cioils Church K St. AIba9s^ becaufe the Body of Kb Mother 
was there interred j and becaafe it was the cnely Vdrifi 
Cbmrcb then remainiog witliin the PrecincEts of Old Verulam : 
Where Sir Thomat AUautys , formerly his Secretary ^ and at 
terwards Clark of the Prky-Cotmcil , out of Gratitude and 
Honour to bis Memory^ eroded a MmMmemt of White Mar- 
ble , reprefenting his foil Tertraitiere ^ fitting ux a Contem- 
plative Pofture y with the following Efitapb ^ compofed by 
that rare wit and accomj^iih^d GeotlOQUA Sir Hetny Wotr^

Who^ after he had trnveil'd all the Myfteries of Natu«^ 
ral and Civil Wifdom, obeyU the Decree of Na- 
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tare j which dtfTolv'd the Union of his Soul 

ana Body^ in the Year of our Lord 16263 

and in the 66th year of his Age. 

To the Mtmorj of fo great a Man^ Thomas Meautys^ a 

Reverencer of him whilft alive, and an admirer 

now dead^ hath ereded this Momtment. 

The Univerlity of CamhiJge condoled the lofi of fuch a 
Son y as many other Gentlemen did the lofs of fuch a Fa- 
ther in Learning : But the Copies oiVorfts which were made 
upon that occaiion^ bemg fent to Dr. lUv/ley , he fuppref- 
fed many of them from the Light : not becaufe they did 
not veiy well deferve to be feen ^ but becaufe , as he iaith 
himfelfj his Deceaied Lord was wont to be pleaied not with 
Numbefy but with Weight. 

It may be how defired y diat fome juft Deicription and 
Charader fhould be given of this eminent Man ; but the 
Image of his Perfon y which was once fo obnous to every 
eye^ is now fo obicure to mine3 the Reprefentation thereof 
in ?rinss being far from the Beft y and the onely Ti3tsre in 
Colours I remember to have feen y being much inferiour 
to them^ I (hall borrow what affiftance I can from the Pens 
of others. He was of the midling Stature of Men ^ and of 
Prefence grave and comely : ^f Having, as the Ingenious 
^^ and Learned Gentleman Mr. Evejlyn obferves in his late 
^^ Difcourfe of Medals^ a fpadous Forehead and piercing Eye, 
^^ always (as he had oeen told by one that knew him well) 
^^ looking upwards^ as a Soid in fublime Contemplation y and 
'^ as the Penbn who by ftanding up againft Dogmat^s, was 
^^ to emancipate the long and miterable Captivated Philofo^ 
'^^ pbia y which hath ever fmce made fuch Conquers in the 
^^ Territories of Natnre. 

But how defedive foever I am in this Portrait of his Per^ 
fnty it would be vaftly more apparent y fhould I attempt te 
defcribe his A£nd ; that Forma atema y which can onely be 
feen y in the Lineaments his own Head and Hand has 
drawn : For (ince he was a Man of a moft fublime and 
Hexaked Ge^iwj comparable to any thefe latt^ Ages of the 
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World har^nown , who befides a quicfk and lively :^re- 
binfm ^ a ftrong and faichfiil Mtmorj , was endued With a 
clear and folid Jndgement , and an EhcMm which was the 
<51ory of his Times^ and alraoft ininntable : It would be a 
prefumption in me , fo far remov'd from his Abilities , 
to rfiink my felf able to conceive a full Iikn of his worthy 
much more to exprefe it to the JForlJ. I might inftead there- 
of, after the manner of fome y rather weary than fatisfie 
die Reader, fhould I bring to his view, thdfe many Bnkgys 
which have been given his Lordfhip by Domeftick and Fo- 
reign Writers, and which my felf have feen. But to what 
hath been already done of that nature , I hope no Perfon 
will be ctifpleafed to fee what follows , undcfr the Pens of 
two Perfons , who remembred him living, and two others, 
I preftmie, well acauainted with his Works. 

^ T^ttt happened in my Time,laith the testfned Poet Ben. 
^ Jolmfm^ hisDifcin^eriesyOnc Noble Speaker, the Lord Te-

^^ they are the Seminaries of State ; and nothing is worthier 
^^ .the Study of a Statefman^ than that Part of the RefMicJ^ 
^^ which we call the Advancement of Letters. Witnefs the 
^^ Care of Julius Cafar^ who in the Heat of the Civil War, 
^^ writ his Boolu of Anakgjy and Dedicated them to TuUy.

^^ St. Albans. Who in all Companies Hid appear a good ?re^ 
^^ ^ienty if not a Mafier in thofe Arts ehtertam'd tor the Sub- 
^^ jed of every ones Difcomfe. So as I dare maintain, without 
the leaft affedation of Flattery or Hjferholcy that his moft 
cafual Talk deferveth to be written, as I have i)een told 
his firft or fouleft Copies required no great labour to ren« 
der them competent for the niceft Judgements. A high 
Perfedion, attainable onely by Ufcy and treating with 
every Man in his refpedive Profeffion, and what he was

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^' rooft vers'd in. So as I have heard him enteitain a Goun- 
^^ try^ Lor J in the proper Terms^ relating to Hawks and J>Qg$ ; 
^^ and at another time out-cant a LamJm-Cfyrurgean. Thus he 
^^ did not onely learn himfelf^ but gratifie fuch a$ taught 
" him i . who looked upon their Callings as Honoured 
^^ through his notice. Nor did an eafie falling into jitph-

^' dred him no lefs necelTary than admirable^ at the C^mtciU 
*" Table ; where in reference* to Jmfo/hions^ Mmofcl'us^ &c. 
^^ the meaneft ManufaAures were an ufual Argument. And 
. '' as I have heard, did in this Baffle the Earl of MdJkfex, 
\) ^' that was born and bred a Citiz^eny &c. yet without any 
'^ great, if at all, interrupting his other Studhsy as is not 
^^- l^rd to be imagin'd of a quick Affrebinjimy in which he 
*^ was Admirable. 

The two fucceeding CbaraStersy I am to mention, werede- 
(cribed upon the lame occalion. The One by the prefent Bi- 
fhop of il^ib^j^er, in his Excellent Hifiwy of the A^4/ Society 
gi^Londony Inftituted for the promoting of NattirafsLXiA £jc-^ 
ferimental Knowled^y upon the Plan ^nA- Rules laid down by 
my Lord Bacon. The other in a Toem of the Admirable Mr. . 
Co3i)lejs to the laid Society ^ whereof I have onely tranfcribed 
the. Fifth Stanza ; tho' there is much more faid by wa)F oP. 
Encomium on this Lord.

I have now made fo full a Point, and I believe fo well 
Entertain'd the Reader with thefe Relations of others, that 
I cannot eafily prevail with my felf to continue my own.Bat 
confiderin^ what hath been faid of this Noble Lord in the 
middle and latter part of his Life, may raife in fbme a De- 
fire to look a little into the Former, I ihall rather ad a pre- 
pofterous Part, than refufe to gratifie fo reafonable an In- 
clination. 

He was Born upon the lad of January, in the year if 6?, 
at Tork-Houfe near the Strand, then the Refidence of his Fa- 
ther, Sir Nicholas Bacon, Lord Keeper of the Great Seal; 
whom the Renown'd Chief Jufiice Vofham affirm'd to have 

been 
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been the greateft and ableft M inifter of his Time. His Mo* 
ther was one of the Six Daughters of Sir Antioity C^el, Pre- 
ceptor to King Edii/ard the Sixths and all Celebrated among 
their other Qualifications^ for an exaA knowledge of the 
Greek and Roman Languages. Of this fecond Marriage the 
Lord Keeper had onely two Sons ; Francis the youngeft of 
them was fent very early to Trmitj-G$Uege in Cambridge^ 
where he foon palfed through the Circle of the Arts, From 
the Univerfity he attended Sir Jmiaf- Paulet^ the Queen's 
Jmbajfador into France^ by whom he was difpatched to her 
Majefty, which Part he difcharg'd with great Approbation. 
But his Father dying in the year 1 09^ before he had made 
that Provifion for this Son he intended, he came again into 
England^ and fix'd himfelf at Greys-hn^ where he fpent a 
;reat Part of his Life : Retiring fometimes to his Pleafant 
ieat at Gorhambury near St. Albans^ which delcended to him, 
by the Death of his deareft Brother Mr. Anthmy Baccn. 

But his Abilities furmounted all the Difficulties of his firft 
Fortunes^rendriog him,fo efteem-d, that he waS'Whilfr very 
young brought into the Parlinment-llouk}-in thofe Aflem- 
Wies he foon became eminent, and fo continued during the 
Reign of Queen EllMbitb. Which brings me to the Time 
where this Difcourfe be? jiis, I ftiall there conclude the 
fame. Perfwading my felf, that if any Perfon fball think fit 
to do the lilce Honour to the Englifhy that Monfieur Ter^ 
rauU hath done to the Fretjch^ of the Century fo lately pafs*dr 
my Lord Bacons Virtues and good Qualities will be efteem'ci 
fo much fuperior to his Defects, that none will deny him, 
an early Place among the. raoft iBufirictu^ Aden- of that;

But tht Lord Hiy^ 
afterwards Created Vicmnt Poncafter and Earl of Carlif.e^ Marrying in 
1617 his youngeft Daughter the Lady Lucy Percy ^ a Lady of the moft ce- 
lebrated Wit and Beauty of any in her times : His Rcleafe from the 
Tmer was obtained about the year 1^1 x. Though it is faid the Earl was 
with great difficulty prevail-d to accept of this Favour, becaufe procured 
by a Man, be difdamed to own to be fo near a Relation as that of a 
Son. 

{b) Inftead of this Declaration Sir Francis Bacon tells us in another 
place, that at this time there came forth in Print the King's Bool^^ con- 
taining matter of Inftruftion to the Prince his Son, touching the Offce of 
a t^ing J which falling into every Man*s hand, filled the whole Realm as 
with a good Perfume and Incenfe before the King's coming in, and far 
exceeded any Formal or curious Edift or Declaration which could have 
been devifed of that Nature, wherewith Princes in the beginning of their 
Keignsdo ufe to grace themfelves, or at lead exprefs themfelves gracious 
io the Eyes of their People.

the times pad ; and that one juft and compleat Hifiory 
were Compiled of both Nations. And if any Man think 
it may refrefh the Memory of former difcords, he may^ 

higher than in this Letter; beginning with the Union of theRofes under 
Htmj the Seventh, and ending with the Union of the Kingdoms under 
King jF^mffj. A portion of time filled with fo ^reat and variable Accidents 
both in Church and State, and fince fo well difcovered to the view of the 
World, that had other Parts the fame poformance, we (hould not longer 
lye under any reproach of this kind. And fince the Specimen Sir WiUum 
Tlwf^e has given the Nation, and the prbgrefs another faithfiil-and indu*- 
ftriou» Gentleman has made ;. we may boi)e ta fee a general Hiftory of 
Cn^/tf ni compleated in our times. The Reign of King Hfurjr the Seventh 
was written bv our Author foon after his Retireqientj with fo great a 
Beauty of Stile and wiidom of Obfervation, that nothing can be more 
entertaining, where the Truth of Hiftorv is not difguifed with the laUe 
Colours of Romance. It was lo acceptable a Prefent to the Tiina of WaltSy 
that when he became i^/'^, he commanded him to proceed with the Reign 
of King Htmj the Eighth.

I was with him . yefterday 
in private conference, about iialf an Hour : And this 
day again, atfuch timeashe didfeal, which he en* 
dured well^ almoft the (pace of an Hour, though the 
Vapour of WaXy be ofienfive to him. He is free from 
9iFever^ peifed in liis. powers, ofMemary and Sfeech ; 
And not hollow, in bis Voice, nor Look; He hath no 
panting, or labouring Refpiration; Neither are his 
C^hs dry^' or weak. But whofoever thinketh, his 
-Difotfe is but Melancholy, he maketh no true JudgCi^ 
:ment of it^ For it is, plainly, a formed and deep 
-Cough, with a Pedttral fiircharge ; Sa. that, at times, 
be doth almofi, AHlmam agere. I forbear to adverti(e 
^our Majefty, of .the Care I took to have CommiiTK 
ens in readinefs^ becaufe Mr. Secretary Lake hath lee 
me underftand, he fignified as much to your Majefty :

// may pleafeyour moft Excellent Majefy. 

I Was yefterday, in the Afternoon, with my Lord 
Chancellor J according to your Commandement , 
which I received by the Mafler of the Horfe; And find 
the Old Man, well comforted ; both towards God, and 
towards the World, and that fame middle Comfort, 
which is Divine, and Humane, proceeding from your 
Majefly, being God's Lieutenant, on Earth, I am per- 
fwaded, hath been a great Caufe, that fuch a Sicknefs, 
hath been portable, to fuch an Age. I did not fail, in 
my Conjedure ; that this Bufmefs, of the Chancery , 

hath 
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hath ftirred him ; He (heweth to defpife it, but he is 
full of it ; and almoft, like a young DuelM, that find- 
eth himfelf behind hand. 

I will now, as your Majefty requireth, give you a 
true Relation, of that which hath pafled ; neither will 
I decline, your Royal Commandment, for deliverkig 
ray Opinion al(b, though it be a tender SubjedJ", to 
write on j But F, that account my Being, but as an Ac 
cident to my fervice, will neglecft. no duty upon Self- 
Safety. 

Firil, it is neceflary, I let your Majefty know, the 
Ground of the Difference^ between the two Courts ; 
that your Majefty , may the better underftand the 
Narrative. 

There was a Statute made, xj Edw. 3. Cap. i. 
which, C no doubt ) in the principal Intention there* 
of, was ordained, againft thofe, that fued to Rome p 
wherein there are Words, fomewhat general, againft 
any, that queftionethy or impeacheth^ any Judgment y gi- 
ven in the Kings Courts^ or in any other Court. Upon 
theft doubtful Words C ^^^^'' Courts^ ) the Controver- 
(ie groweth. For the founder Interpretation, taketh 
them, to be meant, of tho(e Courts, which though, 
locally, they were not held at Rome^ or where the 
Top^s Chair was, but here within the Realm ; yet in 
their Jurifdidion, had their Dependance, upon the 
Court of Rome; As were the Court of the Legate 
here, and the Courts of the Arch BiJhopSy and Bijhops^ 
which were then, but fubordinate Judgment Seats, to 
that high Tribunal of Rome. And for this Conftni* 
dion, the Oppofition of the Words, C if they be well 
obferved ) between the Kin^s Courts and other Courts^ 
maketh very much : For it importeth, as if thofe other 
CourtSy were not the Kings Courts. Alfo, the maint 
Scope of the Statute, f orcifieth the fiime : And laftly,. 

the 
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the Pwdice of many Ages. The other Inter |>retati- 
on, ( which ckaveth to the Letter, ) expoundeth the 
Kiftg's Courts^ to be the Courts »f Law^ only, and ether 
Courts, to be Courts of Equity, as the Chancery , £x- 
cbeqmr-cbamher, Dutckfy &c. Though this alfo flyeth, 
indeed, from the Letter, for that all thefe, are the 

Kin^s Courts. 

There is alfo another Statute^ which is but a fimple 
Prohibition , and not with a Penalty, of a Prtmmi- 
re, (as the other is;) '^b'** "ft^"" ^**ly^ents given ht the 
iUng's Courts, the forties jbdl he ht feace, except the 
fu^emeut he unione, ly Error, or Attaint, which is a 
Legal form, of Reverfal. And of this alfo, I hold, 
the Sounder Interpretation to be, to fettle Pofleffioos, 
againft Dtfturbances, and not to take away Remedy, in 
Effuitji, where thofe fut^ements, are obtained, ex Ri. 
gore Juris, and a&M good Confcience. 

But upon thele two Statutes^ there hath been, a 
late CoAceit in Come, that if a Jndgeoteot, pals, aft 
the ComnfK>a Law, againil any, that he mty not, after 
fue, for Relief in dwiKery .• And if he doth, both He, 
£knd his Counlel, and his Solicitors, yea and the Judge 
in Equity himiel^ are within die Danger, of thofe 

Statutes. 

Here your Majefty, hajth the true fbttej of thefifr- 
ftioH, which I was ncceffarily to open to yon firft^ be- 
caufe your Majefty, calleth for tlas Relation ; not a& 
News, but as BuTuaels. Now to the Uyitoricai part. 

It is the Courfe, of the Kings Bench, that they give 
in Oiarge to a Gran J futy, Otfences of all Natuaes, to- 
be prefenced within MiJJlefex, where the faid Court is. 
And the manner is, to enumerate them, as it were, in 
Articles. This was done by Jufiice Crook, the Wed- 
nefday, before the Term ended. And that Article, 
( if any M<!in, after a Judgement given, had. drawn the 
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faid fuJgement^ to a new Examination , in any other 
C$nrtj ) was by him, fpecially, given in Charge ; 
which had not u(ed to be given, in Charge before^^ 
Jt is true, it was not folemnly dwelt upon, but, as it 
were, thrown in aoiongft the reft. 

The laft day, of the Term j ( And that which all 
Men condemn, the (uppofed laft day, of my Lord 
CbancelUr^s life ; } There were two Indidments pre* 
ferred, of Premnnire^ for fuing in Chancery^ after Judg- 
ment in Common Law ; The one by Rich. Glanvile^ 
the other by William Allen: The former againft 
Courtney^ the party in Chancery, Giii the Councel- 
lor, and Denrft the Clark ; The latter, againft Aldet'^ 
man Bowles^ and Humfry Smithy parties in Chancery ; 
Seijeant More the Coun(ellor, Elias Woedy Solicitor in 
theCaufe, and Sir "fohn tindckl^ Mr. of the Chancery, 
and an Afteflbr, to my Lord Chancellor. 

For the Cafes themfelves, it were too long, to trou- 
ble your Majefty, with them ; But this I will (ay i If 
they were fet on, that preferred them, they were the 
worft Marks-men, that ever were, that fet them on. 
For there could not have been chofen, two (uch Cau* 
fes, to the Honour, and Advantage, of the Chancery ^ 
for the Juftneis of tht Decrees, and the Foulne(s ; and 
Scandal, both of Fad, and Perfon, in thofe that im-^ 
peach the Decrees. 

The Grand Jury ^ confiftiog) C ^^ ^^ ^^i^^^h,} of very 
Subftantial, and Intelligent, Perfons, would notfind* 
the Bills; Notwithftanding, they were clamoured by 
the parties, and twice ftntback, by the Court; And 
in Conclufion, refolutely. Seventeen of Nineteen, 
found an Ignoramus : Wherein, for chat time, I think. 
Ignoramus was wi(er, than thofe that know too much. 

Your Majefty will pardon me, if I be fparing, in^ 
delivering to you, {ome other Circumftances, of Ag- 

gra- 
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gravation, and of Concurrences, of fbme like M 4t- 
ters, the fame day ; as if it had been fome fatal Con- 
flellation. They be not things, fo fufficiently tryed, 
as I dare put them, into your Ear. 

For my Opinion, I cannd^but begin, with this Pre* 
face ; That I am infinitely foriy, that your Majefty, is 
thus put, to (alve, and cure, not only Accidents of 
Time, but Errors of Servants : For I account this, 
a kind of Sicknefs^ of my Lord CokeSy that comes, al- 
mofl, in as ill a time, as the Sicknefs of my Lord Chatu 
ceUor. And as C I think, } it was one of the wifefl: 
parts, that ever he played, when he went down, to 
your Majefty, to Rayfion^ and defired, to have my Lord 
Chancellory joined with him ; So this was one of the 
weakeft parts, that ever he played, to make all the 
World perceive, that my Lord Chancellor^ is fevered 
from him, at this time. 

But for that, which may concern your Service, which 
is my End, ( leaving other Men to their own Ways j } 
Firft, my Opinion is plainly, that my Lord Cokey at 
this time, is not to be difgraced; both becau(e, he is 
fbwell habituate, for that which remaineth, ofthefe 
Capital Caufes ; And alfo , for that, which I find, is 
in his Breaft, couching your FinanceSj and Matters of 
Repair, of your Eftafe. And, C if I mought (peak it,) 
as I think, it were good, his hopes were at an end, in 
fome kind, (b I could wi(h, they were railed, in (bmc 
other. 

On the other fide, this great, and publick Affront, 
not only to the Reverend, and well deferving, peribn, 
of your Chancellor; ^And, at a time, when he was 
thought, to lye, on Dying, which was barbarous ,0 
But to your High Court of Chancery , which is the 
Court, of your abfolute Power j may not, On my O- 
pinion,) pals lightly, nor end, only, in (bme Formal 

Atone- 
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Atonement; ButUfe is to be rfiade thereof, for the fee- 
ling of your Authority, and ftrengthning of your Pre- 
rogative, according to the true Rules of Monarchy. 

Now to reconcile, and accommodate thefe two Ad- 
vices, which feem almoft oppofite. Firfiy your Maje- 
fty, may not fee it, ( though I confeft it be fufpicious,} 
that my Lord Coke was, any way, aforehand, privy 
to that, which was done ; Or that he did fet it, or ani* 
mate it; But only took the Matter, as it came before 
him ; And that his Error was only, that at fuch a time, 
he did not divert it, in fomegood manner. 

Secondly^ if it be true, (izsis reported, } that any of 
the Puifne fudges ^ did ftir this Bofinefi ; Or that, they 
did openly revile, and menace the Jury^ for dotnj 
their Conicience ; ( As they did, honeftly, and truly, 
I think, that Judge^ is worthy, to leefe his place. And 
to be plain with your Majefty^ I do not think, there is 
any Thing, a greater PolychreftOfty or ad multa utikj to 
your Affairs, than upon a juft, and fit Occafion, to 
make fome Example, againfl the Prefumption, of a 
fudgCy in Caufes, that concern your Majefty : where- 
by the whole Body of thofe Magiftratcs, may be con- 
tained the better in awe ; And it may be, this will 
light , upon no unfit Subjed, of a Perfbn, that is 
Rude, and that no Man cares for. 

Thirdly^ if there be no one, (b mpch in fault, Cwhich 
I cannot yet affirm, either way, and there mud be a 
juft Ground, God forbid elfe ; } yet 1 (hpuld think, 
that the very Preemption , of Going fo far, in (b 
high a Caufe, deferveth to have that done, which was 
done in this very Cafe, upon the Indidlment of Ser^ 
}eant Heale^ in QMeen Elizaheth's time ; that the Judges 
fliould anfwer it, upon their knees, before your Ma- 
jefty, or your Council, and receive a fharp Admoni- 
tion : At which time alfo, my Lord Wray^ being 

O then 
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then Ch ief Jnftice^ flipt the Collar, and was forborn. 

Fourthly, for the perfons themfelves, GlaMvile, and 
Allen, which are Ufe Fellowes, and turbulent, \ 
think, there will be difcovered, and proved againft 
them, (befides the preferring of the Bills, } fiich Com- 
binations, and Contemptuous Speeches, and Behavi. 
ours ; As tJ^ere will be good Ground, to call them* 
and perhaps fome of their petty "Counfellors, at Law, 
into the StarChamher, 

In all this, which I have (aid, your Majefty, may be 
pleafcd to obferve, that I do not engage you much, in 
the main Point of the furifdi^ion ; for which I have a 
great deal of Reafbn; which I now forbear. But 
two Things, I wUh to be done. The one, that your 
Majefty, take this Occafion, to redouble unto all your 
Judges, your antient, and true Charge, and Rule, That 
y<)u will endure, no Innovating, the Point of Jurif- 
Ji^hn; but will have every 0«r/, empaled, within 
their own Prefidents ; And not afTume to themfelves, 
new Powers, upon Conceits, and Inventions, of Law : 
The other, that in thefe high Caules, that touch upon 
State, and Monarchy, your Majefty give them ftraight 
Charge; that upon any Occafions intervenient here- 
after , they do not make the Vulgar, party to their 
Conteftations, by publick handling them, twforethey 
have coniulted with your Majefty, to whom the Reigle- 
ment, of thofe things, only appertaineth. 

To conclude, I am not without hope, that your ^!£«- 
jejly, managing this Bufineft , according to your great 
Wildom } ( unto which I acknowledge my Self, not to 
be worthy, to be Oird-holder, or a Candle-holder j } 
will make profit, of this Accident, as a Thing of 
God's (ending. 

Laftly, I may not forget, to reprefent to your Ma- 
jefty, that there is no Ttunking of Arraignments, until 

the& 
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the(e ThingSt be fomewhat accommodate ; And (bme 
outward, and {iiperficial,Reconciliation, at leaft, made, 
between my Lord Chancellor ^ and my Lord Chirf Ju. 
flice. For this Accident , is a Banquet , to all the 
Deltnqnents Friends. But this is a Thing, that falleth 
out, naturally, of it (elf; in refped, of the JuJges 
Going Circuit, and my Lord CbMceMoi^s Infirmity , 
widi Hope of Recovery. And although this Protra- 
dton of Time, may breed (bme doubt of Mutability, 
yet I have lately learned, out of an excellent Letter^ of 
a certain King ; That the Smt ficmeth, fometimesy wam^ 
t9 our Ews, put when the Clouais gone, the Sum is as fo- 
fore.

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This Brefich then, of this great Contrail, is wholly 
on their part ; which could not have been, if your Ma- 
jefty, had broken, upon the Patent : For the Fatent^ 
was your Majefty's AQt ; The Orders^ are their ABt j 
And in the former Cafe, they had not been liable, to 
further Queftion, now they are. 

There reft two Things, to be conftdered : The one^ 
if they, ( like ProteuSy when he is hard held, ) (haU 
yet again, vary their fliapc ; And fliall quit their Orders^ 
convinced of Injuftice, and lay their Impofition only, 
upon the Traik of Whites^ whether your Majefty, (hall 
further expedl?

I Thought it convenient to give his Majefty an Ac- 
count of that which his Majefty gave me in charge 
in general, re(erving the Particulars for his coming ; 
and I find it neceuary to know his Pleafure in (bme 
things, e'er I could farther proceed. 

My Lord Chancellor^ and my Self, (pent Thurfday and 
Yefterday, the whole Forenoons of both days, m the 
Eximination of Sir RoUrt Cotton^ whom we find hi* 
therto but empty, fave onely in the great Point of the 
treaty with Spain. 

This Examination was taken before his Majefty's 
Warrant came to Mr. Vice Chamherlain^ for communi- 
cating unto us the Secrets of the Penfions : Which 
Warrant I received Yefterday morning being Friday^ 
and a meeting was appointed at my Lord Chancellor s^ 
in the Evening, after Council : Upon which Confer- 
ence, we find matter of farther Examination for Sir 
Robert Cotton^ of fome new Articles^ whereupon to 
Examine Somerfety and of entring into Examination of 
Sir William Mounfon. 

Wherefore, firft for Somerfet^ being now ready to 
proceed to Examine him, we ftay onely upon the Duke 
of LenoXy who it feemeth is fallen Sick, and keepeth 
in ; without whom, we neither think it Warranted by 
his Majeftv's Diredion, nor agreeable to his intention, 
that we mould proceed ; For that will want, which 
(hould fweeten the Cup of Medicine , he being his 
Country-man and Friend* Herein then we humbly 

crave 
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crave his Majefty's Diredion , with all convenient 
Q)eed, whether we (hall exped the Duke's recovery, 
or proceed by our {elves; or that his Majefty will 
think of fome otlvsr Per(bn Cqualified according to his 
Majefty^s Juft Intention J to be joyned with us. I re- 
member we had {peech with his Majefly of my Lord 
jB^ry, and I, for my part, can think of no other, ex« 
cept it ifaould be my Lord Chancellor of Scotlandy for my 
Lord Binning may be thought too near Allied. 

I am farther to know his Majeily's Pleafure concern- 
ing the day ; for ftly IjotA Chancellory and I conceived, 
his Majefty to have defigned the Monday and Tuefday 
after St. Georges Feaft; and neverthelefs we conceived 
alio, that his Majefty underflood that the Examinations 
of Somerfet about this , and otherwife touching the 
Spanifb Pradices, ihould firft be put to a point ; which 
will not be poflible, as time cometh on, by reaCbn of 
the accident of the Duke's Sicknefs, and the cau(e we 
find of Sir iViUiam Monnfons Examination, and that di- 
vers of the Peers are to be fent for , from remote 
Places. 

It may Pleafe his Majefty therefore,to take into con- 
fideration, whether the days* may not well be put off 
till Wen/day and Thurfday after the Term, which endeth 
onthe^W^t being the FF^y^ay and Thurfday before^ 
Whitfontide ; or, if that pleafe not his Majefty, ([in re- 
{ped it may be his Majefty will be then in Town,where. 
as thele Arraignments have been ftill in his Majefty's 
abfence from Town,} then to take Monday and tuejday 
after Trinity Sunday^ being the Monday and Tuejday be- 
fore Trinity Term.

Farther, I pray lee his Majefly loiour, tfaatoa 
ThurjAay m the Evening, my Lord Chief Juftke and mj 
(elf attended my Lord CbauceBor at hts Houfe, ibr the 
fettling that Scruple which his Majefty mod: Jafily 
conceived in the Examination of the Lady S^merfet ; at 
which time, refting on his Majefly's Opinion,, ti^ chat 
* Accord- Evidence, as it ftandeth iww uncleared^ mutt * Seam^- 
LawsVf ^^ ^^S^^ /^^ cofifcientM be kid f^c ; The queftion 
<3ood was, whether we fliould leave it out, or try what a^re» 
ena^^^ examination of my Lady S$merfet would produce? 
Whereupon we agreed upon a reexamination of my 
Lady Somerfet^ which my Lord Chief Juftice and I lEwne 
appointed for Monday Morning. I was bold at that 
Meeting to put my Lord Chief Juftice a pofmg Quefti-' 
on ; which was. Whether that Opinion which his Bre^ 
thren had givenrupon the whole Evidence, and he had 
reported to his Majeflyj viz. That it was good Evi* 
dence, in their Opinions, to Convid my Lond of iS^* 
werfet^ was nor Grounded upon this part of the Evi* 
dence now to be omitted, as well as upon the reft Who 
anfwered pofitively. No ; and they never (aw the Ex^' 
pofition of the Letter, but the Letter only. 

The fame Thurfflay Evening, before we entered in- 
to this laft matter, and in the prefence of Mr. Secret»^ 
ry WiftwooJ ( who left us when we went to the former 
bufinefs,} we had Conference concerning the Frauds, 
and abufive Grants pafled to the prejudice of His Ma- 
jefty s State of Revenue ; where my Lord Chief Ju^ 
ftite made fome Relation of his ColleiSiions which he 

had 
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had made of that kind ; of which I will only fay this, 
that I heard nothing that was New to me, and Ifound 
my Lord Chancellor in divers Particulars, more ready 
than I found him. We grew to a Diftribution both of 
Times and of Matters^ tor we agreed what to begin 
with prefently, and what fhould follow, and alfo we 
had Confideration what was to be holpen by Law, 
what by Equity, and what by Parliament , Wherein I 
muft confeft, that in the laft of the(e ( of which my 
Lofd Chief Juftice made moft Account ) I make mou 
Doubt. But the Conclufion was. That upon this En- 
trance, I fhould advife and confer at larse with my

and manner,, for the Examination of my Lord Somer>- 
fet ; wherein that which pafled 0or the General) was 
to this effed ; That he was to-know his own Cafe, for 
that his day of Trya/ could not be far off; but thatthi» 
days \vork was that which would conduce to your Ma- 
jelfy's Juftice little or nothing, but to your mercy- 
•piuch, if. he did lay hold upon itj and therefore,, 
might do him good ». but could do him no hurt; 
For as for your Juftice, there had been great and 
grave Opinion, not only of fiich Judges, as he may

ihew the other, and which is from your Eyes. 

Firfl^ Therefore, behold your Errors ,• In difcourfe 
you delight to fpeak too much, not to hear other men ; 
this, (bme (ay, becomes a Pleader not a Juil^e ; For by, 
this fbmetimes your ASed:ions are intangled with a. 
love of your own Arguments, though they be the 
weaker, and rejeding of tho(e, which when your Af-. 
fc(ftions were fetled, your own Judgement would al-. 
low for (Irongeft. Thus while you (peak in your own 
Element^ the Law^ no man ordinarily equals you ; but 
when you wander (as you often delight to do) you 
wander indeed, and give never (uch fatisfadion as the 
curious time requires. This is not cauled by any natu- 
ral defed, but firft for want of EU£lion^ when you ha- 
ving a large and fruitful mind, fliould not (b much la* 
bour what to fpeak^ as to find what to leave unfpoken.: 
JRich Soils are often to ie jweeded. ^

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Secondly J You cloy your Auditory, when you would 
be obftrved ; Speech muft be either fwect or fliort. 

Thirdly^ You converfe with Books^ not Men^ and ] 
Books fpecially humane, and have no excellent choice \ 
with Men^ who are the heft Books. For a man of Adi- 
on and Employment you feldom converfe with, and 
then but with your Underlings ; not freely, but as a 
School mafier with his Scholars^ ever to teachy never to 
learn; But iffbmetimes you would in your Familiar 
Difcourfe, hear others and make Eledion of fiich as 
know what they {peak ; you fliould know many of 
thefe Tales you tell, to be but ordinary ; and many 
other things, which you delight to repeat, and ftrve 
in for Novelties^ to be hut ftale; As in your Pleadings^ 
you were wont to infult over mifery^ and to inveigh 
bitterly at the Perfons (which bred you many Enemies, 
whole Poyfon yet fwelleth, and the effeds now ap* 
pear ,0 fo ^f^ you dill wont to be a little careleis in 
this Point, to praife, or difgrace, upon flight Grounds, 
and that fbmetimes untruely j fo that your Reproofs 
or Commendations, are, for the mod part, negleded 
and contemned ; When the Cenfure of a fudge (coming 
flow, but fiire) (hould be a Brand to the Guilty, or a 
Crovon to the Vertuous. You will jefl at any man in 
Publick without refpedl of the Perfons Dignity, or 
your own : This difgraceth your Gravity^ more than 
it can advance the Opinion of your Wit ; and fb do 
all A(Jlions which we fee, you do diredlly with a touch 
of vain Glory, having no refped to the true end. You 
make the Law to lean too much to your Opinion, 
whereby you (hew your ftlf to be a Legal Tyrant^ (Iri- 
king with that weapon where you plcaft ; fince you 
are able to turn the edge any way. For thus the wife 
Mafter of the Law gives warning to young Students, 
that they (hould be wary, left while they hope to be 

S inftru<a. 
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infiradtd by your integrity and knowledge ^ they 
ihould be deceived with your skill armed With Autho- 
rity. Your too much love of the World is too lAu^h 
feen, when having the living of a thouiand you relieve 
few or none : The hand that has taken fo mttCh^ can 
it give (b little i Herein you fliew no Bowels of Com- 
paflion^ as if you thought all too little for your (elf ; 
or that GoJ had given you all that you have (if 
you think Wealth to be his Gift^ I mean that you get 
well, for [ know (ure, the reil is dot} onely to that 
end you ihould dill gather more, and never be fatisfied; 
but try how much you would gather, to accompt for 
all at thei Great and General AuJit^dzy. We defire 
you to amend this , and let your poor Tenants in 
Norfolk find Ibmc Comfort, where nothing of your 
Eftate is (pent towards their relief, but brought up hi- 
ther, to the Impoveriihing of your Country. 

|ft your laft^ which might have been your left piece 
of Service to the State^ a^Tedioned to folk)w that old 
rule, which giveth Juftice Lea Jen Heels ^ and Iron 
Hands ; you u(ed too many delays till the Delinquents 
Hands were loded, and yours bound : In that work 
you feemed another Faiiue ; Where the humour of 
MarceOus would have done better : What need you have 
ibught more Evidences than enough ? while you pre- 
tended the finding out of more (mining your aim} you 
difcredit^ what you had found. This beft Judgements 
think ; though you never uicd (iich Speeches as are Fa- 
thered upon you ; yet you might well have done it, 
and but rightly ; For this Crime was fecond to none, 
but the Fowder-Plot : That would have blown up all 
at one blow, a merciful cruelty ; This would have done 
the fame by degrees, a lingring, but a fure way ; One 
might by one be called out,, till all oppolers had been 
removed* 

Befides, 
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BeTides^ that other Plot wasf Scandalous to Rme^ 
making Popery Odious in the fight of the whole 
World ; This hath been Scandalous to the whole Go^ 
fpel ; and fince the firft iiuBiPi to this infliant, when 
Jullice hath her hands bound, the Devil could not have 
invented a more mifchievous practice, to our State and 
Church) than this hath been, is, and is like to be. God 
avert the Evil. 

But herein you committed another fault ; That as 
you were too open in your Proceedings, and fo taught : 
them whereby to defend themfelves ; \o you gave them 
time to undermine Juftice, and to work upon all Ad* 
vantages, both of AfTedions and Honour, and Oppor- 
tunity, and Breach of Friendfliip ; which they have (b 
well followed, (paring neither Pains nor Cods, that it 
almofl feemeth an higher offence in you to have done 
(b much indeed, than that you have done no more ; 
you ftopt the Confefiions and Accufations of ibme 
who perhaps^ had they been fuflered, would have (po- 
ken enough to. have removed (bme flumbling Blocks 
out of your way ; and that you did not this in the fa- 
vour of any one, but of I know not what prefent 
unadvifcd humours, fuppofing enough behind to di(^ 
cover all ; which fell not out (b. Howfoever, as the 
^ofile faith in another Cafe, you went not rightly to the 
truth ; and therefore though you were to be commend- 
ed for what you did ; yet you were to be reprehend- 
ed for many Circumftances in the doing ; and doubt* 
le(s God hath an eye in this Cro(s, to your negligence ; 
and the Briers are left to be pricks in your fides, and 
thorns in your eyes. But that which we commend you 
for, are thole Excellent Parts in Ifature^ and Knowledge 
in the Law^ which you are endued withall ; but thefe 
are onely good in their good ufe. Wherefore we thank 
you heartily for (landing ftoutly in the Common- 

S z wealth's 
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wealth's behalf ; hoping it proceedeth not from a did 
pofition to oppofe Greatneft, ^as your Enemies fay} 
but to do Juftice, and deliver truth indifferently, with* 
out refpedi of Perfbns ; and in this we pray for your 
profperity, and are forry that your good actions (hould 
not always fucceed happily. But in the carriage of 
this you were faulty, for you took it in hand in an evil 
time, both in refpedl of the preftnt Bufinefi which is 
interrupted, and in regard of his prefent SicktfeJS whom 
it concerned, whereby you difunited your ftrcngth , 
and made a Gap for the Enemies to pafs out at, and to 
^ return and aflault you. 

Butnowfince the Cafe fo flandeth, we defire you 
to give way to power, and (b to fight that you be not 
utterly broken, but referved intirely to ferve the Com- 
monwealth again, and do what good you can, fmcc 
you cannot do all the good you would, and fmce you 
are fallen upon this Rock, cafl out the Goods to fave 
the Bottom : Stop the Leaks and make towards Land ; 
Learn of the Steward, to make Friends of the unrigh- 
teous Mammon. Thofe Spaniards in Mexico who were 
chafed of the Indians^ tell us what to do with our 
Goods in our Extremity, they being to pafs over a Ri- 
ver in their Flight, as many as cafl away their GoU^ 
fwam over fafe ; but fbme more covetous , keeping 
their Gold^ were drowned with it, or over-taken and 
flain by the Savages : You have received, now leara 
to give. The Beaver learns us this Leflbn, who being 
hunted for his Stones bites them ofT; You cannot but 
have much of your Eftate Cpardon my plainnefs} ill 
got ; think how much of that you never fpake for, how 
much by fpeaking injuflly or in imjufl Caufes. Account 
it then a bleffing of God, if thus it may be laid out for 
your good, and not left for your heir, to hailen the 
wafling of much of the reft, perhaps of all : For fo 

we 
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we fee God oftentimes proceeds in Judgement with 
many hafly Gatherers ; You have enough to (pare, be- 
ing well laid to turn the Tide, and fetch all things a- 
gain. But if you efcape, I (uppofe it worthy of an (lO 
fince you know the old ufe, that none called in Quefti- 
on muft go away Uncenfured. Yet confidcr that Accu^ 
fations make Wounds , and leave Scars, and though 
you fee the Toyle behind your back, your felf free, and 
the Covert before, yet remember there are Stands; 
Truft not a reconciled Enemy ; but think the peace is 
but to fecure for farther advantage, or exped a (econd 
and a third Encounter j the Main Battle ; the Wings 
are yet unbroken, they may Charge you at an inftant, 
or death before them ; Walk therefore CircumfpecSly, 
and if at length by means of our good Endeavours,and 
yours, you recover the favour that you have loft; give 
God the Glory in a<3ion, not in words only; and re- 
member us with fenfe of your paft misfortune, whofe 
Efiate hath, and may hereafter lye in the povVer of 
your breath. 

There is a great mercy in Difpatchj Delays are Tor- 
tures, wherewith by degrees we are rent out of our 
Eftates (a) j do not you (if you be reftored} as fome 
others do fly from the (ervice of Vertue to ferve the

But now that I have In- 
formed my Self of as much as is necedary, touching 
this Proceeding of the Judges^ to the Argument of the 
Commendams C notwithftandins your Majefty 's Pleafure 
fignified by me, upon your Majefty's Commandment ; 
in Prefence of my Lord Chancellor and the Bifiop of 
Wincbejler to the contrary ,} I do think it fit to adver* 
ti(e your Majefty what hath pafled ; the rather becauie 
I (uppofe the Judges, fince they performed not your 
Commandment^ have at leaft given your Majefty their 
Reafons of failing therein ; I being to anfwer for the 
doing your Majefty's Commandments, and they for 
the not doing. 

I did conceive, that in a Caufe that concerned your 
Majefty and your Royal Power, the Judges having

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heard your Attorney General ai^ue the Saturday before, 
would of chemfdves have taken farther time to be ad- 

Tifed. 

And ( if I fail not in memory) my Lord Qokt recei- 
ved from your Majefty's ftif, as I take it, a precedent 
Commandment, in Hilary Term; that both in the 
Hege inconjulto^ and in the CommenJamSy your Attorney 
fhould be heard to fpeak, and then flay to be made of 
farther ProceediDgs> till my Lord had fpoken with 
your Majefty. 

Neverthelefs, hearing that the Day appointed for the 
Judges Argument held, contrary to my Expedation, 
I ftnt on ThurfJay in the Evening ( having received 
your Majefty's Commandment but the Day before , in 
the Afternoon ) a Letter to my Lord Coke^ whereby 
I let him know, that upon (bme Report of my LorJ of 
Winchefler , C who by your Commandment was pre- 
fent at my Argument of that which pafled j ) it was 
your Maje(ly*s expreft Pleafure, that no fiirther Pro- 
ceedings ihould be, until you had conferr'd with your 
Judges ; which your Majefly thought to have done at 
your being now laft in Town ; but by Reafon of ytmr 
many and weighty Occafions, your Princely Times 
would not ferve ; and that it was your pleafbre he 
ihould fignifie (b much to the reft of the Judges, where- 
of bis Lordjhip might not fail His Anfwer by Word 
to my Man was, that it were good the reft of the 
Judges underftood fo much from my felf^ wlnreupon 
I (that cannot skill of Scruples in matter of Service )

That his Majefly (hall make unto them now a De* 
€larative of two great Caufes, whereof he doubteth- 
not they have heard by Glympfes ; the one concern- 
ing his high Court of Chancery^ the other concerning 
the Church and Prelacy ; but both of them deeply touch- 
ing his Prerogative and Sovereignty, and the Flowers 
of his Crown. 

That about the end of Hillary Term laft, there came 
to his Majefty's Ears, only by common Voice and Re- 
port, not without great Rumour and Wonder, that 
there was (bmewhat done in the Kings Bench the laft 
Day of that Term, whereby his Chancery ihould be 
puUed down« and. be brought in Quellion for Premu^ 
nire being the moft heinous Offence after Treafbn, and 
Felony, and Mifprifion of Treafbn : and that the time 
fhpuld be y^ when the Chancellor lay at the Point of 
Death. 

That his Majefty was fo far from hearing of this by 
any Complaint from his Chancellor ^who then had 
given over worldly Thoughts ) that he wrote Letters 
of Comfort to him upon this Accident, before he 
heard from him ;, and for his Attorney^ his Majefly 
challenged him for not advertifing him of that, of 
which it was proper for his . Majefty to be informed 1 
from him« 

That his Majefly being fenfible of this fa great No-f 
velty and Perturbation in his Courts of Juftice; never* 
thelefs ufed this Method and Moderation, That before 
he would examine this great Affront and Difgrace of- 
fered to his Chancery and Chancellory he would firft in^ 
form himfelf whether the Chancery or ChanceSor wert. 
in Fault ;. and whether the former PrejiJents of Chan-^ 
eery did warrant the Proceedings there after Judgment 
pafled at Common Law Cwhich was the thing in Que- 
ftion ) a;id thereupon his Majefty called his learned 

Coun- - 
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Councii to him and Commanded them to examine 
the Prefidents of Chancery, and to certifie what they 
found } which they did, and by their Certificate it 
appeareth , that the Prefidents of that kind, were 
many, and precift in the Point, and conftant, and in 
good times, and allowed many times by the Judges 
themfelves, 

That after this j his Majefty received from the Lord 
Chancellor a Cafe^ whereby the Qjiefthn was dearly 
fet down and contained within the proper Bounds 
of the prefent Doubt , being Whether upon aPparait 
Matter of Equity^ which the ^nthes of the Law by their 
Tlace and Oath canmt meJdk with or releive^ (if a Judg^ 
ment he oncepaffedat Contmon Law ) the Suhjeh Jhall pt^ 
rifby or that the Chancery JbaS relieve Aim, and whe^ 
ther there he any Statute of Premunirc or other^ to re^ 
ftrain this Power i;« /ii^^ Chancellor j which Cafe upon 
the Reaucft of the Lord ChanceSorhis Majefty likewife 
referred to his Learned Council, C^nd the Princes Jt- 
torney Mn Walter was joined with them } who upon 
great Advice and View of the Original Records them- 
felves, certified the Chancery was not reftrained by any 
Statute in that Cafe. 

That his Majefly again required his learned Council 
to call the Clerks of the Kings Bench to them, and to 
receive from them any Prefidents of Indt^ments in the 
Kings Bench againft the Chancery for proceeding in the 
like Cafe, who produced only two Preftdcnts, being 
but Indiiftments offered or found, upon which there 
was no other Proceeding, and the Qcrks faid they had 
u(ed Diligence and could find no more. 

That his Majefty after he had received this Satisfa- 
dtion that there was ground , for that the Chancery had 
done; and that the Chancery was not in fault ; he 
thought then it was time to queftion the MiOcmeanour 

and 
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and Contempt , in (candalizing and dishonouring his 
Juftice in that high Court of Chancery^ in fo odious a 
Manner : and commanded his Attorney General with 
the Advice of the reft of his learned Council, to prole- 
cute the Offenders in the Star-Chamhcr which is done ; 
and {bme of them are fled, and others ftand out, and 
will not anfwer. 

That there refteth only one part more, towards his 
Majefty's compleat Information in this Caufe ; which 
is to examine that which was done in open Court the 
faid laft Day of HiBary Term, and whether the Judges 
of the King s Bench did commit any Excefs of Autho- 
rity ; or did animate the Offenders otherwife, than ac- 
cording to their Duty and Place j which Enquiry, be* - 
caufe it concemeth the Judges of a Court Cto keep Or- 
der and Decorum } his Majefty thinketh not fo conve-- 
nient to ufe his learned Council therein, but will com- 
mit the fame to fome of the Council Table ^ and his ; 
learned Council to attend them. 

This declared , or what elfe his Majefty in his own • 
high Wifciom (hall think good : it will be fit time to . 
have the Certificate of the learned Council openly 
read. 

His Majefty may, if he pleaft, forbear to publiffi at 
this time at the Table the Committees ; biit fignifie his . 
Pleafure to themftlves afterwards. 

The Committees named by his Majefty were the 
Archlifbop of Canterbury ^ Secretary Lake^ the Chancellor .- 
of the Exchequery and the Mafler of the Rolls. 

This Report is to be prefixed, to be given in by 
XVednefday at Night, that his Majefty may communi- 
cate it with his Council , and take further Order on - 
Thurfday thereupon, if his Majefty be fo pleafed. 

At this Declaration^ it is his Majefly's Diredion ^to - 
the end things may appear to be the more evenly car- 
ried,) 
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ricd,) that neither my Lord Chancellor^ nor ray Chief 
J4(flice be prefent. 

But then when his Majefty entreth into the fecond 
Declarative, my Lord Chancellor is to be called for : 
but my Lord Cbiej Juftice not j becaufe it conceraeth 
him. 

For the Second Declarative^ that his Majefly hath 
Reafon to be offended and grieved, in that which paf- 
fed touching the Comnendams both in Matter and Man- 
ner ; for the Matter, That his Majefty 's Religious Care 
of the Church and of the Prelacy^ and namely of his 
Lords Spiritual the Bi(hops, may well appear ; firft:, in 
that he hath utterly expelled thofe Sectaries or in- 
conformable Pcrfons that fpurned at the Government. 
Secondly, That by ji Statute made in the firft Tear of 
his ReigUj he hath preferved their Livings from being 
wafted and delapidate by long Leafes , and therein 
bound himfelf and his Crown and Succeflion : And 
laftly, That they fee two BiChops privy Counfellors at 
the Table, which hath not been of late Years. 

That agreeably to this, his Majefty's Care and good 
Affedlion, hearing that there wasa Ca(e of the Bifliop 
of Lincoln's^ wherein his Nflajeft3r's fupreme Power of 
Granting Commendams ^which in refpe<% of the Exility 
of Bifhopricks is {bmetimes neceftary } was queftion- 
ed to be overthrown or weakened; be commanded his 
Attorney General^ not only to have Care to maintain it 
according to his Place, but al(b that he fliould relate to 
his Majefty how things pafted ; and did alfo Command 
the Bifliop of Winch^er to be prefent at the publick 
Argument of the Cafe ; and to report to his Majefly 
the true State of that Queftion, and how far it exten- 
ded.

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This bein^ accordingly done ; then upon Report of 
the Biftiop ol Winchefter in prefence of the L$rd Cban^ 
ceUor J His Majefty thought it neceflary, That before 
the Judges proceeded to declare their Opinion, they 
fhould have Conference with his Majefty to the end to 
fettle fome Courfe, that Juftice might be done, and his 
Regal Power ^ whereof his Crown had been fb long 
vefted ) not touched nor diminiflied.

That his Majefty *s At^ 
torney fignified fo much by his Letters Q the next Day 
after he, had received his Commandment } to all the 
Judges, and that in no imperious manner, but alledg- 
ing the Circumftances aforefaid, that the Cafe was 
lately Argued; his Majefty's Bufinefs great; another 
Term at hand, Sfc. 

Now folio weth the Manner that was held in this, 
which his Majefty conceiveth was not only indiftreet, 
but prefumptuous and contemptuous. 

For Jirfij they difobeyed this his Majefty's Com- 
mandment, and proceeded to publick Argument not- 
withftanding the fame ; and thought it enough to cer- 
tifie only their Mind to his Majefty. 

Secondly^ in a general Letter under all their Hands

Thirdly^ above all, it is to be noted and juftly doubt-* 
ed, that upon the contrary in this that they have done^ 
they have broken their Oathi For their Oath is to 
counfel the King when they (hall be called; and if 
when the King calleth them to Council, they will da 
the Deed firft, and give him Council after, this is 
more than a fimple RefufaK 

Laftlj^ it is no new Thing upon divers particular 
Occafions, of a far higher Nature, than the Confult^ 
ing with their SmereigM about a Caufe of great Mo« 
ment, to put off Days, and yen no Breach of Oath. 
And there was another fair Paflage well known to my 
Lord Cokcy that he might haveufedif it had pleafed 
him ; for that every Day was appointed for the King's 
great Caufe in the CbMcery^ both for my Lord Hdhart 
and him ; which Caufe ought to have had Precedence a* 
fore any privateCaufe,asthey would have this feem to be. . 

To this Letter his Majefty madeamoft Princely 
and prudent Anfwer, which I leave to it (elf. 

Upon this Declaration his Majefty will be pleafed to 
have the Judges Letter and his own Letter read. 

Then his Majefty C for his part as I conceive) will be 
(deafed to ask the Advice of his Council as well for the 
Stay of the new Day which is Saturday next, as for 
the Cenftre and Reproof of the Contempt paflcd j for 
though th^fu^es are a Reverend Body j, yet they are

But if you lift to remember what Princely care we 
have ever had fince our coming to this Crown, to 
(ee Joftice duly Adminiflred to our Snbjeds, with 
all poflible expedition; and how hoc we have ever 
been from urging die deky thereof in any (brt you 
Doay (afely p^fWade your lelves that it was no final! 
reMOtt tut moved us to (end you that diredion i 
" You might v^ well have {pared your IsAma 
** in informing us of the Nature of your Oath ; fat 
" although we never ftudied thu Qpmwm Law of Etu 
** gUndi yet are we not igjooraoc «f ^ny Points which 
" belong to a King to know ; We are therefore to in- 
** form you hereby, that We are fiur from arolfing or 
delaying any thing which nu^ belong to the Intereft 
of any private party in this Gale, but we cannot 
be contented to fofier the Trengfithtt Hayal of our 
Crown to be wooaded through the fides of a pri> 
vate Periba ; We have no care at all whicfa of the 
Partis (hall win his Proaefi in this Ca&y (o that 
ri^ jprevail, and that JuftiCe be truly Adminiftred. 
But on die other fide, we have rea£^ to forefee 
that nothing be done in this Ca(e which may 
wound our Prerogative in General ; and therefore 
(b that we may be Are that noduag ftall be debated 
amongn: you which may coneorn our general pow- 
tt of giving CimmenJamSf we d^fire not the Parties 
tx) have one hours delay of Juflieev but that our Pre> 
rogative ihould not be wtvadcd in that regard for 
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all times hereafter upon pretext of private Perfons 
Interelly we fent you that dire(9ion ; which we ac- 
count as well to be wounded if it be publickly di(^ 
^^ puted upon, as if any ientence were given againft 
** it. We are therefore to admonifh you, That fince 
** the Prerogative of our Crown hath been more bold- 
^^ ly dealt withal in Weftminfier^HaO^ during the time 
^^ of our Reign, then ever it was before in the Reigns 
^^ of divers Princes immediately preceding us, that 
^^ we will no longer endure that popular and unlaw* 
*' fill Liberty ; and therefore we were juftly moved to 
^^ (end you that dire(3:ion to forbear to meddle in a 
^ Caufe of (b tender a nature , tiU we bad further 
^^ thought upon it. We have caufe indeed to rejoice 
** of your zeal for your fpeedy Execution of Juftiee : 
^^ But we would be dad that all our Subji^ds might 
^^ (b find the Fruits thereof, as that no Pleat beiore 
you were of older date than this is. But as to your 
Argument, which you found upon your Oatb^ you 
*^ give our Predeceilbrs who firft founded the Oath, a 
^^ very charitable meaning, in perverting their inten- 
^^ tion and zeal to Juftice, to make a Weapon of it, to 
^^ u(e againft their Succeflors: For ahhough your Oath 
^ be, that vou (hall not delay Juftice between any pri- 
^* vate Perions or Parties,yet was it not meant that the 
^^ King fhould thereby receive harm, before he be 
** forewarned thereof : Neither can you deny but that 
** every Term, you will out of your own Docretionsy 
for Reafbns known unto you, put off either the 
hearing or determining of any Otdinaiy Cau(e be- 
** betwixt private Perfons till the next Term foUow- 
^^ ing. Our Pleafiire therefore is, who are the Head 
^ and Fountain of Juftice under God in our Domini- 
^^ ons^ and we out of our abfolute Power and Autho- 
^* rity Royal do Conmaod you, that you forbear to 
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*^ meddle any ftirthcr in this Tlea till our coming to 
** Town, and that out of our own Mouth you hear 
^ oar Pleafiire in this Bufinefs ; which we do out of 
" the care we have^ that our Prerogative may not re- 
" ceive an unwitting and indircdJ: blow ; and not to 
*^ hinder Juftice to be adminiftred to any private Par^ 
^^ ties, which no Importunities (hall perfwade us ta 
move you in. Like as onJy for the avoiding of your 
unreafonable Importunity of Suitors in their owa 
particular, that Oath was by our Predeceflbrs Or^ 
^^ dained to be minifired unto you, (b we wiifa you* 
" heartily well to fare.. 

Toftfcript, 

You fliair upon the Receipt of this Letter call our 
Attorney General unto you, who will inform you* 
of the particular Points which we are unwil- 
ling to be difputed of in this Cafe.. 

This Letter being read, his Majefly refblved ta 
take into bis Confideration the parts of die Judges Ixu 
ter and other their Proceedings in that Cau&, and the 
Errors therein contained and committed ; which Errors* 
his Majefty did^fet forth to be both m Matter^ and Man^ 
ner ; In Matter^ as well by way of Omiffion as Com- 
miffion ; for Omiffion that it was a Fault in the Judges,, 
that when they heard ^Connfeffor at the Barr prefume 
to Areae againft his Majeify's Prerogative, which in^ 
ikis Cafe,, was in Efieft his Supremacy, they did noD 
interrupt and reprove ibarply that bafe and bold Courfb 
of Defaming or Impeachii^ things of fo high a Na- 
ture by DHcourie ; efpecially fince his Majefty hatk 
obiervra, that ever (ince his Coming to the Crown, 
the popular. Sort of Lawyers have, been the Men, thatr 

moft, 
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moft affirontedly in aU ParUaments have trodden upon 
his Prer<^ative» which being ffloft coatraiy to ^eir 
Vocation of any Meo> iince die Law nor Lawyers catf 
never be refpeded, if the King be not reverenced. 
It doth therefore befl become me Judges of any, to 
check and bridle fiich impudent Lawyers^ and in their 
^verai Benches to difgrace them that bear (b little Re- 
fped to their King's Autborhy and Prerogative : That 
his Majefty had a douhh Prerogatrnc;^ whereof the one 
was OrJinafj^ and had Rektioa to his private Intereft, 
which might be, and was every day difpnted in Wefi'^ 
minfter Hall; The other was of an higher Nature, re- 
ferring to his Supreme ^nd^ Imperial Power and Sove- 
reignty which ought not to be difputed or handled in 
vu^ar Argument : But that of late the Courts of the 
Common Lam are grown fo vafi^and traofeendent as they 
did both meddle with the King's Prerogative, and had 
incroached upon all other Courts of Joflice ;as the High 
CommiJJiouj the Councils eftablifbed in IVaks^ and at 
Tork^ the Court of Rejuefts. 

Concerning that winch might be termed Commiffion^ 
his Mstjefty took Exception at the Judges Letter both 
in Matter and Form ; for Matter, his M^^e^ plainly 
demonftrated, That whereas it was caneaioed in &he 
Judges Letter, That tbe Signification of his Maj(^y's. 
Letter as aforefiiid, was contrary to Law; and not a- 
greeable to the Oath of a Judge, Hm coidd not be : 
Firfi^ for that the putting ofTany Hearing or Proceed- 
ing upon any juft or neceflary Caufe, is no deiryiog or 
delaying of Juftice, hot WiClom and Matvrity of Prc^ 
ceeding : And that there cannoc be a laore j«^ and ne- 
ceilary Caufe of Stay, than the Confuking with the 
King, where the Caufe concerns tbe Crown : And 
that the Judges did daily put oS Cavfes apon li^tter 
Occafions ; And likewife his Majdty did define ta 
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know of the Judges , how his Calling them to Confiilt 
with him wm cootraiy to Law, which tliey could ne* 
ver Anfwerunta 

Sec^nJijf^ That it was no bare Snppofition or Sur- 
i^fiie, that this Caufe concerned the King's Prerogative ; 
fat that it had been diredly and plainly dtfputcd at 
the Barr ; and the very difputing thereof in a publick 
Audience, is both dangerous and diihonourable to his 
Mo^eily. 

ThJrdfyj That the manner of the putting off that 
bicfa the King rehired, was not infinite nor long 
time, but grounded upon his Majefty's weighty Occa* 
fions, which were notorious ; by Reafon whereof he 
could not fpeak with the Judges before the Argument ; 
And ttuit there was a certain £xpedation of his Maje« 
fly's Return at Whttfimtuk. And likewife that the 
Cau(e had been (b lately handled and argued, and 
would not receive Judgment by the Eafter Terra next, 
as the Judees themftlyes afterwards confe(£bd. 

And anerwards , ' becaule there was another juil 
Caufe of Abfence for the two Chief Juftices^ for that 
they ought to have aflifted the LerdChancellor the fame 
Day in a great Caufe of the King's, followed by the 
Lord lAnsdan againft the Lord William Howard in 
Chancery ; whidi Cau(e of the King's, efpecially being 
ft) worthy, ought to have had Precedency before any 
Caufe betwixt Party and Party. Alfb where it was 
contained in the Judges Letter that the Caufe of Com* 
mendams , was but a Caufe of private Interefl: between 
Party and Party ; his Majefiy (hewed plainly the con- 
trary ,• not only by the Argument of Serjeant Chihornty 
which was before his Commandment, but by the Ar- 
gument of the Judges themfelves, namely Juftice JV/r. 

coh 
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c^ls which was after, but -elpecially fiace ooe of the 
Parties is a Bijbop who pleaded for the Commendams by 
the Virtue of his Majefty's Prerogative. 

Alfo whereas it was contained in the Judges Letter, 
that the Parties called upon them earneftly for Juftice , 
his Majefty conceived it to be but Pretence ; Urging 
tliem to prove that there was any Solicitation by the 
Parties for Expedition , otherwite then in an ordinary 
Courfe of Attendance ; which they could not prove. 

As for the Form of the Letter, his Majefly Noted, 
that it was a new Thing , and very undecent and unfit 
for Subjeds to difobey the King's Connnandment, but 
mod of all to proceed in the mean time, and to return 
to him a bare Certificate ; whereas they ought to have 
concluded with .the laying down and repreienting of 
their Reafons modeftly to his Majefty, why they 
ihould proceed ; and fo to have fubmitted the fame to 
bis Princely Judgment, exped^ing to hear from him 
whether they had given him Satisfa<Sion. 

After this his Majefty's Declaration^ all the Judges 
fell down upon their Knees, and acknowledged their 
Error for Matter and Form, humbly craving his Ma* 
jelly's gracious Favour and Pardon for the fame. 

But for the Matter of the Letter, the Lord Chief J u^ 
fiice of the Kings Bench entred into a Defence thereof; 
The Efled: whereof was ; That the Stay required by 
his Majedy was a Delay of Juftice, and therefore con- 
trary to Law, and the Judges Oath ; and that the 
Judges knew well amongfl themfelves, that the Gafe 
Q as they meant to handle it } did not concern his Ma- 
jjedy's Prerogative of granting of Commendams. And that 
if the Day had not held by the not coming of the 
Judges, the Suit had been di(continued , which had 
been a failing of Judice, and that they could not ad- 
journ it , becaufe Mr. Attorneys Letter mentioaed no 
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£)ay certain, and that an Adjoulrnment muft always 
be to a Day certain. 

Unto which Anfwer of the Chief Juflice^ his Maje- 
fty did reply, that for the laft Conceipt it was nieer 
Sefhifiry^ for that they might in their Difcretions 
have prefixed a convenient Day, fuch as there might 
have been time for them to confult with his Majefty 
before, and that his Majefty left that Point of Form to 
themfelves. 

And for that other Point, that they ihould take upon 
them peremptorily to dilcern whether the Plea con- 
cerned the King^s Prerogative, without confulting 
with his Majefty firft, and informing his Princely Judg- 
ment, was a thing prepofterous ; For that they ought 
firft to have made that appear to his Majefty, and fo to 
have given him Aflurance thereof upon confiilting 
with him. 

And for the Matter^ that it (hould be againft the 
Law, and againft their Oath , his Majefty faid he had 
fpoken enough before ; unto which the Lord Chief Ju- 
ftice in effed had made no Anfwer , but only infifted 
upon the former Opinion j and therefore the King re- 
quired the Lord Chancellor to deliver his Opinion upon 
that Point, whether the Stay that had been required by 
his Majefty were contrary to Law, or againft the Judges 
Oath. 

The Chancellor ftood up and moved his Majefty that 
becauie this Queftion had Relation to Matter of Law, 
his Majefty would be informed by his learned Council 
firft, and they firft to deliver their Opinions which his 
Majefty commanded them to do. 

Whereupon his Majefty's Attorney General gave his 
Opinion, that the putting off of the day in manner as 
was required by his Majefty to his Underftanding, was 
without all (cruple no delay of Juftice, nor danger of 
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the Judges Oath j inufiing upon feme of the Reafbos 
which his Majeftyllftd formerly opened, and adding 
that the Letter he had formerly \^ritten by his Maje- 
fty'sComnl«!d,WaS^- no Imperious Letter; as to (ay 
his Majefly for certain caufes, or for caufes known to 
himfelf, would have them put off the day*; but fairly 
and plainly exprefled the Caules unto them, for that 
the King conceived upon my Lord of Winions Report, 
that the Caufe concerned him ,- and that' his M4jefty 
would have willingly fpoken with them before, but by 
reafbn of his important Bufmefi could not, and there- 
fore required a ftay till they might conveniently (peak 
with him, which they knew could not be long. And. 
in concldfion of his Speech wiffierf the Judges to con- 
fider ferioufly with themfel ves, whether they were not 
in greater danger of Breach of their Oatns by the 
proceedings than they would have been by their (lay j 
For that it is part of their Oath to coun(el his Majefty 
when they arc called ; and if they will proceed firft in 
a Bufinefs whereupon they are called toCounfel, and 
will C6Un(el hittiwhen the Matter is paft, it is more 
than a fimple Refti(al to give him Council j and fo con- 
cluded his Speech, and the reft of the learned Coun- 
cil con(cnted to his Opinion. 

Whereupon the Lord' Chief Jttftice of the Kings 
Bench anfwering nothing to the Matter, took Excepti- 
on that the King's Council, Learned ihould plead or 
di(pute with the Judges ; For he (aid they were to plead 
before Judges and not to difpute with them. Whereun- 
tothe King's Attorney replycd, that he found that Ex- 
ception ftrange, for that the King's Learned Council, 
were by Oath and Office, and niuch more where they 
had the King's expre(s Commandmen^ without Fear 
of any Man's Face, to proceed or decfare againft any 
the greateft Peer or Subje(a of the Kingdom s and not 
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ooely any Subjedi: in particular, but wy Body of Sub- 
jects or Perfbns were they Judges , or were they of an 
Upper or lower Houfe ai Parliament^ in Cafe they ex- 
ceed the Limits of their Authority, or |:ook any thing 
from his Majefty's Royal Power or Prerogative : And 
fo conclqded, that this Challenge, and that in his Ma- 
jelly's Prefence" was a Wrong to their Places, for which 
he and his Fellows did appeal tp his Majefty for Repa- 
ration. And thereupon his Majefty did affirm, that it 
was their Duty fo to do, and that he would maintain 
them therein, and took Occafion afterward again to 
fpeak of it, for when the Lord Chief fuflice Slid he 
would not dilpute with his Majefty, jhe King replyed. 
That the Judges would not difpute with him, nor his 
Learned Council might not dilpute with them ; (b 
whether they did well or ill, it muft not be difputed; 

After this the Lord Chancellor declared his Mind 
plainly and clearlyi that the Stay that had been by his 
Majefty required, was not againft the Law , nor a 
Breach of the Judges Oath, , and required that the 
Judges Oath it felf, might be read out of the Statute, 
which was done by the King s Solicitor^ and all the 
Words thereof weighed and confider^. 

Thereupon his Majejh and the Lom thought good, 
to ask the Judges (everally their Opinions ; the Quefti- 
on being put in this Miannec : . Whether if, at any time^ 
in a Cafe depending before the Judges his Majefty conceit 
vedit to concern him either in Pouter or Profit^ andthere^ 
upon required to confult with them and that they (hould flay 
Proceedings in the mean time ; they . ought not to flay ac* 
tordingly : They all ( the Lord Chief Juftice onely 
excepted} yielded that they would, and acknowledged it 
to be their Duties fo to do: OaelythtLordChiefJuflice 
of the ^ Kings Bench (aid for Anfwer, That when the 
Cafe Ihbuld be , he would do that which (hould be fit 
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for a Judge to do. Ami the Lord Chief Jufiice of the 
CommoH^Pkas who had aflented with the reft, added thac 
he would ever truft the Juftice of his Majefty's Com- 
mandment. After this was put to a point, his Maje- 
fty thought fit , in refped of the further Day of Ar- 
gument, appointed the Saturday following for the Ow- 
tnendamSy to know from his Judges what he might ex- 
pert from them concerning the fame. Whereupon 
the Lord of Canterbury breaking the Cafe into fome 
Queftions, his Majefty did require his Judges to deal 
plainly with him, whether they meant in: their Argu- 
ment to touch the general Power of Granting Ow- 
menJamSj yea or no. Whereupon all the laid Judges did 
promife and afliire his Majefty, that in the Argument 
of the faid Ca(e of Commendams they would (peak no« 
thing, which fliould weaken or draw into Doubt his 
Majefty 's Prerogative for Granting of them; but in- 
tended particularly to infift upon the Points of Lapfe^ 
and other Judicial Points of this Cafe, which they 
conceived to be of a Form differing from all other 
CBmmendams which have been pradifed. 

The Judges alfb went further , and did promife his 
Majefty that they would not onely abftain from fpeak- 
ing any thing to weaken his Majefty s Prerogative of 
Cmrnendams^ but would diredly and in plain Terms 
affirm the fame, and contdt the erroneous and bold 
Speeches which had been ufed at the Barr in derogati- 
on thereof. 

Alfb the Judges did in general acknowledge and pro- 
fefs with great forwardnefs, that it was their Duty, if 
any Coiwjellor at the Law^ prcfumed at any time to calt 
in Queftion his Majefty's high Prerogative^ that they 
eiight to reprehend them, and filence them« and all 
promifed fo to do hereafter. 

Lafilyy. 
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Lafify; the two Judges that were then next to argue, 
Mr. Juftice t>odderidge and Mr. Juftice Winchey opened 
themfelves unto his Majefly thus far; That they would 
infift chiefly upon the Lapfe^ and fome Points of Un- 
certainty, Repugnancy, and Abfurdity; being pecu- 
liar to this Commendam ; and that they would fliew 
their Diflike of that which had been faid at the Barr, 
for the weakening of the General Power ; and Mr, Ju- 
ftice Dodderidgc (aid he would conclude for the King, 
that the Church was void and in his Majefty's Gift ; he 
alio (aid that the King^ might give a Commendam^to a 
Bilhop either before or after his>Con{ecration, and that 
he might give it him during his Life, or for a certain 
Number of Years. 

The Judges having thus for (iibmitted and declared, 
themfelves, his Majefty commanded them to keep the 
Bounds and Limits of their (everal Courts, not to fuf- 
fer bis Prerogative to be wounded by raih and unadvi- 
(ed Pleading before them, or by new Invention of 
Law : For as he well knew the true and antient Com^ 
mon Law is the moft favourable for Kings of any Law 
in the World ; (b he advi(ed them to apply their Stu- 
dies to that antient and beft Law, and not to extend the 
Power of any other of their Courts beyond their due 
Limits i following the Prefidents of the beft antient 
Judges in the times of the beft Government; and that 
then they might af&re them(elves that he for his part 
in his ProteSioaof them, and expediting of Juftice, 
would walk in the Steps of Antient and beft Kings. 
Whereupon he gave them Leave to proceed in their As;- 
gument. 

When* the J4$dges were removed^ his Majefty that 
had forborn to ask the Voices and Opinions of his 
Council before the Judges, becau(e he would not pre- 
judipote the Freedome of the Judges Opinion^ roncern^ 

ing;

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ing whether the Stay of Proceedings that h^ feeetf by 
his Majefty required, could by koy Gorfftfudlibn be 
thought to be within the Compafe of the Judges OftTi 
(which they had heard read uflW them } did then' put 
theQueftion to his Council j who all with oneConfent 
did give Opinion, that it was far from any Colour or 
Shadow of (uch Interpretation, and that it was againfi: 
common Senfe to think the contrary, e(pecially fmce 
there is no mention made in their Oath of Delay of 
fufiice^ but only that they fhould not Jeny Jiiftice^ nor 
be moved by any of theKing^s Letters, to do any thing 
contrary to Law or Juftice.

BEcaufe I am uncertain whether his Majefty will 
put to a Point, fome Refblutions touching Ire^ 
land^ now at Windfor j I thought it my Duty to at- 
tend his Majefty by my Letter, C and thereby to (iip- 
ply my Abfence} for the renewing of fome former 
Commidions for Ireland^ and the framing of a new 
Commiffion for the Wards and the Alienations^ which 
appertain properly to me as his Majefty's Attorney^ and 
have been accordingly referred by my Lords. I will 
undertake that they are prepared with a greater Care, 
and better Application to his Majefty's Service in that 
Kingdom, then heretofore they have been ; and there- 
fore of that I fay no more. And for the Inftrudions 
of the new Deputy^ they have been fet down by the 
two Secretaries ; and being things of an ordinary Na- 
ture, I do not (ee but they may pais. 

But diere have been three Trofofitions and Councils, 
which feem to me of very great Importance : Where* 
in I think my fclf bound to deliver to his Majefty my 
Advice and Opinion, if they fhouid now come in 
Queftion,

And yet, to preferve the Authority , 
and Reputation of the former Ckmnci], I would have 
(bmewhat done 1 which is, that ther6 be a Proceeding, 
to SeiiBwe of tdertkt ; But sot by any A^ of Pow- 
er, but by fiiM FfiirfM/*, or Scire fmw ; which ii a 
Legal Courfe; And will be the Work of three, or 
four , Terms ; By which time, the Mattel^ will (brae*; 

what cool. 

But I would not C in no Caft, j that the Proceed- 
ingihottld be with both the Towns,which ftaod now m. 
Contempc, but with one of them onely { choofing 
that, which (hall be thought raoft fit. For if hit Ma<^ 
jelXy proceed with both, then all the Towns , that 
are in the like Cafe, will think it a common Qiufe ( 
And that it it, but their Cafe to day, and their own 
fio morrow. But if his Mi^|efty proceed but with one, 
the Apprehenfion aiid Terror, will not befo ftroog; 
For they will think» it may be their Gtfe, as well to 
be feared, as prolecttted; And this is thebeft Adricc^ 
that I can give to his Mirjefty, ifl this Stfeight; And 
of this Opinion , fecwedmy Urd CbttHeUor^ to be. 

The S^nd ?fop^*» is this .• It may be, his Ma- 
lefty wiU be radved, to reduce the Number, of his 
C«if«/ of /«/W, which is flow aln^ft Fifty, to Twen- 
ty. or the like Nuoiberi In lrefpe(ft, the Oreatnefiof 
the Number , doth both embafe the Authority , of 
the C#M»cr/, and divulge the Bultnefi. NeverdieJefs, I 
do hold this frofo^hn^ to b© rather (pecious, and &• 
lemn. than needful . at this time ; For certainly, it will 
fill the 8tat€^ fiiU of EKfcontcntment ; which, in a 
Growing and udfctled Eftate, ought not to be.

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This I could wifli ^ that his Majefty would appoint 
a (eled Number of Counfellors there, which might 
deal in the Improvement, of his Revenue ; C Being a 
Thing not fit to pafs through too many Hands ; ) And 
that the {aid feleded Number, (hould have Days of 
Sitting, by themfelves; At which, the reft of the 
Council, fliould not be prei^nt ; Which being once Vet* 
led, then other principal Bufinels of State, may be 
handled at thole Sittings; and (b the reftb^io to be 
difiiled, and yet retain their Countenance, without 
Murmur or Dilgrace. 

The ThirJ Profofltioii, as it is wound up, (eemeth 
to be pretty, if it can keep promile : For it is this. 
That a Means may be found, to re-enforce his Maje- 
fty's Army there by 500, or a 1000 Men; And that, 
without any Penny Encreale of Charge. And the- 
Means Aiould be ; that there fliould be a -Commander 
ment of a Local Removing, and transferring; (bme 
Companies, from one Province, to another: where-- 
upon it is Hippofed, that many, that are planted, in 
Houfe, and Lands, will rather le^e their Entertain- 
ment, than remove : And therdiy, ' new Men may 
have their Pay, and yet the old, be mingled in the 
Country, for the Strength thereof. 

In this Piv/tf/O/M, two things may be feared : The 
one, Difcontent of thofe, thatfliall be put off: The 
other, that the Companies^ fliall be ftuflTed with Tyrones, 
inftead of Vetereml. I wifli therefore, that this Prefe^ 
ftiett, be well debated, ere it be admitted. Thus, ha- 
ving performed that, which Duty binds me to ; I com- 
mend you, to God's beft prelervation.

^afons why the new Company is not to be trufted 
and continued with the Trade of Cloiches^ 

FIrfty The Company Cdnfifts of a Number of 
Young men and Shopkeepers, which not being 
bred in the Trade, are fearful to medle with any of the 
Dear and fine Clothes, but only medle with the Cowrie 
Clothes, which is every Mans skill ^ And befide's ha- 
ving other Trades to live upon, they come in the Sua- 
ihine Co long as things go well, and ailbon as they meet 

with 
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with any Storme or Cloud, they leave Trade, and goe 
back to Shop- keeping. Whereas the old Company were 
beaten Traders, and having no other means of living 
but that Trade, were fain to ride out all Accidents and 
Difficulties, C which being men of great ability) they 
were well able to do. 

Secondly^ Thefe Young men being the Major part, 
and having a Kind of Dependance upon Alderman 
Cockaincj they Carry things by plurality of voices; 
And yet thofe few of the old Company which are a- 
mongll them do drive almoft Three parts of the Trade 5 
and it is impoffible things fhould go well, where one 
part gives the vote^ and the other doth the work ; fo tliat 
the execution of all things lyes Chiefly upon them that 
nevtr Confented, which is meerly Motus violentus^ and 
cannot laft. 

Thirdly i The new Company make Continually fiich 
new fpringing demands, as the State can never be ft- 
cure nor trull to them, neither doth it (eem that they 
do much truft themfelves, 

Fourthly^ the prefent ftand of Cloth at BlackweJI^haH

This I meant becaufe I had had Conference with the 
two chief Jufttces, Sir £i&tfr^ Oi^^f being prefent, and 
handled the Matter fo , that not without much ado, I 
• left both the chief Juftices firm to the Caufe and fatisfied. 
But calling to mind that in the main bufinefs, not« 
Withftandidg 1 and the chief Juflices went one way, yet 
the day was not good (and I (hould be loth to (ee more 
of (iich days) I am not without fome apprehenfion. 
For though we have Sir Edward Cooke earnefl and for- 
ward 9 infomuch as he ad vifed the Ore tenus , before I 
knew it at Wanfted^ and now bound the Dutchmen over 
to the Starr-Chamber, before I was made Privy ; unto 
bodi which Proceedings I did neverthelefs give appro- 
bation ; Yet if there fhould be either the major part of 
the Votes the other way , or any main Dtflradion, 
though we bear it through, I fhould think it a matter 
full of Inconvenience. But that which gives me moft 
to think, is the Carriage of Mr, Attorney^ which (brt- 
eth neither with the bufinefs , nor with himfelf : For 
as I hear from divers and partly perceive, he is fallen 
from earneft to be cool and faint. Which weaknefs, if 
it fliould niake the like alteration at the Barre, it mought 
overthrow the Caufe. All the remedy which is in my 
power , is by the advice of the Judges to draw (bme 
other of the learned Counfell to his help , which he I 
know is unwilling w ith, but that is all one. 

This I thought it necefTary to write , lefl the King 
flioukj think me afleep , and becaufe I know that his 
Majeilics Judgment, is far better then mine. But I for 
my part mean to go on roundly and fb I ever reft,

Draught of a Proclamation for a Parliament, 
referred to in the preceding Letter. 

\ S in our princely Judgement , we hold nothing 
'x\ more worthy of a Chrifiian Monarch , than the 
ConJervatioH of Peace at home and abroad ; whereby 
Ef&fion of Chriftian Blood , and other Calamities of 
War, are avoided, Trade is kept open, Laws and Juftice 
retain their due vigor and play. Arts and Sciences flou- 
riih^ Subjeds are left burthened with Taxes and Talla- 
ges, and infinite other benefits redound to the ftate of 
a Common-weale : So in our own Practice, we fiip^ 
pofe there hath been feldom any King, that hath given 
more exprefe Teftimonies and real Pledges of this de- 
fire to have Peace conferved, then we have done in the 
whole courfe of our Regiment. 

For neither have we , for that which concerns our 
felves, been ready to apprehend or imbrace any occa- 
fipns or opportunities, of making iVar upon our Neigh- 
bours ; Neither have we omitted^ for that which may 
concern the States abroad , any good Office or royai 
Endeavour, for the quenching of the Sparkes of trou- 
bles and difcords, in Forreign Parts. Wherein as we 
have been always ready and willing,- Co we wifli, that 
we had been always as happy and prevailing in our Ad- 
vices and Counftls, that tended to that end. 

And yet do we not forget, that God hath put into 
our hands a Sceptre over Populous and Warlike Nari-

But, while we contained our felves in this Modera* 
tion, we fed theE^ent of War, hathnrudi altered the 
Cafe, by the late fnvafion of the Palatinate , whereby 
Chowfoever under the pretence of a Divcrfion^ we find 
our Son in Fadt, expuHod in Part, and in danger to bis 
totally difbodeded of his Anttent Inheritance and Pa- 
trimony, U) long continued in that Hobk Line; where- 
of we cannot but higWy refent , if it (hould be aliena** 
ted, and raviflied from him, in our times, and to the 
prejudiceof our Grand- Children and Line-Royal. Nei- 
ther can we think it fafc, for us in reafbn of State, That 
the C^Mtie Palatine^ carrying with it felf an Elehorafe^ 
^ having been fo long in tfie hands of Princes of our 
Religion , and no way depending upon the Hou(e of 
Jtnfiria , (hould now become at the difpofing of that 
l^Ioufe i being a Matfer, that indeed mougbt alter the 
Balknce of Crifieodom importantly , to the weak* 
ening of cur Eflate, and the Eftate of our bed Friends 
and Cooiederates. 

Wbefffare , finding a Concurrence of Reafons and 
Refbeds oS Religion^ Ifature^ Honour ^ and Efiatt ; all 
of them inducing us, in no wi(b to indure (b great an 
Alteration : We are refolved to imploy the utccrmoft 
of our Forces and Means , to recover and refettle the 
(aid Palatmatt to our Son, and our Dedrendetits , pur- 
poHng neverthelefs 9 accordiog to our former Inclina- 
tion fo wctt Grounded) not altogether to intermit (if 
tiie Occafions give us leave) the Treaties of Peace and 
Accord) whkb we have already begun , and whereof

the coming on of the Winter, and the Counterpoife of. 
I pray God the Adlions of War, hitherto may give us, as yet feme 
ibis bad. appearance of hope. 

But, forasmuch as it were great improvidence, to 
depend upon the (uccefs of (iich Treaties , and there* 
fore good Policy requires , that we fliould be prepa^ 
red for a War, which we intend for the recovery and

tenance of the War, as towards the relief of our Crown 
and Eftate. And this the rather, for that we have now, 
by the fpace of full Ten years C^ thing untieard of in 
late times} fubfifled by our own Means, without b&- 
ing chargeable to our People, otherwife than by (bme

Mrincty &c. But hereupon, this Gentleman^ in his Effay^ diftinguSi«s he^ 
tween the R^aL Authority , as derived from the Ldw^ and the Frtrtgati^^ 
which pag.

People] did either in Juftice or Prudence refort to them, both for Advice 
and Supplies : It can hardly be thought, that any Modern Prince of him«. 
felf« will undertake a War, which he cannot well Profecute without the 
afliflance of his^ Parliament. But that it may bo convenient to tre^tof at

For after the clear SubmifTion and Cbn« 
fedion which I ihall now make unto your Lordfliips, I 
hope I may fay and juftific with Joh in thefe words, / 
have not hid ^ finsy osdidAdzmf nor conceal* drny faults 
in my Bofom. This is the onely Juftification which I 
will uie. 

It refteth therefore, that without Fig-leaves, I do 
ingenuoufly confeis and acknowledge, that having un- 
derftood the Particulars of the Charge, not formally 
from, the Houfe,, but enoughs to inform my Confcience 
and my Memory ; I find Matters fufficient and full,, 
both to move me to defcrt my Defence, and to move 
your Lordfliips to.condemn and cenfure me. 

Neither 
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Neither "v/\\\ I trouble your Lord(hips by dngliog 
mtt. Ep. thofe Particulars which I think might fall off, Q^id te 
*' exni/ip*a juvat fpinis it fUrlhus nnd ? Neither will I 
prompt your Lordlhips to obferve upoii the Proofs, 
Vi'here they come not home, or the feruple touching 
tbe credit of the Witnefles. Neither will I rt p r efe n t 
to ybur Lotdllrips, how far a Defence in divers things 
thought ekrenuat6 the offence in re({)edof the Timt 
dnd MaMer of the Gift, Or the like Cireumfiadces. But 
Onely leave theft things to Ipring out of your own 
Noble thoughts, and db(t»iratiofis of tiie Evidence, tnd 
Examinations themftlves; and charitably to wind 
about the P^rtiiculars of the Chm-ge, here and there as 
6od ihall put into your minds, and fo CxA)tnit my ftlf 
wholly to your iPiety and Orace. 

And now,I have (poken to your Lordlhips as Judges, 
I fhall (ay a few Words to you as Peers and Prelates ; 
Humbly comthetidingttiy Caufe to yemr Noble Minds, 
and Magnanimous Mki&itfat^ 

VourjLordfhips tife not iitapfy Judges but ^rlia- 
ftifentary Judges ; You have a farther extent of Arbi- 
trary Power than other Court*. And if your Lord^ps 
be hot tyed by ordinary courfes of Courts or Prefidents 
in Points of ftridnefs and "feverity ; much more in 
Points of Mercy aoA Mir^ation. 

And yet if any thing which 1 Ihall move mought be 
Contrary to your worthy Ends to introduce a Reibrma- 
tion, I (hould not ftek it : But herein I beftech your 
Lordfhips to give me leave to tell yon a Story. TitM 
Manlius took his Sons life for giving Battle againft the 
Prohibition of his General : Not ttiany years after the 
like ftverity was purlued by Papiriut Curfor the DiBa. 
tor^ againft dn'tntus Maxmw ; wlio being upon the 
Point to be ftntenc'd, by the Intercefnon ot fome Prin. 
cipal Perfons of the Senate, was fpared : 'Whereupon 

Livy 
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Uvy maketh this grave and gracious Obiorvatioo ; 
tfeque minus jirmata efi DifiipUna Militaris periculo 
QMinii Maximi^ qum mrfirabilifitfUao Titi Manlii^ The 
Dijciftline of War^ was no left eftabliibcd by the Qpc- 
ftioiiing of QMtntm Maximm^ than by the Pimifhing of 
Tituf MmUus. And the fame reafon is of the Refwmd^ 
tmn of Juftke ; For the Queftioning of Men of Emi- 
nent Places hath the fame Terror, tbou^ not the fiuoae 
Rigor with the Punifliment. 

But my Ca{e fiandeth not there ; For my humble 
Defire is, that his Majefty would take the Seal into his 
hands, which is a great Downfall, and may ferve I 
hope in it (elf for an Expiatiop of my Faults* 

Tbereforey if Mercy and Mitigation be in your Pow- 
er, and do no wxys crofi your Noble Ends, why ibould' 
I not hope of your Lordfliip^s Favour and Commiie- 
ration ? 

YourLordfhips will be pleaCed to behold your Chief 
Pattern the A^iag our Somcaign^ a King of incompara- 
ble Clemency, and whofe Heart is inicrutable for Wii^ 
dom and Goodnefs. Your Lordihips will remember 
that there fit not thefe Hundred years before, a Prince* 
in your Houfe, and never (uch a Prince, whofe Pre- 
fence deferves to be made Memorable by Records and 
ASts mixed of Mercy and Juftice. Your Lordfhips are 
either IfoileSj (and compailioA: ever beateth in the 
veins of Noble Bloody or Reverend Prelates^ who are 
the Servants of him^ who would not hreak the bruifed 
Reed, noj quench the fmoking Flax. You all fit upon 
one High Stage^ and therefore cannot'but be moreien-' 
fxhik of the Changes of the World, and of the Fall of 
any of High Place. 

Neither will your Lordfhips forget that there are vi^ 
tia Tempvris^ as well as Vitia flxmnnis ; and that the 
beginning of Rrformations hath the contrary Power of 

the 
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the Pool of Betbefda ; for that had ilrength to cure him 
only, that was firll call in, and this hath commonly 
ibrength to hurt him onely that is firft caft in« And for 
. my part, I wi(h it may fiay there and go no further. 

Laftly, I afliire my (elf, your Lord Aips have a No- 
ble Feeling of me, as a Member of your own Body, and 
one that in this very Seffion had fbme Tafl: of your 
loving A6Fedion$ ; which I hope was not a Lightening 
before the Death of them, but rather a fpark of that 
<jrace, which now in the Condufion will more ap- 
pear. 

And therefore my Humble Suit to your Lord/hips is, 
That my Penitent Snimifian notay be my Sentence, and 
the lofs of the Seal my Pumfhment ; s(nd that your 
Lordfliips will (pare any further iemence, but recom* 
mend me to his Majefty s Grace and Pardon for all 
that is pafl. God's Holy Spirit be among you.

It may pleafe your mofi Excellent Majeftj^ 

IN the midA of my mi(ery, which is rather oflwa- 
ged by Remembrance, than by Hope, my cHiefeft 
worldly Comfort is, to think that fince the time, 1 had 
thefirfl ^<?^ of the Commons Houfe of /^^ir/i^ww^ for 
Commiflioner of the Union^ until the time that I was 
this lall Parliament chofen by both Hou(es for their 

Me^enger 
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Mcflenger to your Mdjefty in the Petition o^ Religion^ 
([which two were my firft and laft Services) I was ever 
more fo happy as to have my poor Services gracioufly 
accepted by your Majefty, and likewife not to have 
had any of them mifcarry in my .Hands. Neither of 
which Points I can any ways take to ray felf, but a- 
fcribe the former to your Majefty^s Goodneft, and the 
latter to your prudent Diredions j which' I was ever 
careful to have and keep. For as I have often faid to 
your Majefty, I was towards you but as a Bucket and 
a Ciftern,todraw forth and conferve, your felf was the 
Fountain. Unto this comfort of Nineteen years profpe- 
rity there fucceeded a comfort even in my Greateft ad- 
verfity, Ibmewbat of the fame nature j which is, that 
in thofe Offences wherewith I was charged, there was 
not any one that had fpecial relation to your Majefty, 
or any your particular Commandments. For as towards 
Almighty God, there are offences againft the firft and 
fecond Table, and yet all againft God; (b with the 
Servants of Kings, there are offences more immediate 
againft the Sovereign : Although all offences againft 
Law are alfo againft, the King. Unto which comfort 
there is added this circumftance, That as my Faults 
were not againft your Majefty, otherwife than as all 
Faults are,- fo my Fall was not your Majefty's Adt,other- 
wife than as all Ads of Juftice are yours.This I write not 
to infinuate with your Majefty ,but as a moft humble ap- 
peal to your Majefty 's Gracious remembrance,how ho- 
neft and dired* you have ever found me in your Service ; 
whereby I have an afTured belief, that there is in your 
Majefty's own Princely thoughts,a great deal offerenity 
and clearnefs to me your Majefty 's now proftrate and 
caft down fervant. 

Neither (my moft Gracious Sovereign) do I by this 
mention of ray Services, lay claim to your Princely 
Grace and Bounty , though tlie Priviledge of Calamity 

N n doth 
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doth bear thzt fonin. of Ptstition. I Imow weU^ hdd 
they bcei) much lopre, thejc h44 been bu« my boumien 
dbicy. Nay, I mufk alfo confels^ that thqy were fipom 
time to tipe, far abqvf nay Maif: , over a<id ftiper- 
rewarded by your Majelby's benefits whkb you heaped 
upon me. Your M^jeAy was and is tliac Mafl:er to 
me, that railed and adToxiced roe ffinf Times ; Tbrkc 
in Dignity y and Six t;im^s in Qfife. The PUces indeed 
were the painfulleft of all youc Services j, But the» 
they had both Honour and Profits. And the then 
Profits might have maintained piy now Bimour, if I 
had been wiie : Neither was your Ma)efly's immediaca 
Liberality wanting towards me mi ^ome Qifts, if I may 
hold them. All this I do moil thankfully acbiowledge, 
and do herewith conclude, Thaf for any thing arifing 
from my (elf to move your eye of pity towards me^ 
there is much more in my prefent mifery^ than in my 
pail Services ; fave that the (ame youc Mi^^fty's Good* 
nei^, that nay give relief to the one, may give value 
to the other. 

And indeed, If it may pieate your Majefty. this TZ^mnt 
of my Mifery is fo plentiful as it need not be coupled 
with any thing elfe. I have been (ome body by your 
Majefty^s (ingular and undef^ved Favour, even the 
prime Officer of your Kingi^m ; yout M^jefiy's Arm 
hath been over mine in Cquocil, when you prdtded 
at the T^e ; fo near I was. I have bof^n your Maje* 
fly^s Image in Metal, much more in Heart ; I was ne- 
ver in Nineteen years Service chidden by your Majed^, 
but contrarlwife often overjoyed, when your Majefiy 
would (bmetimes (ay I was a good Husband for you, 
though none for my (elf: Sonietiraes, that I had a way 
* After a *o deal in Bufme(s, * Suavihm M^dis^ which was the 
gentle way which was moft accoraii^ to your own Heart : 
manner. ^^ ^^Yitx moft Gracious Speeches of Afiedion and 
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Truft, which I feed on to this day. But whj fhould I 
fpeak of thefe things which are now vaniAed^ but on* 
1 J the better to exprefs the downfall ? 

For now it is thus with me ; I am a year and half 
old in miiery ; though I mud ever acknowledge, not 
without (bme mixture of your Majefty's Grace and 
Mercy ; Tor I do not think it poffible, that any you 
once loved fhould be totally miferable: Mine own 
Means through my own Improvidence are poor and 
weak, little better than my Father left me. The poor 
Things that I have had from your Majefty, are eithet 
in Qucftion, or at Courtefie. My Dignities remain 
Marks of your Favour, but Burdens of my prefent 
fortune. The poor Remnants which I had of my for- 
mer Fort imfesi in PI^ or Jewels, I have fpread upon 
p6of Men unto whom I owed, fcarce leaving my (elf 
a convenient Subfiflance. So as to conclude, I mud 
pdur out my mifery before your Majefty, (b far as to 
Jay, ' * 8i aeftru tu^ perimus. * if 70a 

But as I can offer to your Majefty's Compaffion, lit- Sfwepe 
tk arifing frorti my felf to move you, except it be my rift. 
tiLXxeita mifeiy, which I have truly laid open ,• (b look- 
ing up to your Majefty s own (clf,I fhould think I cotfi- 
mitted Cains Fault, if I ihould defpair. Your Maje- 
fty i4 a King whofe heart h as unfcrutable for ftcret 
Motions of Goodnefs, as for depth of WiOom. You 
are CredtdrV^^^ fadive and not deftrudive. You are 
the Trifnct xti whom hath been ever noted anaver- 
fitiort againft any thing that favoured of an hard heart ; 
aSj on the other fide^ your Prhrcely eye was wont to 
m^l witii any Motidn that was made on the relieving 
pirt. Therefore as one that hath had the happinefi to 
know your Majefty near hand, I have (jnofi Gracious 
Sovereign) Faith enough for a Miracle ; much more 
for a GrMCj that your Majefty will not fuffer jrour 
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poor Creature to be utterly defaced, nor blot that 
Name quite out of your Book, upon which your Sa- 
cred Hand hath been fo oft for new Ornaments and 
Additions. 

Unto this degree of compaflion, I hope God above 
(of whofe mercy towards me, both in my profperity 
ijnd adverfity 1 have had great Teftimonics and Pledges^ 
though my own manifold and wretched i^nthaakfulnefi 
mighf have averted them} wiW difpoffyoyr' Princely 
hearty already prepared to all Piety. And why (liould 
I not think^ but that thrice Nolle Prince^ who would 
have pulled me out of the fire of a Sentence, will help 
to pull me (if I niay ufe that homely plvf^) ^^t of the 
Mire of an abjecft and fordid Condition in .my laft 
days: And that Excellent Favmnte of yq}}rs>;(tb6 
goodnels of whcfe Nature contendeth. with the greats 
neG of his Fortune ; and who cojunteth it a Prize, a 
fccond Prize, to be a good Friend, after that Prize 
which he carrieth to be a good ^cirvant} will ki(s your 
l^nds with Joy for any work of Piety you (hall do for 
me. And as all (J^ommiilerabl? Perfbns ^efpecially fucjh 
as find their Hearts void of all MaKce) are apt to think 
that all Men pitty them ; I afliire my felf that the Lords 
of your Council^ who out of their WiCdom and Noblc- 
nefs, cannot but belenfible of human* events, will in 
this way which I go^fpr the relief of my Eflate, further 
and advance your Majefty's Qoodnefi towards me. For 
there is as i conceive a kind of Fraternity between 
Great Men, that are,, and thole that have been, being 
but the feveral ?>»/« of one J^iri ; nay,. I do further 
prefume, that both Houfes oi Parliament will love their 
Juftice the better if it end not in my ruin. For I have 
been often told,^ by many of my LorJs^ as it were in 
Excufing the ffverity of the Sentence^ that they knew 
they left me in good Bvids, And your Majefiy know- 

eth 
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eth well , I have been all my life long acceptable to 
tho(e Ajfemhlies not by Flattery, but by Moderation, 
and by honed expreffing of a defire to have all things 
go fairly and well. 

But, if it may pleafe your Majefty ^for Saints I (half 
give them reverence^ but no adoration , my Addreft is 
to your Majefty, the Fountain of Goodnefe;} your Ma- 
jefty fliall by the Grace of God, not feel that in Gift^ 
which I (hall extremely feel in Help; For my defires 
are moderate, and my Courfes meafured to a Life or- 
derly and refervcd, hoping flail to do your Majefty FJo- 
nour in my way. Only I moft humbly befeech your 
Majefty to give me leave to conclude^ \Vith thofe words 
which neceflity fpeaketh : Help me (Dear Sovereign 
Lord and Mafter) and pity me fo far, as I that havp 
born a Bag^ be not now in my Age forced in eflfeca: to 
bear a WaSet ; nor I that defire to live to Jludf^ may 
pot be driven to fiudy to live (ay I moft humbly crave 
pardon of a long Letter, after a long filencc. God of

This they do the faet- 
tpr, by how much the Exam|ilcs, aie liker in circum.- 
ftance to our own Cafe $ and more e^;»edall^, if they fidi 
m>on Perfons , that are greater and wpitmer than our 
felves. For as it finrouredi of Vanity , to match oar 
felves highly in our own Conceit $ ib on die other 
fide, it is a good (bund Condofion, diat if our fifltttrs 
fa«nre Hiftained the like Events , we have the lefi caafe 
to be grieved. 

In mis kind of Con(blation, I have not bem want- 
ing to my ftlf ; though as a dfriftian I have tafted 
(through Kfods great Goodaeii) c^ higher Remedies. 
Having therefore, through the variety of my Reading, 
fet before me many Examples j both of antioit, and of 
tatter Times : My thoughts , I confefs , have chiefly

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flayed upon three Particulars , as the moft eminent , 
and the moft reftmbling. All three Perfons that had 
held chief place of Authority in their Countries : All 
three ruined, not by War , or by any other Difafter, 
but by Juftice and Sentence , as Delinquents and Cri- 
minals : All three famous Writers ; in 10 much as the 
Remembrance of their Calamity , is now as to Pofte- 
rity, but as a little Figure of Night^work , remaining 
amongft the fair and excellent Tdiles of their A£ts 
and Works : And all three (i^ ^^^ ^^^ any thing to 
the matter} fi^ Examples to. quench any Man's Ambi- 
tion of rifing again , for that they were every one of 
them reftored with Great Glory; but to their further 
Ruin and Deftrudion, ending in a violent Death. The 
Men were Dentoflbencs , Ckero , and Seneca \ Peribns. 
that I durft not claim Affinity with , except the Simi« 
litudes of our Fortunes had contracted it. When I 
had caft mine Eyes upon thefe Examples, I was carri* 
ed on further to obferve how they did bear their For^ 
euneS) and principally how they did employ their times^ 
being banifhed y and difabled for publick bufmeis , to 
the end that I might learn by them ^ and that they 
might be as well my Councilors, as my Comforters. 
Whereupon I happened to note, how diverfly their 
Fx)rtunes. wrou^t upon them, efpecially in that Point 
which I did nK)ft aim 9 which was the employing of 
their Times and Pens, In Cicero^ I faw , that during; 
bis Banifbment C^hich was almoft two Years^ he was 
£0 foftened and dejeded, as he wrote nothing but. a 
few. Womjinifti Epijiles. And yet , in mine Opinion, 
he had lead reafori of the three to be difcouraged ,- for 
that, although it was judged, and judged by the high^ 
ed kind of Judgment, in lorm o( Statute or Law^ that 
he (hould be banifhed, and his whole Ellate confifea- 
ted and feized^ and his^Houfes puUed down | And that 

it 
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it flsould be highly penal for any Man to propound his 
Repeal : Yet his cafe, even then, had no great blot of 
Ignominy, but it was thought but a Tcmpeft of Po-^ 
pularity, which over threw him. Demofibenes^ con-- 
trariwife, though his Cafe was foul, being condemned 
for Br Hen ^ and not fimple Bribery, but Briiety in the 
nature ofTreafon and Difloyalty : Yet,.neverthefs, he 
took fo Jittle knowledge of his Fortune, as dueing his 
BaniQiment; he did much bufie-himfelf , and interme- 
die with Matters oi State $ and took, upon him to 
counfel the State (as if he had been ftill at the Helm>. 
by Letters, as appears by fome Epifiks of his, which 
are extant. iSm^cj indeed , .who was condemned for 
many Corruptions^ and Crimes^ and Baniihed into a fbli- 
tary Iflandy kept a mean : And though his Pen did not 
Freeze , yet he abflained from^ntniding into Matters. 
of BufmeJ^ ; but fpent bis time in Writing Books of ex- 
cellent Argument and ufe , for all Ages ,^ though he^ 
might have made better choice , (bmetimes of his De« 
dications. 

Thefe Examples confirmed me much in a Refbluti^ 
on Cwhereunto I was otherwife inclined} to fpend my 
time wholly in Writing, and to put forth that poor 
Taknt or half T(dent i or what it is that God hath gU 
ven me , not as heretofore , to particular . Exchanges ^ 
but to BAnks or Mounts of perpetuity^,, which will not 
break. 

* Therefore havingt not loog fince, fet forth a part oiC 
m^y Inflauration^ which ia the Work, that in mine owft 
Judgment QSinunquatn faSit Imago') I may.moft e- 
ileem ; I think *o proceed in fbme new parts tliereofl 
And although I have received from many Parts beyond 
the Seas , Teflindonies touching that Work , fucb, as . 
beyond which I could not exped: at the firfl, in To ab^ 
ibrufe aa Argument ; yet, neverthelefs, Lhave juft 
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caufe to doubts that it files too h^h over MeSs Heads. 
I have a puipofe therefore ^though I break the order 
of Time} to draw it dowfi to tbe fen& by iome Pat* 
tern's of a Matar^ Story and JnquifitiM. And again, for 
that my ^ookoi Advancement oi Lemmings may be (bme 
Preparative, or Key, for die better opemng of the i!v* 
JfauratiM^ becaufe it exhibits a mixture of new Con« 
ceipts and old ; whereas the In^bmratiM gives the new 
unmixed, otherwife than wkh ibme little Aiperfion of 
the old, for Taftes (ake, I ha:ve thought good to pio*- 
cure a tntnjlatimoi^zt B^^k ineo tbfigmeralLanffu^e^ 
riot >¥ithout great and ample Addttioos, and enrioL*- 
ment tliereof ; efpeciaUy in the fiKXxid Book , whkfa 
handleth the Partition of SiienceSj in ftdi fort , as i 
hold it, may ienre in lieu oitbtfirft fart of the Infia^^ 
ration^ and acquit my promife in dhat part. 
' Again, becaule I cannot altogether defert the Civil 
Perfon that I have bm-n ; whidi if I iMuld forget, e^^ 
dough would r emem ber, i have alio entrad into a 
Work touching LawSy prppounding a Charader offn^ 
fiict in a middle Tbrm, lietwcen the Speculative, and 
Reverend DiTcouH^ of fhiUfopbert , and the Writings 
of Lawyers , whidi are tied , and Obnoxious to their 
particular Laws. And akhough it be ttrae , diat I had 
a purpofe to make a particular Digefi , or Recompile^ 
ment of the Laws of mine own Nadon ; yet becaufe it 
is a Work of affiftance , and that I cannot Matter by 
my own Forces and Pen , I have l«id k afide. Now 
having in the Work of my Inftauration , bad 4n 0«i»* 
tempi ation , the general Good of Men in their iscry 
Being , and the Dowries of Nature ; and in my Work 
of LawSy the general good of XfM HkewUe in Socieqr, 
and the Dowries of Government : 1 thought in duty, 
I owed fbmcwhatto ray own C9/#r?ry, which I ever lo* 
ved ; hifbmuch , as although my Vlace hadi been far 
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above my De(ert , yet my thoughts and cares , con- 
cerning the good thereof, were beyond and over, and 
above my Place : So now, being as I am, no more a. 
ble to do my Country Service, it remained unto me to 
do it Honour ; which I have endeavoured to do in my 
Work of the B^ign of King Hatry the VII. As for 
my Effaysy and fome other Particulars of that Nature, 
I count them but as the ReCfeaooa of my ether Stu-

M0fi excellent S^vereig^^ 

AMongfl the Degrees |iridi^ds of Sovereigo , or 
rather Herotcai > Honour ; the iirft or fecond is 
the Perfon and Merit of a Lawgiver. Princes that 
govern well, are Fathers of the Feople : Bnt if a Father 
breed his Son well, and allow him well while he li- 
veth 9 but leave him nothing ac his Death , > whereby 
both, he, and his Children » and his Childreos ChiL 
dren may be the better ; furely the Care and Piety of a 
Father is not in him compleat. So Kings^ if they make 
a Portion of an Age happy by ^ their, goiod Government, 
yet, if they do not make Tefiapienis (as Qod Almigh- 
ty doth ) whereby a Perpetuity of Good may defeead 
to their Country, the)r are but Mortal and TranHtory 
Benefactors. Domitiattj a few days before he died , 
Dream'd, that a GoUen Head did rife ufon the If ape rf 
his Ifecky which was truly performed in the Geidem Age^ 
that followed his times, for five Succeflions. But Kings 
by giving their Subjeds good Laws, may, if they will, 
in their own time, joyn and graffe this Golden Head 
upon their own Necks after their Death. Nay, they 
may make iJehuchadnezzars \m9%t of Monarchy^ Golden 
from head to foot : And if any ofthe mraner fort of Po- 
Jitiques, that are fighted only to fee the worft of 
things, think that JLaip^ are but Cobwebs, and that 
good Princes will do well without them, and bad will 
not (land much upon them ; the Difcourfe is neither 
good nor wife. For, certain it is, that good Laws 
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^re fbme Bridle to bad Princes, and as a very Wall a* 
bout Government. And if Tyrants j fometimes make 
a breach into them, yet they mollifie even Tyranny it 
ftlf, as Solons Laws did thi^Tyrannf o(Pifftratus; and 
then commonly, they get up again, upon the firfl ad- 
vantage of better Times. Other means to perpetu* 
ate the Memory and Merits of Scvereign Princes , are 
inferiour to this. Buildings of Temples^ Tombs , Pala^ 
ces^ Theatres^ and the like, are honourable things, and 
look big upon Pofterity : But Conftantine the Great , 
gave the Name well to the(e Works, when he uCed to 
call Trajan^ who was a great Builder, Parietariay WaU^ 
Floiver , becaufe his Name was upon (b many Walls : 
So if that be the matter , that the King would turn 
WaU^Flomr^ or PeOitory of the Wall, with Coft he may. 
Adrians Vein was better ; for his mind was to wreftle 
a-Fall with time, and being a great Progreflbr over all < 

the ^oman Empire , when ever he found any decays 
of Bridges or High- ways, or Cuts of Rivers, and Sew- 
ers, or Walls, or Banks, or the like, he gave fubftan^ 
tial Order for their Repair with the better. He gave 
alfb Multitudes o{ Charters and Liberties, for the com* 
fort of Corporations , and Companies in decay : So 
-^ that his bounty did drive with the Ruins of Time. But 
yet this, though it were an excellent Difpofition, went 
but in effedl to the Cafes and iShells of a Common^wealtb; 
it was nothing to Vertue or Vice. A bad Man might • 
indifierentjy take the benefit "And ea(e of his Ways and 
Bridges, as wdl as a good ; and bad People might pur- 
chafe .good Charters. Surely the better Works of per- 
petuity in Princes^ are thofe that wajh the infide of the 
Cup. Such as are Foundations o( ColleJges and JLe£t^ 
ures for Learning and Education of Youth : Likewife 
Foundations and In (litutions of OrJers and Fraternities^ 
for Noblcnefs , Enterprife , and Obedience , and the 
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like : But yet thefe alfo afe but like Plantatiorts , of 
Orchards add Gardens in plots and fpots of Ground, 
here and there ,• they do not Till over the whole 
Kingdom, and make it Fruitful, as doth the eftablifli- 
ing of good Laws and Ordinances , which makes a 
whole tJation to be as a well ordered College or Foun- 
dation. 

This kind of Work, in the Memory of Times, is rare 
enough to (hew it excellent; and yet not fo rare , as 
to make it fufpedJcd for impoffible , inconvenient , or 
unfafe. Mofes , that gave laws to the Hebrews , be- 
caufe he was the Scribe of God himfelf , is fitter to be 
named for Honours fake , to other Law^givers , than 
to be numbred or ranked amongft them. Minos^ Ly^ 
enrgtu^ and Sdlon^ are Examples for Themes of Gram- 
mar Scholars. For antient Perfbnages and Charad- 
ersy now a days, ufe to WaX Children again : Though 
that Parable of TinJarus be true; the heft thing is Water; 
for common and trivial things, are many times the bed, 
and rather defpifed upon Pride , becaufe they are vul- 
gar, than upon caufe or ufe. Certain it is , That the 
Laws of thofe three Law-givers had great Prerogatives ; 
the/r/? o^Fante, becauft they were the Pattern among 
th^ Grecians \ thtfeeond o( lajling^ for they continu- 
ed longeft without alteration ; the third a Spirit of Re» 
vivor^ to be often opprefled, and often reftored. 

Amongft the {even Kings of Rome , four were Law- 
givers : For it is moft true , that a Difcourfer of Italj^ 
faith, There was never State fo wellfwadled in the Infan^ 
cyj as the Roman was^ iy the Virtue of their fir ft Kings i 
which was a principal caufe ofthe wonderful Growth 
of that State in after times. 

The Decemvirs Laws , were Laws upon Laws , not 
the Original ; for they graffed Laws of Grecia upon 
the Roman Stock of Laws and Culloms : But fiich was 
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their Succefs, as the Twehe TaiUs which they compil* 
ed, were the maio 3o(iy of the J^m ^ which framed 
and weilded tb^ gr^t Body of that Eft ate. Thefe lafled 
a long time, with ibme Supplemeatals, and the Pretg- 
rian £di<^$ in Alio ; which were in refpeifl of Laws^ as 
Writing Tables in re.{pe<a of Brafs : The one to be ppt 
in and out, as the other is Permanent. Lucim Come* 
Im Sylla , reformed the Laws of Rme ; for that Man 
had three Singularities, which never Tyrant had , but 
he. That he was a X^w- giver ; That he took part with 
the Nobility ; Aod that bfetvrned Privatc^Man^ not 
upon fear, but upon confidence, 

Cafar lone after^ defired to imitate him only in the 
firft ; For otherwife he relied upon new Men ; and for 
refigning his Power, Seitfca de(cribe(h him right. Ca&P 
(ar> glaaiion cito conJiJity nun^uam pofuit : Qdar foon 
Jbeathed his Sword ^ hut never Put it <gf . And him&lf 
took it upon him^ faying, in (corn oi Sylla s Refigoati-^ 
on, Sylla nefcivit Uttras ^ di&are won fotnit: Sylla 
knew mo letters , he could mt diHafe. But for the part 
of a Law. giver, Cicero giveth him the Attribute^ Gas*- 
iar, ft ah eo quareretury quid egijfet in toga^ leges fe^ refr- 
fionMffet , multis et prackras tuliffe. If you had asked 
Q^far Ufhat be did in the Gown , he mould have anfmered, 
that be made many excellent Laws. His Nef^ew Auj- 
guftus did tread the fame fteps, but with deeper print » 
because of his long Reign in Peace , whereof one of 
the Poets of his time, faith. 

Pace datd terris^ animum ad Civilia vertit. 
Jurafuum^ Legefque tulit fuftij^mus Author, 
peace given to £arth , he did convert his care 
To Civil Rule, J*ft Laws. Sandjfs Ovid Met aph. L ly.

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From that time , there was fiich a Race of Wit and 

Authority between the Commentaries znd Decifiansoi 

the Lawyers^ and the EJitls of the Empereurs , as both 

Laws and Lawyers were out of breath. Whereupon 

JnftiniaH in the end recompiled both-, and made a Bo^ 

Jty of haws^ (uch as might be weilded , which himfelf 

jcalleth glorioufly, and yet not above truth j the Edi^ 

fee or StruBure of a Sacred Tempkef^ft he ihxxih indeed 

out of the former Ruins of Books , as^Materials , and 

(bme Uovel Conftitutions of his own. 

- In Athens they had fex viri^ as JEfchines oblerveth^ 

which were (landing CommifTioners, who did watch to 

difbern what Laws were unproper for the times ^ and 

what new Law did, in any branch crofi a former Law, 

and fo ex officio^ propounded their Repeal. 

King Edgar Colieded the Laws of this Kingdom , 
and gave them the flrength of a Faggot bound, which 
formerly were difperfed ; which was more glory to 
liim> than his Sailing^ about this Ifland with a Potent 
fleet ; for that was as the Scripture faith , via navis in 
mari^ the way of a Ship in the Sea , it vaniihed y but 
this laftetb. 

Mphonfo the Wife (the Ninth of that Name} King 
^ 4>f Caftile^ compiled the Digeft of the Laws of Spain^ In- 
tituled the Siete Partidas , an excellent Work which he 
iiniflied in Seven Years. And as tacitm noteth "well. 
That the Capitol^ though built in the beginnings of 
Rome 9 yet was fit for the great Monarchy that came 
after ; (b that building of Laws fufficeth the greatnefs 
of the Empire oiSpain^ which fince hath enfued. 

Lewis the Eleventh had in his Mind {though he 
performed it not") to have made one conflant S>aw of 
France, extraded out of the Civil Roman Lau>y and the 
Cuftoms of Provinces^ which are various, and the Kings 
EdiBsy which with the French are Statutes. Surely he 

might 
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might have done well, if like, as he brought t\l 
Qzs he faid hlmCelf) hers de Fage; (b he had br 
ttie People from Lacqaay; Not to run up and dowi. 
their Laws^ to the Civil Law, and the Ordinances i - 
the Cuftoms, and the Difcretions of Courts, and Dlir^ 
eourfes of Philofbphers, as^they ufeto do. 

King ffet$r^ the Eighth^in the xyth year of his Reign 
was Authorized by Parliament to Nominate Thirty^ 
two Commiflioaers, part Ecclefiaftical, and part Tem* 
poral, to purge the CUnon Z^m, and to make it agree- 
able to the Law of God^ and the Law of the Land^ but 
it took not ttkCt : for the Ads of that King were com- 
monly rather EH'oSers and Fames> than either welh 
grounded, or well pur(ued. But I ddubt I err in pro-^ - 
ducing fa many Eicamples : For as Cicero Civdi to Cafary 
fb may I fay to your Majefty, Nil vulgare^ tr Jignufm 
videri poffit : Though indeed, this well underftood, is 
far from vulgar ; for that the-Laws of the moft King-^ 
doms and States- have been like Buildings of many« 
pieces, and patched up from time to time, according . 
to Occafions, without Frame or Model. 

Now for the Laws of Bngland^ (\S I IhaU fpeak my^ 
Opinion of them,- without Partiality, either to my 
Profeflfiofl or Country} for the matter and nature o£ 
them, I hold them wife, juft, and' moderate Laws y 
They give to God^ they - give to Qafar^ - they give ta 
the SubjeH what appertaineth. It is true, they are 
mixtas omt LanguagCy compounded of Britifb^-Riman^ . 
Sason^ Danijby Norman Cu(toms« And furely as our 
Language is thereby (b much the richer ; fo our Laws' > 
are likewile, by that mixture, the more compleat.^^ 
Neither doth this attribute lefs to them than thofe that? 
would have them to have ftoodoUt the (ame in all mu-« 
tations. For no Tree is fo good firft ftt, as by Tranfi 
planting and Grafting. I remember what happened . 

ta ) 
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to Califihents^ that followed AUsauder^s Court, and sf/^ 
grown into (bme difpleafore with him, becaufe he could 
not well brook the Fcrfian Adoratitm. At a Supper 
(which with the Grecians was a great part Talk^ he was 
defired, (the King being prefent) becaufe he was an 
Eloquent Man, to fpeak of (brae Theme, which he 
did, and chofe for his Theme the praife of the Mace^ 
dMian Nation : Which though it were but a filling 
thing, to praife Men to their Faces, yet he performed 
it with fiich advantage of tmtb, and avoidance of Flat-- 
tery, and with (iich life) as was applauded by the Hear* 
ers. The King was the Ids pleafed with it, not loving 
the Man, and by way of difeountenance faid« // was 
esfie to be 4 gpod Orator in a fleafing Theme : But iaith 
he to him. Turn ymtr fiile^ andteUus now of oar Faults^ 
that we may have the frofit^ and not yw the praife only : 
Which, he prefencly did, with fuch quicknefi , that 
Alexander faid, That Malice made him Elofoent then^ oi 
the Theme had done before. I tiajl not fall into either 
of diefe Extremes, in this Sub>e(9: bf the Laws oiEng. 
land. I have commended them before for the Matter ; 
but furely they ask itmch Amendment for the Form ; 
which to reduce and perfed, I hold to be one of the 

freattft Dowries that can be confer'd upon this King« 
om. Which work for the Excellency, as it is worth 
your Majefiy's Ad and Times, (b it hacb (bme circum«* 
{lance of Propriety agreeable to your Perfon. God hatJi 
bleifed your Majelty with Pofterity : And I am not of 
Opinion, that Kings that are barreo, are fitteft to fup* 
ply perpetuity of Generations by perpetuity of NoUe 
Ads ; But contrariwife, that they that leave Pofterity, 
are the more interefled in the care of future times,- that 
as well their Progeny as their People may participate 
of their merit. 

Your 
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Your Majefty is a great Matter in Juftice, and 
Judicature j and it were pity , the fruit of that 
your vertue fliould not be Tranfinitted to the 4ges 
to come. Your Majefty alfo reigneth ia Learned Times, 
the more, no doubt, in regard of your own penedion 
in Learning, and your Patronage thereof. And it^hath 
been the mifliap of Works of this nature, that the le(s 
Learned time hath fometimes wrought upon the more 
Learned, which now will not be fo. As for my felf, 
the Law was my Trofeffiwy to which I am a Debtor t 
Some little helps I have of other Arts, which may give 
Form to Matter ; and I have now Cby Gois merciful 
Chaflifement^ and by his fpecial Providence) time and 
leifure to put my Talent or half*Talent, or what it is, 
to fuch Exchanges as may perhaps exceed the Intereft 
of an adive life. Therefore as in the beginning of 
my TrouMeSy I made offer to your Majefty to tate 
pains in the Stoty of BnglanJ^ and in compiling a Me^ 
thod and Digeft of your Laws j fo have I performed the 
firfl (which refted but upon my fclO in (bme part.
